FROM CRADLE TO GRAVE 


OUR AMERICAN PRESIDENTS 
By KING V. HOSTICK 


If asked to name two places in the 
United States where two American 
Presidents lie buried within a few 
feet of each other, Merle. Whitford 
Huntington of Oak Lawn, Illinois, 
could answer quickly and correctly. 
She would tell you the remains of the 
only father and son Presidents, John 
Adams and John Quincy Adams, rest 
in the crypt of the downtown Unitar- 
ian Church in Quincy, Massachusetts. 
Two of Virginia’s eight native-son 
Presidents are interred at venerable 
Hollywood in Richmond—James Mon- 
roe and John Tyler. Further, she 
could give you factual details of the 
birthplaces and homes, of all the 
Presidents and: of the graves of all 
except Herbert Hoover and Harry S. 
Truman, the two living men who have 
achieved the highest office. 

The hobby of visiting sites con- 
nected with the lives of our Presidents 
began for Mrs. Huntington one Sun- 
day afternoon in the summer of 1941 
while on a visit to Monticello, Jeffer- 
son’s interesting mountain-top home 
near Charlottesville, Virginia. Dur- 
ing several years as a Congressional 
secretary in Washington she had been 
satisfying a lifelong ambition to visit 
historical places of interest in the 
nearby Old Dominion State. Living 
in Washington and without spacious 
storage facilities, she had refrained 
from following a hobby that would 
involve storage space. 

As next best, she decided to pursue 
a hobby that would involve pleasant 
motor trips and mental notes. She 
recalled most of our Presidents had 
lived in an area comprising not more 
than a third of the United States 
—8 in Virginia, 7 in Ohio, 4 in New 
York, etc., and! resolved to visit the 
homes and graves of all. 

In the succeeding eight years Mrs. 
Huntington has driven hundreds of 
miles to carry out her plan, and the 
hobby inevitably did become a collect- 
ing one. “There is a little of the pack 
rat in all of us,’ she declares, “and 
once I got into this thing it grew and 
grew.” One room of the Huntington 
home in Oak Lawn, Illinois, houses a 
sizable library of books written by or 
about the Presidents; Toby jugs dis- 
playing their faces; a collection of 
post cards, many of them from foreign 
nations, dealing with American Presi- 
dents; buttons and ribbons used in 
Presidential campaigns, pictures taken 
at the homes and graves; and movie 
equipment to exhibit the several hun- 
dred feet of 16MM color films she has 
laboriously photographed ‘on the 
spot.” 

“Some of the homes defy being 
photographed,” Mrs. Huntington re- 
ports. “Take Wheatland, the home 
of James Buchanan at Lancaster, 
Pennsylvania, for example. The house 
faces North and is surrounded by 
huge trees which encase it in shade. 
The ideal time to photograph it would 
be mid-day in June or July but my 


three trips there have been in differ- 
ent periods of the year and the photo- 
graphic results bad. The home of 
Rutherford B. Hayes at Fremont, 
Ohio, presents a similar problem of 
shade, but the house does face East 
and a forenoon shot can be made sat- 
isfactorily.” 

_Mrs. Huntington believes in repeat 
visits and says she continues to learn 
new facts about George Washington 
each time she visits Mt. Vernon, al- 
though she is “practically on speak- 
ing terms with every dogwood and 
redbud tree on the estate.” She has 
trudged up and down the sloping lawn 
from mansion to the First President’s 
grave thirty-nine times. Her visits 
to Monticello, 125 miles from Wash- 
ington, have been frequent enough to 
have the official guides there inquire: 
“Are there many in your party to- 
day?” Mrs. Huntington is sure they 
think she operates a tourist guide 
service. 

“Mt. Vernon, Monticello, The Her- 
mitage, and Hyde Park have all been 
widely publicized,’ Mrs. Huntington 
relates. ‘‘When I tell of my excur- 
sions to the homes of lesser known 
Presidents I find people sometimes 
completely unaware of these men. This 
observation could well apply to the 
Albany, New York, grave of Chester 
A. Arthur; the Buffalo home of Mil- 
lard Fillmore; and the Hillsboro, 
New Hampshire, residence of Frank- 
lin Pierce.” 

It is not always simple to locate 
the graves according to Mrs. Hunt- 
ington. At Kinderhook, New York, 
she wandered among the modest tomb- 
stones of a small town cemetery to 
seek out the obelisk marking the 
grave of our Eighth President, Martin 
Van Buren. A few miles away his 
once palatial home, Lindenwald, now 
privately owned, is badly run down 
(although greatly improved between 
her first visit in 1946 and the second 
in 1947). 

Hyde Park is the only home main- 
tained by the Federal Government— 
Franklin D.. Roosevelt left the Hudson 
River estate to the United States. 
The State of Illinois owns and ex- 
hibits the Lincoln Home at Spring- 
field and the Grant Home at Galena; 
New Hampshire has recently acquired 
the Franklin Pierce Home at Hills- 
boro, where a great niece of the 
Fourteenth President escorts visi- 
tors through the house and proudly 
points out the imported wall paper 
almost 125 years old. At Plymouth, 
Vermont, a distant cousin of the late 
Calvin Coolidge is on hand to show 
visitors the room where Coolidge took 
the oath of office, his father, a local 
Justice of the Peace, administering. 

As Commanders-in-Chief, all Presi- 
dents are eligible for burial in Arling- 
ton National Cemetery. William Ho- 
ward Taft, however, is the only one 
interred there. The granite shaft 
marking his grave is visible from the 
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entrance to the cemetery. Woodrow 
Wilson is the only President buried 
in Washington, D. C., in the Bethle- 
— Chapel of the Washington Cathe- 
ral. 


When asked whether she had found 
any common denominators among 
Presidents’ homes and graves, Mrs. 
Huntington answered, “Several are 
buried in family plots on their estates 
—Washington, Madison, Jackson and 
Roosevelt. Contrary to popular belief, 
Lincoln was not the only President 
of humble origin. Several were born 
in small, modest houses built partially 
of logs. Almost all of the Presi- 
dents attended and were identified 
with various denominational churches 
in Washington.” (Mrs. Huntington 
has attended services in every church 
in the capital city where a President 
worshipped.) 

The most imposing tombs are those 
built by popular subscription and in- 
clude Grant’s Tomb overlooking the 
Hudson River at New York; the Mc- 
Kinley Memorial at Canton, Ohio; 
the Harding Memorial at Marion, 
Ohio; and the Lincoln Monument at 
Springfield, Illinois. The simplest are 
those where the President left instruc- 
tions for a modest grave marker, 
Thomas Jefferson, (family plot on 
estate), Theodore Roosevelt, (small 
cemetery near Oyster Bay, N. Y.), 
Calvin Coolidge (rural cemetery near 
Plymouth, Vermont), and Franklin 
D. Roosevelt, (the rose garden on the 
Hyde Park estate). 

Mrs. Huntington expresses concern 
over the fact all President’s homes 
are not maintained as national shrines 
and exhibited to the public. “We 
should certainly honor the nation’s 
highest office and the men who have 
served as President by acquiring each 
home not already exhibited by a State 
or an historical society. The magni- 
ficent Montpelier, Oraftge County, 
Virginia, home of James Madison is 
privately owned and never exhibited. 
Only during Garden Week can the 
public view the beautiful gardens and 
grounds. Monroe’s home, Oak Hill in 
Loudon County, Virginia, was recently 
sold by one private owner to another. 
American citizens should be privi- 
leged to view the homes of the au- 
thors of our Constitution and the 
Monroe Doctrine.”

_ The fifth summer training course 
in the Preservation and Administra- 
tion of Archives for custodians of 
public, institutional, and business re- 
cords will be offered by The American 
University in Washington, D. C., with 
the cooperation of the National 
Archives, the Division of Manuscripts 
of the Library of Congress and the 
Maryland Hall of Records from July 
25 through August 20, 1949. The 
program will consist of lectures on 
the most important phases of work 
with records and manuscripts, dem- 
onstrations, and group conferences, in 
such fields as arrangement and de- 
scription of record and manuscript 
material, repair and preservation, and 
cataloging. It will also include lab- 
oratory work in the National Archives 
and in the Maryland Hall of Records, 
which institutions will grant to the 
students the privileges of interns for 
the duration of the course. For those 
especially interested in the care of 
historical manuscripts, internships 
will be available in the Division of 
Manuscripts of the Library of Con- 
gress, and special lectures and labora- 
tory experience will be provided for 
students whose work calls for em- 
phasis on the basic problems of the 
administration of current records. 
Ernst Posner, Professor of History 
and Archives Administration, The 
American University; Philip M.

One of the features of thé summer 
program of the American Univer- 
sity’s School of Social Sciences and 
Public Affairs will be an Institute in 
the Preservation and Interpretation 
of Historic Sites and Buildings. The 
Institute, open to a limited number 
of qualified students, will be in ses- 
sion for three weeks beginning June 
6 and will be offered in cooperation 
with the National Park Service and 
Colonial Williamsburg, Inc. Two of 
the three weeks will be spent in 
Washington and the final week in 
Williamsburg, Virginia. 

The Institute is designed to intro- 
duce students to important phases of 
preservation and restoration work, 
such as the growth of the preserva- 
tion idea, criteria for the selection of 
sites and: buildings worthy of pre- 
servation, research techniques, pre- 
servation and restoration policies and 
procedures, and the exhibition and 
administration of historical monu- 
ments. In addition to lectures and 
seminar. meetings the Institute will 
include field trips to some of the more 
notable restoration projects in the 
vicinity of Washington and Williams- 
burg. Instructors will be from the 
staffs of The American University, 
the National Park Service, and Colo- 
nial Williamsburg, Inc. The program 
will be planned and conducted by Dr. 
Ronald F. Lee, Chief Historian of the 
National Park Service, and Dr. Ed- 
ward P. Alexander, Educational Di- 
rector of Colonial Williamsburg. Dr. 
Donald Derby, of The American Uni- 
versity, will serve as Coordinator of 
the Institute for the University. 

Interest in the preservation of his- 
torical monuments in the United 
States has increased greatly during 
recent years. Private individuals and 
groups, as well as the Federal and 
many state and local governments, 
have, already undertaken important 
restoration projects that greatly as- 
sist students of American civilization 
to understand our national past. The 
American University, a pioneer in the 
professional training of specialists for 
the administration and preservation 
of the archival récords of our national 
past, hopes by means of this Institute 
to provide a similar service for spe- 
cialists in this comparatively new and 
increasingly important field.

When Sarah Jennings, Duchess of 
Marlborough under Queen Anne, 
stepped out of her coach at St. 
James, she is said to have worn a 
fine white linen collar or tippet over 
a pointed stomacher, a handsome 
brocaded silk petticoat of large de- 
sign which fell to her ankles, sleeves 
to the elbow trimmed with rich old 
lace. A pair of high-heeled slippers 
with long, pointed toes and green 
silk stockings. Overall she wore a 
travelling pelisse of black silk with a 
hood. She carried a “Chien man- 
chon,” for muff dogs were in fashion, 
and one could be’ startled by being 
barked at by a woman’s fur. 


From the diary of Samuel Pepys 
one can see a picture of a truly fash- 
ionable turnout. Ear-bells were popu- 
lar, two on a strap fastened over the 
horse’s head. On the forehead a 
cockade of colored horse hair nodded 
in a brass socket. Reins of green, 
red or yellow, and the whims of 
owners even went so far as to attach 
long sweeping tails to the horses on 
gala occasions. 

Life was leisurely and in Hyde 
Park people of fashion took “Diver- 
sion of the Ring,” driving their 
coaches round and round a circum- 
ference of two or three hundred 
paces. When they had thus ridden 
for some time, they wheeled about 
and drove the other way. 


Perhaps the most novel of coach 
equipment was the horn. It was 
usually a straight model of brass or 
copper. There was no key range and 
was limited to six open notes of 
which high “C” was the most diffi- 
cult. They varied in kengths, the 42” 
giving the most brilliant notes, and 
the 56 a softer more mellow tone.

Lamps, although never carried in 
day time, were of different colors 
according to the depot. Poisonniere 
Montmartre (central) yellow; Passy- 
Batignolles (west), red; and Inva- 
lides, Observatoire (south), green. 

At the peak of the coaching age, 
the whip played an important part. 
Nearly all American whips were 


made at Westfield, Mass., which was 
known as the “Whip City”. 

Opinions differ as to whether 
Joseph Jokes, Titus Pease or Thomas 
Rose actually made the first whips. 
These were hard hickory sticks to 
which horse-hide lashes were fasten- 
ed, or twisted whips where the stocks 
were boiled in oil to make them flex- 
ible. Later the plaited whip, of which 
D. L. Farnham is given credit for 
making, in Erastus Grant’s cabinet 
shop. To Augustus Black is given 
credit for making the first straight 
American whip and Hiram Hill of 
Windsor, did much for the whip man- 
ufacturing industry. 

The custom of ticketing hat bands 
evolved from marking beavers with 
chalk when no fare was to be col- 
lected. 

The “calash” bonnet, always of 
green silk, covered the head and was 
fashioned to fall back in folds like 
the gig-top. It was drawn up by a 
cord always in the hand of the 
wearer. 

The “wagon” bonnet, always of 
black silk, looked not unlike the Jer- 
sey wagon, with a piece of the ma- 
terial hanging down to cover the 
shoulders. 

From the drivers of Conestoga 
Wagons comes the long thin smoke 
or Conestoga Cigar. These evolved 
into “Conestogys” and finally to 
“stogies.”

THE LANIER HOME 


On the banks of the Ohio stands 
the Lanier Memorial home, at Madi- 
son, Ind., a tribute to its original 
owner and also to the State of In- 
diana which is preserving it as an 
historical and artistic landmark. 

It has been well said that Queen 
Victoria would have felt as much at 
home visiting the mansion of James 
Francis Doughty Lanier as she did 
in her Buckingham Palace. 


Why such a palatial home should 
have been built on the river’s banks 
in 1840-1844, when only the lower 
tier of Indiana counties had any sem- 
blance of culture, and only 28 years 
after the state was admitted to the 
Union, is a question frequently asked 
by interested visitors. The answer 
is to be found in the life of the man 
who built and owned the house, and 
in the story of Francis Costigan, the 
artist-builder who created the home. 

Briefly the Lanier Home is an ex- 
ample of the “Greek revival” style 
of architecture, which had great in- 
fluence in the building art before 
1860. 

The front of the house with its two 
story portico faces the Ohio river, and 
is quite typical of Southern mansions. 
The use of the Corinthian order is 
rather rare in Indiana, because it was 
more difficult and more expensive to 
make than the commonly used Doric 
order. Above the four typical col- 
ums is a fine Corinthian entablature, 
which extends entirely around the 
house, and this same order is also 
used in the small rear portico. The 
Tuscan order, on the other hand, is 
followed in the tall engaged pilasters 
that flank the sides of the house, and 
in the small engaged pilasters that 
frame the front entrance and the 
windows. Octagonal windows, ap- 
pearing circular on the exterior be- 
cause of their wreath framing, are 
placed in the frieze of the entablature 
to illuminate the rooms on the third 
floor. The octagonal shape is used 
again in the low cupola at the top of 
the stair well. Wrought iron work, 
familiar in New Orleans and then so 
common in Madison, is used in the 
portico of the Lanier place, and de- 
signed in harmony with the motifs 
above the windows. Although the 
mantels, doors and window frames 
are rather plain, the cornices in the 
various rooms are heavily ornamented 
in Greek design. 

A large central hall is transverse 
and on one side of it is the stair well, 
from which a stairway circles to the 
third floor. Between the two rooms, 
which form the double parlor, are 
sliding doors flanked with fcur Ionic 
columns, a feature that is common in 
the larger homes of the classic re- 
vival. 


No expense sheets are known to 
have been left on the Lanier home 
construction. However, based upon 
knowledge of the Shrewsbury home, 
another early Madison residence, its 
original cost can safely be estimated 
in the neighborhood of $40,000 to 
$50,000.: Three to four times: that 
amount would be a fair estimate for 
its construction today. 

Another interesting question that 
frequently comes up is how men were 
found capable of the craftsmanship 
demonstrated in the Lanier house. 
While there were no unions at the 
time, there were groups similar to 
old world guilds. Workers with wood 
formed themselves into a_ distinct 
group, workers with stone formed an- 
other group, and so on through the 
builders’ trade. The apprentice sys- 
tem also was in vogue. Thus, when 
a man wanted to build a house, the 
type and kind of material to be used 
was announced, and by its very na- 
ture called together men trained by 
experience to work with that type of 
materials. Bricks were manufactured 
on the premises or conveniently near. 
Timber was felled in the neighbor- 
hood. The work > all done by hand.

The Pioneer Lanier 

The Laniers make an interesting 
study in pioneer history. They were 
Huguenots who fled to America from 
France after the edict of Nantes. 
Their son James Francis Doughty 
Lanier was born in the little town 
of Washington, North Carolina. His 
paternal ancestor was John Lanier, 
born in Bordeaux, France. His great- 
great grandfather, Sampson Lanier; 
married Elizabeth Washington, whose 
father, John Washington, was a cou- 
sin of the more illustrious John 
Washington, the great grandfather of 
President George Washington. 

Early in 1819, young Lanier began 
the study of law and finished a legal 
course by graduating from Transyl- 
vania Law school in Lexington, Ken- 
tucky. In 1824, he was appointed as- 
sistant clerk in the Indiana House of 
Representatives at Corydon. A year 
later, he helped to move the capital 
from Corydon to Indianapolis. He 
also became clerk of the House. 

Because of his legal training, his 


‘ability and his genius for organiza- 


tion, he participated in the formation 
and establishment of the Indiana 
State bank. The Madison Branch 
became the main office of the bank 
and he was named president. When 
the charter of the bank expired, the 
stockholders had nearly doubled their 
investment and had enjoyed annual 
dividends averaging from 12% to 14% 
for twenty-one years. Few of the 
present generation know that the 
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profits of the Indiana State bank 
created the Indiana School fund. 

Mr. Lanier continued management 
of the Madison Branch of the Indiana 
bank and was a member of its board 
of control until 1842, when he mani- 
fested interest in railroad construc- 
tion. The acquisition of California, 
the discovery of gold and the general 
national expansion actuated rail 
building. Mr. Lanier was instrumen- 
tal in refinancing numerous railroads 
that had suffered during the years of 
depression. He left Madison in 1851 
to live in New York city, where he 
became associated with his son-in-law, 
Richard H. Winslow, in the financial 
firm of Winslow-Lanier & Co. 

In 1860, the election of Abraham 
Lincoln to the presidency of the 
United States was soon followed by 
mutterings of a coming storm. Too 
old to join the army, Mr. Lanier gave 
aid and encouragement to the Union 
cause. In Indiana, events moved rap- 
idly. The lieutenant-governor, Oliver 
P. Morton, succeeded to the governor- 
ship when the legislature sent Henry 
S. Lane, the elected governor, to the 
U. S. Senate. War came upon a na- 
tion wholly unprepared and found 
Indiana almost’ entirely without 
means. There were factions in In- 
diana’s government, and sentiment 
was divided between the North and 
the South. Indiana’s first quota 
called by the president was for six 
regiments. It was out of this situa- 
tion that Mr. Lanier became endeared 
to the people of Indiana, and partly 
because of his patriotic service, his 
home has been preserved as a lasting 
memorial. 

Unable to raise sufficient funds to 
equip the president’s requested quota 
(the federal government then did not 
buy soldiers’ paraphernalia), Gover- 
nor Morton appealed te Mr. Lanier 
for funds. Upon only a note person- 
ally signed by the governor, Mr. 
Lanier advanced $420,000 to equip the 
Hoosier troops. 

Some time later, Mr. Lanier twice 
loaned the State of Indiana sufficient 
funds to pay the interest on the state 
debt. Altogether, the money provided 
by Mr. Lanier during and after the 
war exceeded a million dollars. Dur- 
ing following years, it was all re- 
turned. After the war, the president 
of the United States sent Mr. Lanier 
to Europe. His frequent contacts 
with Washington found him the prop- 
er person to re-establish American 
credit abroad and his tour was highly 
successful. _ 

Mr. Lanier enjoyed his new home 
in Madison for only a few years be- 
fore he went to New York to live. 
His first wife and one of his eight 
children died while they lived in the 
home and after the death of his wife, 
home. cares devolved upon the eldest 

daughter, Margaret. When Mr. Lanier 
left for New York, his eldest son, 
Alexander, accepted the responsibility 
of the imposed law of primogeniture, 
and took over the house, being liber- 
ally aided by an annual bequest which 
enabled him to maintain it as a ver-

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NOTES ON BELLS AND BELL MUSIC

The high antiquity of bells is un- 
questionable, for we read in one of 
the earliest books of the sacred Scrip- 
ture that, on the hem of the high- 
priest’s robe, should be “ a golden bell 
and a pomegranate” (Exodus XXIII, 
84) ; and any doubt as to the accuracy 
of the translation is set at rest in the 
next verse (35), where it is said: 
“And it” (The robe) “shall be upon 
Aaron to minister; and his sound 
shall be heard when he goeth in unto 
the holy place before the Lord, and 
when he cometh out, that he die not.” 
This proves that bells were known to 
the ancient Hebrews. We also find 
that the Greek soldiery used a kind 
of hand-bell to test the vigilance of 
their sentinels. At certain hours of 
the night a patrol visited each post, 
and the wakefulness of the sentry 
was assured or his negligence dis- 
covered, by his answer or silence at 
the sound of the bell. A_bell-man 
walked in the front of the funeral 
processions by the Greeks, both to 
clear the way and to warn the priests 
of Jupiter, who were supposed to be 
polluted by such sights, and crim- 
inals were belled ,on being taken to 
the place of execution, that the ill- 
omen of seeing them might be avoided 
by the populace. ; 

Of the time when larger or station- 
ary bells were developed from this 
early type, we have no certain record.

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It is said that their first use for the 
church was made about A.D. 400, by 
Paulinus, Bishop of Nola, a city of 
Campania. Some chroniclers add that 
the enlargement of the primitive bell 
to a size sufficient for such a purpose 
is also due to the same personage, but 
neither of these assertions is quite 
unquestionable. More certain records 
exist of their introduction into Bri- 
tain some three or four hundred years 
afterward, and from that on until the 
fourteenth and fifteenth centuries, 
bell founding developed to a perfec- 
tion that has left little which the 
present age can improve upon. 

Before speaking descriptively of the 
more noted bells of mediaeval and 
modern times, let us look at them as 
a manufacturer, and see what they 
are made of, and how they are made. 

The leading materials in bell-metal 
are copper and tin, in proportion of 
about eight to one. Zinc is sometimes 
added for small, shrill bells, and some 
kinds of English metal are said to 
consist of —

Some of the ancient bells, as we 
shall see farther on, contain silver, 
and even gold, but it is doubtful 
whether such extravagant additions 
gave any advantage over the ordinary 
materials. In fact, it has been argued 
that silver would rather spoil the 
tone of the bell than improve it, and 
is theretore a worse than useless in- 
gredient, but we do know that this 
has been actually proved. 

Bells, as every one knows, are made 
by casting; that is, the metzl is 
melted and poured into a mould, in 
which it is allowed to cool, and thus 
retains the form given to the liquid 
mass. 

These moulds are necessarily made 
of some incombustible material; clay, 
for instance, which is also plastic, and 
readily formed into the desired shape. 
The outer part of the mould contains 
a cavity exactly corresponding to 
what the outside of the bell is to be, 
and in this is fitted a core, represent- 
ing the inside, a space being left be- 
tween the two equal to the thickness 
of metal required. Through a suitable 
opening a stream of the molten com- 
pound that is to form the bell is con- 
ducted, the mould is filled, and the 
casting is done. 

Mr. Hameis writes so charmingly 
of this process (In “Music and Mo- 
rals,”"—page 359-368), that we are 
constrained to borrow his picture of 
the casting of a great bell in the olden 
time. He conducts us to the furnaces

of the most renowned bell-founder of 
the seventeenth century, Peter Van 
den Gheyn, of Mechlin, Belgium; he 
dwells with the loving touch of an 
artist on the preparatory work of 
designing and modeling the bell in 
clay, and then thus describes the cli- 
max of the smith’s labors: 

“So far, all has been comparatively 
easy; but the critical moment has now 
arrived. The furnaces have long been 
smoking, the brickwork containing 
the caldron is almost glowing with 
red heat, a vast draught-passage 
underneath the floor keeps the fire 
rapid; from time to time it leaps up 
with a hundred angry tongues, or 
rising higher, sweeps in one sheet 
of flame over the furnace-embedded 
caldron. Then the cunning artificer 
brings forth his heaps of choice metal 
—large cakes of red, coruscated cop- 
per from Drontheim, called “rosette,” 
owing to a certain rare, pink bloom 
that seems to lie all over it, like the 
purple on a plum; then a quantity of 
tin, so highly refined that it shines 
and glistens like pure silver; these 
are thrown into the caldron and 
melted down together. Kings and 
nobles have stood beside these famous 
caldrons, and looked with reverence 
on the making of these old bells; nay, 
they have brought gold and silver, 
and, pronouncing the name of some 
saint or apostle which the bell was 
hereafter to bear, they have flung in 
the precious metals; rings, bracelets, 
and even bullion. But, for a moment 
or two before the pipe which is to 
convey the metal to the mould is 
opened, the smith stands and stirs 
the molten mass to see if all is melted. 
Then he casts in certain proportions 
of zinc and other metals, which be- 
long to the secrets of the trade; he 
knows how much depends upon these 
little refinements, which he has ac- 
quired by experience, and which, per- 
haps, he could not impart even if he 
would—so true is it, that in every art 
that which constitutes success is a 
matter of instinct, and not of rule, or 
even science. He knows, too, that al- 
most everything depends upon the 
moment chosen for flooding the mould. 
Standing in the intense heat, and call- 
ing loudly for a still more raging fire, 
he stirs the metal once more. At a 
given signal, the pipe is opened, and, 
with a long, smothered rush, the 
molten fluid fills the mould to the 
brim. Nothing now remains but to 
let the metal cool, and then to break 
up the clay and brickwork and extract 
the bell, which is then finished, for 
better, for worse.” 


A fitting companion piece to this is 
given in Schiller’s “Lay of the Bell”: 


“Redder now the pipes are glowing— 
Mark this rod I forward urge; 


‘And the metal must be flowing, 


Should the rod glazed o’er emerge 


Comrades, quick explore; 

Prove the molten ore— 
If the yielding and contending 
To a good result be blending. 


“Now the casting may begin; 
See the breech indented there; 
Ere we run the infusion in 
Halt and speed the pious prayer! 
Pull the bung out—

See, around and about 
What vapor, what vapor, God help 
us! has risen; 
Ha! the flame, like a torrent, leaps 
forth from its prison.” 

The bells of ancient times were re- 
garded not only with reverence, but 
with the awe born of a superstitious 
age. They were not merely esteemed 
as more than common things on ac- 
count of their uses for the Church, 
but were endowed by the imagination 
of a wonder-loving and credulous 
people with more than magic powers. 
Blessed by the bishop, they were able 
to drive the devil out of the air, to 
calm tempests, to extinguish fires, and 
even to perform greater marvels. 
This belief is attested by inscriptions 
on the bells themselves, such as— 

“Vivos voco; mortuos plango; ful- 
gura frango.” 

(“I call the living; I mourn the 
dead; I break the lightning.’’) 

And this equally well-known one; 

“Laudo Deum verum; plebem voco; 
congrego clerum; defunctus ploro; 
pestem fugo; festa decoro!” 

(“I praise the true God; call the 
people; convene the clergy; I mourn 
the dead; dispel the pestilence; and 
grace festivals.’’) 

Wynkyn de Worde records, in his 
“Golden Legend,” that “It is said the 
evil spirytes that ben in the regyon 
of the ayre, daubte moche when they 
here the bells rongen; and this is the 
cause why the belles ben rangen when 
it thondreth, and when grete tempeste 
and outrages of weather happen, to 
the end that feirids and unyoked 
spirytes shold be abashed and flee, and 
cease of the monynge of the tem- 
peste.” 

The solemn passing-bell was rung, 
not only to ask the prayers of the 
people for the departing soul, but to 
drive away the evil spixits that were 
thought to hover near the bed of the 
dying. 

One passage more from the quaint, 
olden-time chronicles, and we must 
leave this part of our subject; 

“When Clotaire II, King of France, 
was at Sens, in Burgundy, he heard 
there a bell in the chureh of St. Step- 
hen, the sound of which pleased him 
so much that he ordered it to be 
transported to Paris. The Bishop of 
Sens, however, was greatly displeased 
at this, and the bell so sympathized 
with him that it lost all its sound. 
When the king heard of this, he com- 
manded that the bell should be carried 
back to its old quarters, when, strange 
to relate, as it approached the town 
it recovered its original tone, and be- 
gan to ring, so as to be Heard at Sens, 
while yet about four leagues distant 
from it.”

The following observations and ac- 
companying illustrations on the spe- 
cial field of railroad photography are 
examples from the contents of the 
book Mixed Train Daily. A Book of 
Short Line Railroads, by Lucius Bee- 
be, with three hundred photographs 
by Charles M. Clegg and the author, 
which has just been published by E. 
P. Dutton and Co., Inc. of New York. 

In undertaking the photographic 
shooting schedule for Mixed Train 
Daily, a schedule, it might be re- 
marked which covered three years’ 
time and 75,000 miles of overland 
travel in the United States and Mex- 
ico, my collaborator and associate, 
Charles Clegg, and I decided on a 
drastic revision of the photographic 
routine and pattern which we have 
evolved in working on our earlier 
books of railroad photographs such as 
Highball and High Iron. 

The technique of train photography, 
generally speaking, has in the past 
been governed by rigid conventions 
and observances. It has been wholly 
explicit, concerning itself solely with 
the picturing of railroad motive power

and equipment to the rigid exclusion 
of background and atmospheric sur- 
rounding material and has been little 
conditioned by problems of composi- 
tion, lighting, and the other photo- 
graphic considerations. ; 


In the current generation of rail- 
road photographers the three-quarters 
head-on action shot has come to be 
standard practice, and the stoppage 
of motion in side rods, steam and 
smoke exhaust, drive wheels, and arti- 
culated mechanism of valve gear and 
rod assembly has become as accepted 
a cliché as the train crew grouped 
around the locomotive pilot was to 
the practice of the turn of the century. 


Because we were anxious. that 
Mixed Train Daily should become an 
item of authentic Americana and a 
picture record of an even now fast 
disappearing aspect of national exis- 
tence, the short line railroad and its 
operations and motive power, we at 
the same time became convinced that 
more than the simple, ponderables of 
cars, locomotives, and installations, 
should be our pictorial concern. We 
aimed to include backgrounds and at- 
mospheric incidentals which would 
suggest the countryside in which each 
little railroad had its being, and ac- 
tion shots in the depots and yards of 
remote farm lands which would depict 
its social and economic function. The 
short lines with which we were con- 
cerned were so modest in their proper-

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ties, some being possessed of but a 
single engine, an ancient wooden com- 
bine car, and ten miles of rusty track 
of William McKinley vintage, that 
they had about them distinct and 
sometimes eccentric personalities, and 
these we tried to incorporate in the 
pictorial record. 

We discovered, for example, that 
the head-end (locomotive) crew of the 
narrow-gage East Tennessee and 
Western North Carolina Railroad 
maintained a pet possum in the tool 
box of their engine, that the fireman 
and engineer of the Live Oak, Perry 
and Gulf in deepest Florida orna- 
mented the headlight of their stately 
wood burner with a pair of deer ant- 
lers, and that the daily mixed train 
of the sylvan Arcade and Attica in 
western New York State came to its 
terminal directly under the tap room 
windows of a wonderful early nine- 
teenth century tavern still doing busi- 
ness as The Old Stage House, at At- 
tica. These details, this atmosphere 
of background and personality we 
were quick to incorporate into our 
layouts of these railroads where, ac- 
cording to the best practice in rail- 
road photographic circles only a few 
years ago, anything but stills of mo- 
tive power or action shots of moving 
trains would have been arbitrarily 
eliminated. 

When we discovered that the two 
oldest institutions in Louisville, Geor-

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DECORATIVE PRINTS 


By JOHN RAMSAY 


It is manifestly impossible to make 
any hard-and-fast distinction between 
collector’s prints and decorative sub- 
jects. In theory, the first can include 
the seven hundred or so Currier and 
the thousand or more from the other 
houses which appeal to collectors, 
either as exceptional lithographs or 
because of subject interest, or for 
both reasons, while decorative prints 
can be just attractive pictures which 
anyone would enjoy living with. 
Dealing in general terms, individual 
tastes and preferences have to be 
disregarded and yet this last defini- 
tion should rule out many prints 
which have their admirers among 
collectors, political cartoons, locomo- 
tive and fire subjects particularly. 
Also, no print collector can be ex- 
pected to like all types of subjects 
equally, but will have especial favor- 
ites, so every non-collector in search 
of good and authentic American pic- 
tures can be expected to like dogs 
better than ships, or landscapes bet-

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ter than portraits, or vice-versa. 

In actual fact, the very great ma- 
jority of our American lithographs 
were “framing prints” intended by 
their makers to hang on their pur- 
chasers’ walls, but our present-day 
standards of interior decoration are 
not those of the last century. They 
have improved, on the whole, consid- 
erably, but also, they have become so 
carefully impersonal that many of 
these prints, even the finest, do not 
meet them. Several of the “Best Fif- 
ty” Currier large folios, to select those 
universally considered the best, Tait’s 
rather over-powering and dramatic 
hunting scenes and the even more 
dramatic Westerns, especially in the 
original brilliant colors preferred by 
collectors, would hardly be recom- 
mended by interior decorators as ad- 
visable for the average living-room. 
And, of course, the sporting prints 
which make up a large proportion of 
the fifty might not appeal to non- 
sporting home lovers, nor the Winter 
scenes to those who like more color. 
But these are only a few so many 
and, actually, nearly all the Currier 
“Best Fifty” small folios, even in- 
cluding the rebus picture “The Art 
of Making Money” are so quietly 
fine that they would please the most 
captious critic. 

Among the enormous field of the 
lesser-known prints from the Currier 
and other houses, it must be admitted 
that there are also many which are 
generally considered important, but 
which cannot be considered decor- 
ative, sporting subjects, advertise- 
ments, local views and scenes, not all 
of them fine prints although desira- 
ble because of subject and rarity. 
But there are still a great many 
prints which, while of considerable 
interest to collectors are also hand- 
some pictures. The final distinction 
may be one of dollars and cents; the 
decorator, amateur or professional, 
will pay the price of a fine hand- 
colored lithograph, plus a premium 
for an authentic antique, while the 
collector who wants a particular and 
scarce print will start his price level 
there and go on up. 

The true decorative prints are 
those which were published purely as 
such, and there are many of them, 
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thousands of romantic or idealized 
landscapes, views of America’s “beau- 
ty spots”. Sentimental groups and 
scenes, pretty ladies, children and 
animals, and the historicals which 
‘were not “current interest” subjects. 
These prints make up the great bulk 
of the Currier catalogue, and the 
firm’s own description of them is 
worth quoting again “Juvenile, 
Domestic, Love Scenes, Kittens, and 
Puppies, Ladies’ Heads, Catholic Re- 
ligious, Patriotic, Landscapes, Ves- 
sels, Comics, School Rewards and 
Drawings, Flower and Fruits, Motto 
Cards, Horses, Family Registers, 
Memory Pieces and Miscellaneous in 
Great Variety and all Elegant and 
Salable Pictures.” Omitting a few of 
these types as hardly decorative sub- 
jects, a “great variety” still remains. 

This list was issued in the “seven- 
ties”, but it follows a pattern set 
forty years earlier, while Nathaniel 
Currier was still an apprentice. His 
masters, the Pendletons, while they 
concentrated on portraits and views, 
issued a child print, “Docility”, and 
“The Sisters, After Lawrence”, both 
decorative and even “sentimental” 
pictures, and his predecessors in New 
York, Imbert with a full-length 
“Turkish Beauty”, C. Risso with 
“Eliza” and “The Ohio Beauty” and 
Endicott & Swett with “The Pride of 
New York” and “The Pride of Vir- 
ginia” began a series of pretty ladies 
which has, of course, culminated in 
the “pin-up girls” of today. They 
‘were shown by several lithographers 
between 1830 and 1880, in such num- 
bers that a very charming and inter- 
esting gallery can be. gathered. 

Among the early and almost un- 
known lithographers, one H. F. Sum- 
ned of Hartford issued two prints of 
the same half-length lady in fashion- 
able attire, signed “J. P. Del., 1834” 
in the stone, one titled “Maria”, the 
other “Caroline”. D. W. Kellogg, 
who had just opened his lithography 
there, apparently liked the type, and 
began issuing similar subjects, and 
also published an “Emeline” in 1834. 
He followed this with a number of 
others, “Elizabeth”, “Mary”, “Jos- 
ephine” and others, and there is a 
tradition that they are portraits of 
his eight sisters. His brothers, who 
carried on his business separately 
and under several partnerships, con- 
tinued to turn out more “name 
prints” in rather confusing variety, 
since the same name appears with 
different Kellogg * imprints, some 
times entirely different in appear- 
ance, sometimes only slightly chang- 
ed. Currier got into competion with 
his “Eliza”, copyrighted in 1844, and 
did hundreds, as many as four prints 
with the same title, with Currier & 
Ives adding one or two more. James 
Baillie also did a number, and Sar- 
ony’s ladies, who are the most beau- 
tiful of all, are also numerous. 
Another lithographer issued ten or 
more without imprint, and H. R. 
Robinson contributed “Adelaide” and 
“Susan”. 

These are not fashion prints, but 
they give a very clear picture of 
American women’s dress and _ inter- 
ests over thirty years, with side- 
lights on interior decorations and on 
masculine interests also, since there 
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is not a blonde in the line-up. They 
sew, read, play the piano, toy with 
their pets, or just languish grace- 
fully and are, in a sense, the quintes- 
sence of Victorian domestic art. Also, 
many of them, particularly Sarony’s 
are beautifully drawn and colored. 
The number of re-issues is difficult 
to understand, “Mary”, shown in six 
different prints by Currier, and three 
times by the Kelloggs. The latter did 
occasionally underestimate the de- 
mand for a print, deface the stone 
and then have to re-draw it and, also, 
their changing partnerships entailed 
changes in copyrights and imprints, 
which could mean new stones. But 
Currier’s need for a new stone a year, 
which he produced for several of these 
ladies’ names between 1845 and 1850, 
is a mystery. After 1865 or 1870, the 
public taste changed, another mys- 
tery, and Currier & Ives, to appeal 
to it, published a long series of name 
prints, using the same names, drop- 
ping a few which had become ola- 
fashioned, and adding a few new 
ones, the subjects heads or busts, far 
less attractive -to our present-day 
taste than the earlier prints. The 
Kellogg house added only a few, and 
Haskell & Allen of Boston did a 
number. 

There are many more of these 
charmers, “Belles”, “Beauties”, 
“Stars”, and other very flattering 
terms. W. Currier’s, “The Star of 
the Road”, is one of the “Best Fifty” 
small folios, and his “The Belle of 
the Road, Winter’ is an unusual 
skating print. Then there are the 
“localized” beautiés, D. W. Kellogg’s 
“Belle of Cape Cod”, Currier’s “Belle 
of the West’, who is Lola Montez, 
and more. There are even a few full- 
length gentlemen, including the N. 
Currier “Single” and another dandy 
by Kellogg which has no title, only 
a blank to be filled in,by the owner. 
The groups are also numerous, Cur- 
rier’s “Black-Eyed Susan’, another of 
the “Best Fifty” small folios, and the 
“Sailor’s” and “Soldier’s”, “Depar- 
ture” and “Return” shown by Cur- 
rier, Kellogg, Baillie and Sarony & 
Major, by Currier at least for two 
wars. The evolution of some of these 
prints is interesting to trace; Mave- 
rick did a folio, “Daughters of 
Charles P. Calmody, After Law- 
rence” in 1829, and Pendleton, “The 
Sisters, After Lawrence”, at about 
the same date, and D. W. drew a re- 
cognizable for stiff copy, “The Sis- 
ters”, some years later, but the pairs, 
“The Little Sisters”, “Little Broth- 
ers’, issued several times by Currier 
and others later, are attractive in 
their red dresses and stiff poses, but 
a long way from the original. Duval 
did “The Mother’s Pride” after 
Lawrence for Childs & Inman, which 
becomes a handsome “Mother’s Pet” 
by Sarony & Mayor. And Maverick 
did a pair “Kittens” and “Puppies” 
which were copied, especially the 
stuffed-toy pups, and again and 
again. 

There’ are still more of these “Sen- 
timental” prints worth mention, the 
many love-scenes, which start with 
a pair “The Lover’s Quarrel” and 
“The Lover’s Reconciliation”, by all 
the houses mentioned, and are ex- 
tended by Currier to a loose series 


which ends with “A Year After Mar- 
riage, The Mother’s Jewel”. There 
are the “Literary” subjects, Pendle- 
ton and Imbert first again with busts 
of the romantic Lord Byron, and an 
early unsigned one, the four later 
houses with “Byron’ in the High- 
lands”, “Byron’s First Love”, and al- 
so with “Robert Burns” in _ several 
scenes. This class also includes sev- 
eral large prints, Currier’s “Evange- 
line” and “Trial of Effie Deans” from 
English Steel engravings, “Home 
Sweet Home”, “The Wayside Inn”, 
“Gray’s Elegy, the “Hiawatha” 
prints, and the homes of Scott and 
Irving. 

The large sentimental or decor- 
ative subjects also include some sen- 
timental children, several of the Cur- 
riers by Maurer, including his fine 
“Preparing For Market”, and some 
on black back-grounds by Currier, 
Thomas Kelly and H. Schille which 
were designed for fire-place screens. 
Also, they include the large histori- 
cal prints which are among the finest 
in the catalogue, Currier’s ‘“Surren- 
der of General Burgoyne” and of 
“Lord Cornwallis,” Duval’s “Washing- 
ton’s Reception in New York” and 
many more. And the small historical 
subjects, which include more of the

HISTORICAL RECORDS 


Conducted by STEPHEN FASSETT 


Some Thoughts on Correct Turntable Speeds 


Long accustomed to records that 
played at one speed and one speed only 
(78 rp.m.) and then suddenly con- 
fronted with two new types of disc, 
each recorded at a different speed 
and each unplayable on equipment de- 
signed for the other, the phonograph 
enthusiast is currently feeling both 
confused and abused. He cannot enjoy 
the advantages of Columbia’s Long 
Playing record, of Victor’s new little 
seven-inch disc without purchasing a 
special combination of turntable and 
pickup for each. No wonder he is howl- 
ling with rage and despair! His di- 
lemma is an agonizing one, to be sure, 
yet how simple it is, really, compared 
with the one which bedevils those of 
us who like to play historical record- 
ings which date back 45 years or more. 
Today we complain that three differ- 
ent record speeds are two too many, 
but at.least we ought to be glad that 
each of these speeds is a standard 
from which there is no deviation. Yes- 
terday, incredible as it may seem now, 
there was no such thing as a universal 
standard turntable speed. Disc records 
of the early 1900’s were recorded at 
speeds varying from below 70 to above 
85. Moreover, cdrrect speeds were 
hardly ever printed on record labels, 
easy and effective though such a pro- 
cedure would have been. In view 
of the fact that a difference of only 
a few revolutions a minute drastic- 
ally affects the pitch, tempo and tone 
quality of recorded music, it will rea- 
dily be understood how fraught with 
trouble this situation was. In those 
days, of course, speed regulators were 
standard equipment on all phono- 
graphs, but this was only a partial 
answer to the problem of correct turn- 
table speed. It was all very well to. 
be able to raise or lower the pitch of 
a recorded performance by speeding 
up or slowing down the turntable, but 
how much was that if you didn’t know 
what the correct pitch was to begin 
with. 

Eventually, of course, disc manu- 
facturers realized the importance of a 
universal standard speed sufficiently 
to do something about it, but it was 
a long time before they agreed upon 
what speed was to be standard. For- 
tunately, Victor, almost from the be- 
ginning, seems to have aimed with 
some degree of success at a standard 
speed of 78 r.p.m. (although there 


are plenty of deviations) but its Eur- 


opean affiliate, The Gramophone Ltd., 
pursued a maddening policy of erratic 
speeds for more than a decade. As 
for Columbia, when it finally adopted 
a standard speed it chose 80 rather 
than 78 and did not come down to the 
latter speed until after the advent of 
electrical recordings in 1925. Fonot- 
ipia and Odeon were, if anything, even 
more given to speed variations than 
Gramophone. Edison cylinders, and 
later Edison discs, were a happy ex- 
ception in all this confusion, for there 
was always a standard speed for 
each. Pathe’ discs, unfortunately, 
were not uniform in speed and the 
early ones show considerable varia- 
tion. 

For a long time most record com- 
panies kept silent on this all important 
question. At any rate, this writer, in 
his file of Victor catalogs, could find 
no reference to the subject any ear- 
lier than the November 1917 edition 
in which 78 r.p.m. is given as the one 
and only speed at which to play Vic- 
tor records. By then, this was prob- 
ably correct in most cases, but the 
exceptions should have been noted. 
Confusingly enough, the exceptions 
were noted in a 1924 edition of the 
Gramophone (English): catalog (un- 
doubtedly in others, too) listing many 
of the same recordings included in the 
1917 Victor catalog just mentioned. 
The trouble was, however, that the 
very records Victor placed under its 
78 r.p.m. edict were marked by Gram- 
ophone at speeds varying from 76 to 
82. (A great many of the U.S.A. 
Caruso recordings of the 1905 to 1917 
period. for example, were not record- 
ed at 78, according to this HMV cat- 
alog.) In listing exceptions to the 78 
r.p.m. standard, Gramophone had the 
right idea, but unfortunately the 
speeds marked in its catalogs have 
proved to be inaccurate in enough cas- 


es to make the wary collector regard | 


all of them with suspicion. More of 
this at another time. 

Domestic Columbia, in its catalogs, 
seems to have ignored the question 
of turntable speed until the 1925 edi- 
tion. Then it was stated that all Col- 
umbia records are recorded at 80 rev- 
olutions to the minute, which was 
true enough at the time but which 
did not apply to many of this com- 
pany’s earlier recordings. 

At this point I should like to return 
to the extremely important question 
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of what happens when a record is 
played at a speed different from the 
one at which it was originally re- 
corded. Take, for example, an old 
baritone record that was recorded at 
76 r.p.m. If you play it at 78, the 
baritone will sound a bit too much 
like a tenor to be natural and the 
tempo will be slightly faster than 
normal. The same record played at 
80 will exaggerate the tenor effect even 
more. Push up the speed far enough 
and you'll find the baritone has be- 
come a high-speed soprano—a horri- 
ble travesty of the voice (and music) 
that was originally entrusted to the 
recording machine. And when you play 
this record at a speed below 76, you 
transform the baritone into a basso 
with an unusually lethargic sense of 
tempo. Either way, you are doing 
an injustice to the artist whose voice 
you are repreducing in such distort- 
ed fashion, and you are c-ceiving all 
who listen into thinking that this is 
how the great baritone must have 
sounded in actuality. In short, its 
nothing less than a musical sin, a sin 
that most of us commit more often 
than we realize, unwillingly or not. 
In extenuation, two points might be 
made; (1) many modern phonographs 
have motors that revolve only at 78 
r.p.m.; (2) except in extreme cases, 
it isn’t always easy to know when a 
record is going at the wrong speed. 
The solution to point no. 1 is easy 
because it is still possible, and not 
too expensive, to obtain an electric 
motor that is equipped with a readily 
accessible speed regulator. Point no. 
2, and other aspects of this subject, 
will be discussed next month, at which 
time we will offer a list of old re- 
cordings showing correct turntable 
sneeds

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Iwo Historic Opera Recordings 
Composer Conducts 
His Own Works 

Pietro Mascagni was 77 years old 
when he conducted the performance 
of Cavalleria Rusticana which RCA- 
Victor has belatedly issued in album 
M-1139. Before raising his baton, the 
aged composer spoke a few words in- 
to the recording microphone and it 
seems fitting to reproduce them here, 
translated into English: 

“Gentle Listeners: I am Pietro Mas- 
eagni, and I am addressing you to 
tell you that my Cavalleria Rusticana 
is now fifty years old, and in view of 
my recollections and the many expres- 
sions of sympathy, I have not been 
able to resist the invitation of the 
noble HIS MASTER’S VOICE and I 
have decided to present it completely 
in records and for the first time un- 
der my own direction. My creation, 
which draws life from the most cel- 
ebrated artists and from choral and 
orchestral masses which have no riv- 
als in the world, will remain a much 
better image of myself than any auto- 
graphed photograph. And I, who have 
given so many autographs, have nev- 
er given one more gladly because it 
is the most vivid one and one that can 
represent me better in my two fold 
personality as author and director 
of my music. I saiute you cordially 
before raising my baton.” 

This took place in 1940, in Milan. 
The cast chosen for this historic per- 
formance was headed by Beniamino 
Gigli as Turiddu and Lina Bruna Ra- 
sa as Santuzza. Giulietta Simionato 
sang Mamma Lucia, Gino Bechi was 
Alfio and the Lola was Maria Mar- 
cucci. Chorus and orchestra were 
those of Milan’s celebrated opera 
house, La Scala.

John Howard Payne 


John Howard Payne, author of

FRANK C. STANLEY IIL. 


By ULYSSES 


Stanley Grinsted, working out of 
banking hours, made Edison banjo 
records—as “George S. Williams”— 
for several years, but after he began 
to record vocal solos (mostly hymns 
and military numbers, in the begin- 
ning) he gave up the banjo. In 1901, 
after his records had ‘already become 
well known, he left the bank to devote 
his whole time to music. He was 
soloist in several Brooklyn and New 
York churches, among them Holy 
Trinity in Brooklyn, which was the 
second largest Episcopal church in 
Greater New York. He also sang in 
Madison Avenue Baptist and Central 
Presbyterian churches in New York 
City, besides doing considerable. work 
in recital. 

Mrs. Grinsted recalls an amusing 
anecdote of that period. She writes: 
“One day a well known East Orange 
business man called Mr. Grinsted up 
and said, ‘My wife is giving an after- 
noon tea and wants to know what you 
would charge to sing two solos.’ He 
answered, ‘Twenty-five dollars for me 
and five dollars for my accompanist.’ 
The man said, ‘Why, my wife didn’t 
count on paying over $5! Why, she 
could get a singer from New York for 
that!’. Mr. Grinsted said: ‘If I sang 
at a tea in New York I would get 
$50.’ ” 

Here is Mrs. Grinsted’s explana- 
tion of how William Stanley Grinsted 
came to call himself Frank C. Stanley 
when singing for phonographs: 

“Some phonograph singers then 
were as bad as some radio singers 
today, and the churches did not like 
having it known that their highly 
paid soloists were singing for phono- 
graphs. © 

“So, most of the trained singers 
took other names. Mr. Grinsted’s 
church suggested that he do so. 
Frank Banta was a piano accompanist 
at Edison’s. Mr. Grinsted and he

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were talking about it, and Frank 
said: ‘Combine our two names— 
Frank Stanley’ and someone else 
said, ‘Pat -C. in for a middle name.’ 
So it was decided. Frank Banta has 
been dead many years (he died in 
1904), but his son is the Frank Banta 
who plays on the radio.” While 
Frank Banta is being mentioned, I 
shall “meander” long enough to re- 
port that old-timers like Bill Hayes 
at the Edison laboratory still get a 
laugh out of the fact that when Edi- 
son engaged an accompanist, it per- 
versely happened that his last name 
almost automatically began with a B. 
Included were Banta; Albert Benz- 
ler; Fred Bachman; C. H. H. Booth 
and John F. Burckhardt! 

At any rate, that’s how the name 
of Frank C. Stanley was originated. 
And by 1899 it was well known. .The 
Edison record list for November 20th 
of that year included cylinder No. 
7322, “If You Love As I Love,” and 
No. 7284, “That Lovely Land,” both 
sung by “F. C. Stanley.” The com- 
plete Edison cylinder record catalog 
of that year also shows that Stanley 
had been given a numerical series of 
his own. Records with numbers from 
5000 to 5199 had been made, or were 
to be made, by him. For the first two 
or three years, the Edison company 
didn’t number its records in consecu- 
tive order, but listed them in cate- 
gories, as follows: 

No. 1 to 500, bands; 501 to 1000, or- 
chestras; 1001 to 1500, comedians, such 
as Edward M. Favor and S. H. Dudley; 
1501 to 2000, tenors (Harry Macdonough, 
Jere Mahoney, Albert Campbell, etc.); 
2201, Edison Male Quartet; 2401, cornet 
solos by A. L. Sweet; 2601, banjo records 
by Vess L. Ossman and Ruby Brooks; 
2701, banjo duets by Farmer and Curry; 
2801, piccolo solos by Frank S. Mazziotta; 
3001, xylophone’ solos; 3201, church 
chimes; 3401, brass quartets; 3601, clar- 
inet solos, by William Tuson; 3801, comic 
talking specialties—‘‘Casey,”’’ ‘Schultz’ 
and “Uncle Josh’; 3901, children’s re- 
cords and _ recitations; 4001, ‘‘coon’’ 
sketches by Billy Golden, Arthur Collins 
and George W. Johnson and yodeling by 
George P. Watson; 4201, songs in foreign 
languages; 4601, soprano solos by Mar- 
guerite Newton; 4701, minstrels by 
Arthur Collins, S. H. Dudley and the 
Ancient City Four; 4801, the Lyric Trio 
(Estella Mann, John Havens and Wil- 
liam F. Hooley); 4901, miscellaneous bass 
solos; 5001, Frank ©. Stanley; 5201, Col- 
lins; 5301 drum and fife; 5401, Collins 
again; 5501, Irish songs by Edward Clar- 
ance, whoever he may have been!!; 5601, 
trombone solos by Nick Scholl; 5701; Al- 
bert Campbell; 5801, Jere Mahoney; 6101, 
‘omic songs by E. M. Favor; 6301, solos 
in Russian; 6401, contralto solos by Anna 
Barthold; 6501, tenor solos by Harry 
Macdonough; 6701, violin solos by Fred 
Hager; 6901, comic songs by Dan W. 
Quinn; 7001, baritone solos by_J. J. 
Fisher; and 7101, comic songs by Will F. 
Denny. 

By the time the November 20th list 
came out, this complex system of num- 
bering was dropped and records were 
being listed in consecutive order, be- 
ginning with 7113. About half the 


original numbers were never used. 
The consecutive numbering system 
continued until the 10,000 series had 
been reached before manufacture of 
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two-minute wax cylinders was dis- 
continued by the Edison company in 
1912. 

And now, suppose we jump forward 
a few. years to 1907, when Frank C. 
Stanley was established at the height 
of his popularity and quote a bio- 
graphical sketch published in the 
Talking Machine News, of London. 
Several errors contained in the article 
will be pointed out at the end of the 


quotation: 

“PRANK C. STANLEY, AMERICAN 
BARITONE . . Christmas, 1868, at 
Orange, New Jersey, marked most au- 
spiciously the birth of a gifted baritone 
singer now widely known to fame as 
Frank C. Stanley, whose home for ten 
years was located in the Orange depot 
of the Lackawanna Railroad, of which 
his father was a prominent official, Here 
the lad was brought into daily inter-

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course with the quaint original village 
characters, many of whom are amus- 
ingly featured in his clever series of 
thirteen ‘rube’ dialogues and _ duets, 
which he successfully recorded with the 
well-known tenor, Byron G. Harlan. It 
is interesting to know that these charac- 
ters and names actually existed in Mor- 
ris county, New Jersey, and the record 
series just mentioned therefore embodies 
true-to-life reflections of human nature 
exactly as found in the rural neighbor- 
hoods where the scenes are laid. Frank’s 
youthful accomplishments were unmis- 
takably displayed in the Orange high 
school, from which he graduated with 
high honors, his valedictory essay dwel- 
ling upon ‘The Power of Music.’ ; 

“He first found employment in the 
Orange post office, then in a coal and 
lumber yard, subsequently becoming tell- 
er of the Orange bank, where he fre- 
quently handled vouchers representing 
the large amounts earned by talent en- 
gaged in the art of record making. Not 
long after, in ’98, Frank Stanley’s bari- 
tone was perhaps the most highly prized 
of all artists then engaged in the ranks 
of those singing to the talking machine. 
Through this means Mr. Stanley’s work 
speedily became world famous, especi- 
ally by his ringing versions of the fav- 
orite national airs of England and Amer- 
ica, in which he particularly excels, giv- 
ing these grand songs a natural patriotic 
interpretation that is rarely equaled, as 
may also be said of his splendid sacred 
numbers, fervid in their intensity as 
they are eloquent in their appeal to true 
religious sentiment. It is a noteworthy 
coincidence that Frank C. Stanley is a 
recognized pseudonym for the leading 
sacred soloist in one of New York’s fore- 
most Fifth Avenue churches. 

“Frank C” Stanley is famous through- 
out the north and Middle West of Amer- 
ica by reason of his frequent successful 
tours in those vicinities, equally as much 
for his gramophone records which, con- 
sidered from every’ standpoint—tone, 
volume, execution and _ delivery—are 
well-nigh perfect. Mr. Stanley’s solos 
are rich, ringing and resonant. His vocal 
duets with Miss Corinne Morgan, as 
with Miss Alice Stevenson (both con- 
traltos) are always clear, distinct and 
irresistible. Their success is largely due 
to Mr. Stanley’s own arrangement of 
them specially for the talking machine, 
bringing into relief the contrast between 
the contralto and the baritone in a man- 
ner which is unrivalled. The same 
charm pervades his magnificent duets 
with Mr. Henry Burr, the well-known 
tenor. Mr. Stanley orgamized and still 
conducts the Invincible Male Vocal 
Quartet, the Lotus Glee Club, the Men- 
delssohn Mixed Quartet (which is Mr. 
Stanley’s own organization) and the 
Metropolitan Trio, the personnel of which 
are directly under his own supervision.” 

Concerning this article, Mrs. Grin- 
sted says: “The story that Mr. Grin- 
sted got his jokes, ete., from hanging 
around the Orange railroad station 
is not. true. We always went on a 
farm in the summer. He picked up 
some there and in his travels, and 
Byron Harlan told of some from out 
West, where he came from.” She also 
says: “He did not organize the Lotus 
Glee Club. They were not a phono- 
graph organization. Frank A. Smith 
was manager, and Minnie Marshall 
Smith, reader. They traveled all over 
the country.” Miss Stevenson’s first 
name was Elise (pronounced A- 
lease), not Alice, and she was a sop- 
rano instead of a contralto. She still 
lives in East Orange. 


Mrs. Grinsted also points out that 
the basso was born on December 29th, 
not Christmas Day. She says he was 
not the valedictorian of his class, and 
that he never lived in the Orange 
railroad station after she first knew 
him, when he was sixteen. However, 
she adds, he lived there as a small boy. 
It was the East Orange—not Orange 
—post office in which he worked for 
a time.

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DEATHS OF RECORDING ARTISTS 


Deaths of several recording artists, 
or persons otherwise intimately as- 
sociated with the early days cf the 
phonograph industry, have occurred 
in recent weeks. 

Michele Rinaldi, former cornet solo- 
ist for Victor, died January 29 in the 
Atlantic City (N. J.) Hospital. Rin- 
aldi came to this country in 1908 from 
Italy and became first trumpet in the 
Victor orchestra. He also toured the 
country with Ellery’s and Vessella’s 
Concert Bands and some of his re- 
cords were made with accompaniments 
by the Vessella group. During recent 
years he was a member of the Ocean 
City (N. J.) Orchestra. Rinaldi was 
buried in Atlantic City on February 
1. Probably his most popular Victor 
records were Brahams’ “Cradle Song”’ 
and Nevin’s “The Rosary.” 

Fred Brown, 55, who was a member 
of the famous Brown Brothers Saxo- 
phone Sextet of a generation ago, 
died February 9 in Chicago. His 
brother, Williams, died about three 
years ago. Three of the Brown 
Brothers—Tom, Alex and Vern—are 
still living. The sextet’s name was 
misleading, since its members actually 
were the five Brown Brothers and a 
sixth player Harry Finkelstein. 

Joseph Cawthorn, 81, veteran stage 
and screen comedian, died January 21 
at his home in Beverly Hills, Califor- 
nia. Despite his considerable fame, 
Cawthorn made only a few records—

“You Can’t Play Every Instrument 
in the Band,” for Victor in 1913, and 
a double-faced Victor, “It’s a Small 
World” and “I Can Dance With 
Everybody But My Wife” in 1916. 
He also took part in a special Actors’ 
Equity record issued by Vocalion in 
1922. 

John C. (“Happy Jack’’) Turner, 
50, well-known as a singer of hill- 
billy records, died in Denver on Jan- 
uary 19. He was a member of the 
entertainment staff of radio station 
KOA. 

George C. Botsford, 74, noted popu- 
lar song writer, died in New York on 
February 1. Among his best known 
compositions were “The Grizzly Bear,” 
for which Irving Berlin wrote the 
words; “Sailing Down the Chesa- 
peake Bay”; “Black and White Rag”; 
“Pride of the Prairie’; ““Honeymoon 
Bells,” and “Back to Dixie Land.” 
Botsford is of particular interest to 
record collectors because of the fact 
that he made most of the arrange- 
ments used by male quartets of the 
early days. He recently recalled in 
a magazine article that he did ar- 
rangements for the American, Peer- 
less and Shannon Quartets, as well as 
for the Heidelburg Quintet.

ON TIME --- 


ON SUNDIALS 


For those who like the nostalgic 
sentiments appearing o. wall mot- 
toes, tombstones, book marks, or 
samplers, the wording on the old sun- 
dials offers an interesting study also. 


The mottoes on the wall most usu- 
ally spoke of love for the home, or 
were of a religious nature, whereas 
those found on the sundials through- 
out the world are concerned with the 
passage of time, certainly an im- 
portant theme as we pass from the 
cradle to the grave. 

Probably in no other field of en- 
deavor has man pondered so philo- 
sophically as on the passage of time. 

Here; in HOBBIES’ office one of 
our co-workers admonitions used to 
be “There is no substitute for time.” 
Most certainly, he would have erect- 
ed this on a sundial if he were build- 
ing one. 

It is a field in which the thoughts 
of sundial engraver are very often 
revealed, in fact as much as thoughts 
of the bereaved who erected tomb- 
stones and carved their own senti- 
ments on the despair of their grief. 

For the one who loves a garden, 
also who is horologically minded the 
sundial, its wording and_ struc- 
ture offer an adventure. There is 
much to the history of this phase of 
timekeeping. 

History records an example of a 
sundial as belonging to Ahaz, which 
he obtained from Assyria 714 B. C. 
It is described as “a sort of obelisk, 
approached by steps or degrees,

down which the shadows would creep 
as the sun sank. A partial eclipse, 
obscuring the upper hemisphere of 
the sun a little before midday, would 
cause the shadows to descend the 
steps perceptibly to a scientific ob- 
server, retiring up or ‘going back- 
wards’ as the obscuration passed off; 
and it has been ascertained that such 
an eclipse did take place probably in 
the year of Hezekiah’s illness. Our 
next historical or quasi-historical 
sundials appear in Greece, nearly 200 
years later, introduced by Anaxi- 
mander of Miletus. The Green num- 
erals are represented by the letters 
of the alphabet; and the characters 
which express the leisure hours from 
noon till four o’clock spell, curiously 
enough, the word ‘live.’ 


“Three centuries more elapsed be- 
fore the art was known to the Rom- 
ans; for though a sundial from a 
Greek town in Sicily was set up in 
the Forum about 263 B. C., yet now 
having been calculated for the lati- 
tude of Rome, it told the time inac- 
curately during a hundred years. The 
early Christians ascribed to deviltry 
and magic a splendid dial erected in 
Byzantium by Appollonius of Tyana. 
A brazen eagle, elevated on a lofty 
column, grasped a struggling serpent 
in his talons; the divisions of the 
day were inscribed upon his wings, 
and the gnomon was formed by his 
erected head and beak. The dials of 
our Teutonic forefathers survive 
mutilated here and there, built into 
the walls of ancient churches. They 
held to the quadral division of time, 
distributing the day-night into four, 
eight, or sixteen parts, which com-

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menced and ended with 4:30 A. M.; 
and it was not-until the Renaissance 
that, in England and on the Conti- 
nent, the more perfect dial was adopt- 
ed and passed into ordinary use.’ 

Thus spoke one of the early stud- 
ents of the sundial. 

Carrying our researches further 
we find many interesting references 
to the sundial. For instance one Sir 
William Temple ordered that his 
heart, enclosed in a_ silver vase, 
should be deposited under his sundial 
at Moor Park. The poet Cowper’s 
“smart sundial mounted on a stone 
pedestal” is preserved in the garden 
of the priest’s house at Weston Un- 
derwood. The last words of Howard, 
the philanthropist, are said to have 
been: “Suffer no pomp to be at my 
funeral, no monument to mark the 
spot where I am laid; but put me 
quietly in the earth, place a sundial 
over my grave, and let me be for- 
gotten.’ ” 

The man or woman who can travel 
far afield, visiting old churchyards 
and old gardens runs into quaint 
philosophies eternalized in the stone 
of the sundial. Quite often it takes a 
student of Latin to figure out the 
meaning of such as these: 


“Aspice, Respice, Prospice” 


(Look, Look Back, Look Onward)» 


“Meam non tuam noscis” 

(Mine hour thou knowest, not 
thine own) 

“Scis horas, nescis horam” 

(The hours thou knowest, the 
Hour thou knowest not) 

In the latter part of the 18th cen- 
tury, one Mrs. Gatty and her 
daughter, Mrs. Eden, had the hobby 
of collecting data on sundials. None 
of us can expect to be as successful 
in our quest as they were, for when 
they decided to put their findings in- 
to book form, the Book of Sundials, 
they found that they had exactly 867 
specimens. In the interim Father 
Time, and_ general disintegration 
have taken their toll.

gia. were the Louisville and Wadley 
Railroad and the old slave market in 
the town square, we naturally jux- 
taposed a picture of the slave market 
to that of the morning mixed train 
as being pertinent to its existence, 
although hardly as an aspect of rail- 
roading. When, in Durango, Colora- 
do, we found that the town Hanging 
Tree had, in the old days, frequently 
been ornamented with badmen who 
had been apprehended for train rob- 
bery on the adjacent Denver and Rio 
Grande Western Railroad, we thought 
the Hanging Tree ought to go into 
our book. This exercise of at least 
rudimentary imagination may seem 
entirely unremarkable to the average 
photographer, but a glance at the 
pictorial record of American railroad- 
ing in books and periodicals devoted 
to the subject, will amply demonstrate 
that it is something of an innovation. 

Probably the first known profes- 
sional photographer of railroad sub- 
jects in the United States, at least, 
may be said to have been Col. Charles 
R. Savage of Salt Lake, whose wet- 
plate panorama of the Golden Spike 
ceremony at Promontory on May 10, 
1869, has become a classic item of 
pictorial Americana. Mathew Brady 
before him had taken a number of 
stills of railroad installations, but only 
incidentally to his photographic his- 
tory of the Civil War, and Savage was 
the first lensman to be known for his 
railroad shots to the exclusion of other 
material. Another western camera- 
man to specialize in the photography 
of trains and locomotives as important 
features of pioneer days in Colorado 
was the legendary William H. Jack- 
son, whose magnificent stills of the 
narrow-gage lines of the seventies and 
eighties are among the most precious 
chronicles of the time. The first ac- 
tion photography of trains, on a pro- 
fessional basis at any rate, is gener- 
ally credited to A. F. Bishop of New 
Haven, who has preserved with re- 
markable fidelity and feeling, the fast 
trains of Connecticut in the nineties 
at a time when action shots of any 
sort were uncommonly rare. 

Almost without exception the rail- 
roads which “sat for their portraits,” 
for those pioneer photographers have 
ceased to exist, or have been absorbed 
into the corporate and operating iden- 
tity of the great trunk lines of the 
nation, and that this fate may be ali 
too close at hand for the remaining 
short lines of the countryside has been 
the motive which activated the photo- 
graphing and preparation of Mixed 
Lrain Daily. It requires no great ex- 
ercise of the imagination to envision 
the enrichment of the American leg- 
end had the technique of speed photo- 
graphy been co-eval with the Missis- 
sippi River packet of ante-bellum 
times, or the sweep of the Concord 
coaches and covered wagons across the 
plains. There is, happily, no necessity 
for the little trains of today to follow 
these symbols of valiant yesterdays 

into the limbo of pictorial oblivion.

ruary 8 at his home near Moorestown, 
N. J. Armstrong, an advertising ex- 
ecutive and race horse breeder, began 
handling the Victor advertising ac- 
count in 1898 and kept it for many 
years afterward. He is said to have 
established the picture of the dog and 
the talking machine and the slogan, 
“His Master’s Voice,” as the Victor 
trademark. 

Al Bernard, one of the most bril- 
liant of blackface comedians and one 
of the most popular recording artists 
of 20 to 30 years ago, died Sunday, 
March 6, in St. Clare’s Hospital, New 
York. Mr. Bernard, who lived at 305 
West 45th St., New York, was 61. 

The comedian, known in his early 
days as “The Boy From Dixie,” first 
won fame as a blues singer. Shortly 
afterward, he and the late Ernest 
Hare gained wide popularity for their 
Negro dialect sketches, such as “See 
Old Man Moon Smile” and “Henry 
Jones, Your Honeymoon is Over.” 
Bernard was also the vaudeville part- 
ner of the song writer, J. Russell 
Robinson, and in the mid-1920’s was 
one of the Record Boys Trio. Other 
members were the yodler, Frank Kam- 
plain, and Sammy Stept, pianist and 
song writer. Although Bernard could 
not read music, he wrote many song 
hits, such as “Blue Eyed Sally,” 
“Sally’s Not the Same Old Sally,” and 
“Let Me Be the First to Kiss You 
Good Morning.” These were written 
alone or in collaboration with Robin- 
son, Stept, Gus Haenschen and other 
composers. He also wrote all the 
blackface sketches recorded with Hare 
and other comedians. This year, an 
album, “Al Bernard’s Merry Min- 
strels,” featuring his comedy, has been 
issued by the Joe Davis Record Com- 


pany, 1619 Broadway, New York. 


Al Bernard attended the John Bie- 
ling Day party at the Garden City 
Hotel last September 10th and, al- 
though he had been bedfast for several 
months with phlebitis and arthritis, 
was eagerly looking forward to the 
next get-together of pioneer recording 
artists and collectors. Surviving him 
are his wife, Mrs. Gertrude Bernard, 
and two daughters, Mrs. Richard 
Douglas and Mrs. Charles Planchard. 
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Lee Hess, guiding spirit in the de- 
velopment of the Cherokee Cave and 
Museum of Natural History, St. 
Louis, Missouri, recently purchased 
this painting by J. R. Buckingham.

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NOTES ON THE 
HISTORY OF BEADS 


Some Sundays ago your corre- 
spondent went calling on a collector 
of old jewelry in Chicago’s suburbs.

of old beads she had assembled 
through the years, and who frequent- 
ly had lectured on the subject and ex- 
hibited them for charitable purposes. 

We discussed beads in general, and 
it was discovered that this collector 
had amassed a lot of world history 
through her quest for fine historical 
specimens. 

An interesting aspect of this collec- 
tion, and one which merits more delv- 
ing and reading were beads which 
had originally been found in the 
graves of the Ancient Britons in 
England. She told also of some 
specimens that originally came from 
the remains of the Lake Dwellings in 
Switzerland. She had seen them in 
the National Museum of Scotland. 
They were made of green paste with 
insets of yellow enamel spirals. 

It is evident that prehistoric beads 
were shaped by hand. Old beads of 
stone, amber, bone, ivory, and jet, 
png notches and tooling substantiate 
this. 

The making of glass beads in more 
recent years has been an important 
industry. At one time, Venice was 
the seat of a vast bead- “making busi- 
ness. Thousands of strands of beads 
were made there and shipped all over 
the world. 

If you are one of those who col- 
lect beads you have a rich field for 
study in history and art, or if you 
contemplate taking up the hobby re- 
member it is very rewarding.

Jewelry worn in 1882 included the 
ring, earrings or eardrops, lace pins, 


buckles, scarf rings, bonnet pins, 
fancy hairpins, hair ornaments, 
combs, necklaces, brooches, and 


chatelaines. A chatelaine was an 
ornament, clasp, hook, or pin at- 
tached to a chain and worn at the 
waist. The other end of the chain 
was attached to keys, a watch, purse, 
or some small trinket. Men wore 
watch guards, watch chains, scarf 
pins, tie pins, and cuff buttons. 

The brooch, formerly worn at the 
throat, was now placed at the left 
side to fasten a fold of lace, a bit of 
ribbon, the stem of a flower, or any 
other ornament which the wearer 
could devise. These lace pins were 
generally oblong in shape. One was 
ornamented with a cat’s head and 
hanging pendants, the cat’s eyes be- 
ing jewels. Another was shaped like 
a shell with a small pearl and a min- 
iature fly on it. Still another was an 
arrow studded with diamonds and 
turquoise.

“Hold your horses, the elephants 
are coming!” 

Many of today’s most ardent cir- 
cusiana collectors have no memory of 
that warning shout, uttered in a fog- 
horn voice by a mustachioed man of 
ample proportions, driving a matched 
team to a shiny buggy along the main 
street, lined with thousands awaiting 
the circus parade. 

For the parade of the “glory days” 
of the circus, is only a memory in the 
minds of the older collectors, since it 
passed out of the picture entirely 
more than a decade ago. 

The circus parade dates back to the 
days before the Civil War, but it 
reached its peak of grandeur during 
the “golden age” of circuses in the 
80’s and 90’s. 

The beginning of the end for the 
circus parade goes back to 1922, when 
Ringling Brothers and Barnum and 
Bailey Circus sounded its death knell. 
The “big one” announced formally in 
its advertising that year there would 
be no street parade in the future. 

Other shows followed suit until 
1931, when Fred Buchanan’s Robbins 


Brothers Circus, offered the last of 
the big-time parades. There have 
been revivals, but they were short- 
lived. The Hagenbeck-Wallace Cir- 
cus offered a creditable parade in 1934 
only, and Cole Brothers Circus, or- 
ganized in 1935, had a street parade 
the first several years of its existence. 
Last of the parades of moment was 
that given by the Robbins Brothers 
Circus, second show of the Cole 
Brothers ownership in 1938. 

True, several motorized circuses 
have offered parades before and since, 
but they have been lacking in the 
appeal of the big Percheron draft 
horses drawing the elaborately carved 
big rumbling wagons of the railroad 
shows. 

With the passing of the parade, 
collectors have sought to preserve its 
memory, not only with pictures of 
parade wagons and scenes, but by col- 
lecting parade lineups. From theat- 
rical periodicals and route books, they 
obtain these lineups and exchange 
them with each other. Several col- 
lectors have hundreds of these parade 

lineups in their files, including the

lineup of the larger railroad shows 
each season. 

Here is an example of parade line- 
up appearing in the 1893 route book 
of Barnum & Bailey Circus. The 
parade opened the 1893 season on 
March 18, traversing the downtown 
streets of New York City from Madi- 
son Square Garden. 

It was customary for many years 
to open the season with a torchlight 
parade at night, and the route book 
records that the 1893 was the first 
day-time parade of the Barnum & 
Bailey show in history in New York. 

The lineup: 

Platoon of mounted police; fife and 
drum corps, 50 members; one hun- 
dred men dressed as fox hunters, 
cavaliers, lady performers and side- 
saddle experts. 

Band chariot, ‘‘Caledonia,” drawn 
by 10 horses; open den with five tigers 
and trainer; open den with four lions 
and trainer; open den with five leo- 
pards and trainer; open den with four 
panthers and trainer; open den with 
hyenas and trainer; open den with 
four bears and trainer; open den with 
five wolves and trainer. 

Tuberonicon musical car drawn by 
six horses; tableau cars-Landing of 
the Pilgrims, Capt, Smith’s Rescue of 
Pocahontas, William Penn’s Treaty 
with the Indians, Signing of the De- 
claration of Independence, Washing- 
ton’s Inauguration. 

Band chariot, “Euterpe,” drawn by 
10 horses; mounted women of the hip- 
podrome; mounted men of the hippo- 
drome; three teams of Roman stand- 
ing racers, three four-horse Roman 
racing chariots and drivers; two ele- 
phants ‘with women in oriental cos- 
tumes in howdahs; 12 elephants; 
dromedaries with Asiatic riders; 
dragon chariot, drawn by harnessed 
camels. 

Steam Melocher chariot, drawn by 
six horses; tableau cars—Ali Baba 
and the Forty Thieves, Nursery 
Rhymes Illustrated, Toys and Games, 
Blue Beard, Puss in Boots, The Sleep- 
ing Beauty, Beauty and the Beast, 
Queen of Hearts, Aladdin and the 
Wonderful Lamp.

Even the smallest of the touring 
circuses felt the need of giving a 
parade in the years when it was such 
a popular feature. One of the small- 
est parade lineups in this writer’s 
collection, is that of a one-ring wagon 
show about the year 1902. 

Leading the parade was a _ two- 
seated buggy into which crowded a 
jriver and a four-piece band with 
nstruments; then followed a groom 
leading two ponies; there followed a 
‘age wagon drawn by four ponies; 
two persons mounted on the show’s 
two bareback horses; another cage 
jrawn by ponies; the show’s one 
slown in a cart, drawn by a mule; 
and bringing up the rear, a closed 
paggage wagon, drawn by four horses. 

With the passing of the years, the 
general formula of the parade lineup 
was little changed. More bands took 
the places of mechanical musical 
instruments. The average railroad 
show carried as many as five or six 
parade bands. This was made pos- 
sible by dividing the big show band 
into two sections for parade, and 
there were the minstrel or sideshow 
band, ticket sellers band, clown band, 
and sometimes a Scotch or Oriental 
band from the side show. 

Among the novelties introduced 
from time to time were mounted 
bands, with musicians riding draft 
horses, tandem drives, with a rider 
of a horse driving two or more 
horses or ponies with lines ahead. 
Teams of four, six and eight horses 
were used on band, tableau and cage 
wagons, depending upon their size, 
but at one time, 40-horse teams were 
popular attractions for the lead band 
wagon in parades. 

Parade wagon drivers for many 
years wore traditional red uniforms 
and white English pith helmets, with 
brakemen similarly attired. There 
was no more thrilling sight for a 
circus fan than to look down the 
street and see these white helmets 
bobbing in the sunshine for blocks, 
as the parade approached. 

Ringling Brothers and Barnum & 
Bailey Circus revised the old-time 
parade as an opening spectacle during 
the season of 1943, and while it re- 
viewed many of the features of the 
old-time parade, it was lacking in a 
large number of the draft horses of 
other years, since these horses have 
long since been replaced with tractors 
for the hauling of wagons between 
the runs and the show grounds. 

Every year, the possibility of re- 
viving a full scale circus parade, such 
as thrilled the circus fans of many 
years ago, becomes more remote, with 
the further mechanization of the cir- 
cus, complexities of traffic, and the 
lack of time due to the increasing 
difficulty of getting close-in lots, and 
the necessity of longer jumps between 
towns. 

Furthermore, there are street spec- 
tacles in connection with celebrations 
today, which are more elaborate and 
more satisfying, perhaps, to the mod- 
ern youngster, than the old-time cir- 
cus procession, despite the nostalgic 
memories it excites in the minds of 
older people.

itable “Sans Souci,” until his death. 
During the 
Lanier, the house became a social cen- 
ter for Madison. 
was a skillful horticulturist and his 
exhibits frequently took grand prizes 
in New York shows. 


Today, the Lanier home stands as 
a memorial to a great citizen of In- 
diana and to the ante-bellum days of 
the state. From its site on a terrace, 
the house looks down on a great ex- 
panse of velvety grass, half the size 
of a city block, rimmed by an em- 
bossed border of shurbs and flowers 
that sweeps around the enclosure in 
graceful curves. Thus from spring 
to fall, is presented a rich mosaic 
of many hues that vary from month 
to month. The privacy of it all is 
enhanced by a living wall of green 
trees, making a vista here and there 
of the broad Ohio River and the pur- 
ple Kentucky hills just beyond. 


The Architect Francis Costigan 


There seems to be no question that 
Francis Costigan, architect employed 
by James Lanier, acquired his arch- 
itectural style from early exponents 
of the craft, such as Bulfinch, Ben- 
jamin and Latrobe. He probably was 
familiar with the work of James 
Stuart, and Nicholas Revett. Asher 
Benjamin’s “Rudiments of Architec- 
ture” was no doubt in his hands as 
a text book. Costigan was an artist, 
an architect, a builder and a dreamer. 
Very little personal information about 
him has been left. He was born in 
Washington, D. C., March 4, 1810, 
when James Madison became presi- 
dent and Washington was being built, 
according to the plans of L’Enfante. 
Costigan married Elizabeth Taylor, 
who was baptized in St. Michael par- 
ish, Madison, as Eliza, April 21, 1839. 
There were three children, Francis, 
Sarah and Theodore. 


The Baltimore (Maryland) direc- 
tory of 1835 lists Mr. Costigan as a 
carpenter and builder with a shon on 
Frederick Street. He began his crafts- 
manship as an apprentice carpenter, 
and after mastering that trade fin- 
ished a course in architecture. Later 
he became a skilled draftsman. Our 
first intimate glimpse of him occurs 
soon after 1835 when he came west 
to locate in Madison, then a prosper- 
ous Ohio river town. Madison was 
the inland port of New Orleans. 
While Costigan was attracted by the 
west, James Francis Doughty Lanier 
was equally impressed by his con- 
tracts with eastern culture. Whether 
these two met at the time Lanier 
made his first journey to Washing- 
ton, or some later time, it has often 
been maintained that Lanier was in- 
strumental in bringing the architect 
to Madison, and since Lanier house 
was Costigan’s first undertaking in 
Indiana, it can be so assumed. In the 
Lanier home, Costigan had full sway 
to employ the choice classic decora- 
tions of which he was so fond and 
which became a mark of his later 
work.

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It should be noted that while the 
Lanier home was the first of Costi- 
gan’s creations, it was not his only 


one in Madison or elsewhere. While 
in Madison, he built the fine old 
Shrewsbury home which was com- 


pleted in 1848 for Captain Charles 
Shrewsbury, at a total cost of $50,000, 
and the Madison hotel, both of which 
are still standing. The hotel was 
reputed to be the finest inn of its 
kind along the Ohio. It was opened 
with a splendid reception and ball. 
Through error Costigan was not in- 
vited. The mistake was later acknow]l- 
edged by a public statement in the 
newspapers to the effect that the 
failure was a “regrettable oversight.” 
One may also find on West Third 
street in Madison the last home oc- 
cupied by the architect, a house to be 
recognized by two Corinthian columns 
which mark it plainly as a Costigan 
creation. 


Restoration of the Home 

The fine qualities of the Hoosier 
pioneer lives on in his descendants. 
The restoration of the home as a 
memorial and museum owes much of 
its being to members of the Lanier 
family. The task of finding, choos- 
ing and arranging the furnishings 
of today was executed by Prusilla 
Lanier Cravens, of Madison, a grand- 
daughter of J. F. D. Lanier, Sr., who 
for some fifteen years owned the 
property. Many of the furnishings 
came from the eastern home of J. F. 
D. Lanier, and many were secured 
right in Madison.

I had read your inquiries in past 
issues of HOBBIES, and have some 
good news for you regarding Kathe 


Kruse, the creator of the Kathe 
Kruse dolls. 
As a membér of the Cleveland 


Branch of the National Doll and Toy 
Collectors Club, Inc., I have collected 
antique dolls for about ten years. I 
had read much about the famous 
Kathe Kruse dolls, and finally decid- 
ed to write to my cousin in Frank- 
furt regarding her whereabouts. His 
friend, who translates our letters, re-

ceivea ihe first word from her. 

First, I wish to tell you about the 
Kathe Kruse doll I received from 
the English zone where her son Max 
Kruse has a small workshop. Since 
we could not send payment in money, 
at least we couldn’t right after the 
war, I made a deal with another re- 
lative, who obtained the doll for me. 
First, I was to send material for 
clothing and a long switch of real 
hair. During the days of the flap- 
pers I had my hair bobbed but I 
kept the hair little dreaming it would 
some day adorn the head of a Kathe 
Kruse doll. This transaction took 
nearly two years, the months it took 
then for a letter to arrive, other long 
months for my package to them, and 
then finally several months to com- 
plete the doll and a long journey to 
America! But she was worth wait- 
ing for! 

The doll is different, due to short- 
ages, I believe, but still of fine work- 
manship. The face is the same as the 
pre-war doll I -have, but it is not 
made of cloth and shellacked. The 
head is light in weight, and reminds 
me of papier mache. No lines of de- 
marcation in the cheeks with beauti- 
fully colored complexion. The eyes 
are painted and the head turns. The 
body is well constructed and is the 
same, I believe, as the _ pre-war. 
Everything is well-made. These post- 
war dolls can .be bought in a large 
department store in Chicago that 
imports them. They are still very 
expensive! 

Now I shall give you the almost

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BALL BUTTONS 


By DOROTHY FOSTER BROWN 

This is the name usually given to spherical buttons 
which are too large to mount, although it applies equally 
well to all globe-like buttons, of whatever size. Be- 
cause large Balls are so hard to display, they are some- 
times neglected; simply strung en masse, or put away 
in boxes and forgotten. But there are many beautiful 
and unusual items in these buttons, which have been made 
of practically every material of which buttons can be 
made. And while their decoration is usually conven- 
tional — I don’t recall ever seeing a “Picture” Ball — 
they make up in color and brilliance what they may lack 
in topical interest. 

I had so many Balls to choose from that I had diffi- 
culty deciding which ones to illustrate. But these, I 
think, are fairly typical of the genus, and will give, per- 
haps, a faint idea of its possibilities: 

No. 1 — This small Ball is a glass “Millefiori” type, 
being constructed of canes similar to those used in some 
Paperweights. But it is solid and opaque, of dark color- 
ing, which emphasizes the bright colors of the canes. 
The designs are not superficial, but extend into the 
button. Small brass shank and shank-plate. 

No. 2 is a characteristic Paperweight, with rose de-- 
sign in pink, green and goldstone, Small brass shank 
and shank-plate. (I bought several sets of these but- 
tons, six to a card, just before the outbreak of World 
War II. They were imported from France or Austria, 
and cost, then, ten cents for a set of six!!!) 

No. 3 — This hollow blown button of green glass is 
so fragile that it spends its days in a cotton-lined box! 
It is an uncommon Ball type, but a very charming one. 
Self-shank. 

No. 4 — Everyone is acquainted with these simu- 
lated “Pearls,” which come in white, pink, brown and 
other tints. Sometimes they are of clear glass; and, oc- 
casionally, the clear glass is filled with colored or spark- 
ling material. These latter are extremely delicate, and 
they are all risky to mount, because of their fragile 
self-shanks. I have heard various explanations of how 
the “pearl” effect is produced: fish scales, wax, etc. 
But never having had time to investigate personally, I 
leave such technical matters to others. Enough for me 
that these buttons are pleasing and collectible — though 
their “life expectancy” is not as great as it might be! 

No. 5 is an interesting two-in-one Ball. The outside 
“shell” of brass filigree encloses a plain silvered button,

complete with self-shank. My only explanation of this 
type is that the manufacturer became overstocked with 
plain Balls and decided they would sell better if given 
a fancy exterior. This is an oldish button, not later than 
1900, but I have seen recent buttons made the same way. 
(One had an overlapping brass “shell” with a wooden 
Ball button inside.) 

No. 6 is one of my “pets.” It is very heavy and 
solid, made of white glass (or china—I have difficulty 
drawing a line between the two!) with five black polka 
dots, regularly spaced. The dots are not applied, but 
are made in the button. It has a swirl back, brass shank 
and very small shank-plate. It dates back to the time 
when dresses were of substantial materials, — lined, 
interlined and otherwise re-enforced, as they needed to 
be, to support buttons like this! (There are many plain 
white buttons, similar to this; others have simple decora- 
tions of lines, dots, etc.) 

No. 7 is made of hard wood, stained to imitate ma- 
hogany, and deeply carved. It is found in at least three 
sizes, all with brass shanks. 

No. 8 exemplifies the “Beaded Ball.” This button is 
covered with black glass beads; others may be silver, 
gilt, iridescent, clear or (rarely) colored. Character- 
istic cord shank. 

No. ¥9 is a “bead” button of a different type: it is 
made (I think) of some Composition, off-white in ‘color, 
and was evidently intended for use as bead or button, 
for it has a hole drilled through it. On the other hand, 
I am sure it is not a Conversion, since it came to me 
in the early days of collecting, long before it had oc- 
curred to anyone to make beads into button for the bene- 
fit of collectors. 

No. 10 appears to be a Tole-type Ball, of japanned 
metal with insets of polished steel. 

No. 11 is made of black glass, and is hollow, with 
cotton inside, — as a re-enforcement against breakage, 
no doubt. It bears a simple swirl design, and has a 
large brass shank-plate and shank. 

Many Balls have no design, but rely on color 
and surface appeal for their charm. There are Ball Uni- 
form buttons, — notably the gold-plated West Point and 
(British) Royal Artillery types. Other Uniform Balls 
bear no identifying marks but have that sturdy, well- 
made, Uniform “look.” My largest Ball is an inch and a 
half across; my smallest about an eighth of an inch. 
Small Balls, of course, may be classified and mounted 
with others of their type; but the large ones do not 
combine well with flatter buttons, and are most effective 
when grouped as “Balls,” regardless of material. 

“Button Balls,” presumably, are parties staged for 
Button Collectors! “Ball Buttons,” while less spectacular, 
can be attractive and interesting in their own right.

Among the link sleeve buttons, No. 
736 were enameled in white or light 
or dark blue, and cost seventy-five 
cents. No. 737 had enameled fleur- 
de-lis in white or dark blue and re- 
tailed for twice the price. The an- 
chor, No. 3006, was no doubt for 
sports clothes, as were numbers 1268, 
“golf ball, for ladies,” and 722, “golf 
ball, for men.” Men and women wore 
these sleeve buttons on shirts or 
waists, but the smaller ones were 
usually for the women. More elabor- 
ate cuff buttons were set with dia- 
monds or other precious stones. 

Link sleeve buttons and studs of- 
fer an interesting subject to the but- 
ton collector who is looking for a 
new field of specialization.

Swedish Railroad

my 
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RESTORATION OF ANCIENT BRONZES 


By JOSEPH TERNBACH 


(Abstract of a paper read at the An- 
nual Meeting of the American Associa- 
tion of Museums, Boston, 1948) 


Many methods and means of re- 
storing ancient bronzes have been 
in the course of years and are still in 
use. Nevertheless, great problems 
continue to confront museums and 
collectors in their effort to obtain the 
most desired resulis. Unfortunately, 
many of the means frequently em- 
ployed present the danger or possible 
danger of destroying valuable art 
treasures. After almost ten years of 
intensive work for museums and col- 
lectors in this country during which 
I restored hundreds of ancient bronz- 
es and had ample opportunity to ex- 
periment with many ways of disin- 
crusting, restoring, and conserving 
them, I have come to the conclusion 
that the manual method —or the me- 
chanical method as it is frequently 
called—provides the most satisfac- 
tory and advantageous means. The

manual method of restoration con- 
sists in removing corrosion by the di- 
rect application of chisels and other 
hand tools; it absolutely excludes the 
use of machines or machine tools, 
chemical or electrical equipment. 

The variety of alloys in ancient 
bronzes, differences of area and era, 
unequal atmospheric influences and 
penetrations of deposits and _ salt- 
compounds derived from internal or 
external chemical sources during 
burial in the soil, have produced de- 
forming incrustations, usually cover- 
ing the whole object making its de- 
tails indistinguishable. The mechan- 
ical method, since it is completely 
under the control of the restorer, can 
deal with and can be adjusted to the 
different effects and structures of 
corrosion and disease. This method 
insures preservation of the form and 
design underneath the incrustation, 
leaving the surface untouched, thus 
preserving the original texture and 
patina. On or around sections of ac- 
tive disease where the metallic core 
is destroyed or complete mineraliza- 
tion has taken place, where no re- 
storation can help, this method en- 
ables the restorer to limit, avoid, or 
stop work, and means may be em- 
ployed to arrest further deteriora- 
tion. 

Mechanical removal of incrustation 
is assuredly a difficult method be- 
cause of the extraordinary degree of 
skill, care, and experience involved. 
The choice of tools requires great 
discrimination and judgment. Mas- 
tery in handling the tools is a prime 
essential, the significance of which 
cannot be overestimated. The re- 
storer must be able to control the 
tools so securely that no tool mark is 
evident on the surface of the object. 
To achieve this. an immeasurably 
small space must be maintained be- 
tween the tool and surface, this pre- 
cluding the possibility of injury. to 
the object. 

The first illustration contains two 
views, before and after restoration, 
of the Graeco-Roman statue of the 
Infant Hercules, about twenty-five 
inches high, belonging to the City 
Art Museum of St. Louis, Mo., re- 
stored by me in the museum with the 
observation of the museum authori- 
ties. It is described in the museum’s 
Bulletin of December, 19438. 

The surface of the statue was cor- 
roded with a dark green, rough and 
warty crust. Underlying this green 
crust was a uniform layer of hard 
red cupruos oxide, together about an 
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eighth of an inch thick. By chiseling 
fractions of an inch at a time, I 
c.acked away the lumps; some 
sprang away and others I could af- 
terwards lift with ivory tools without 
touching or scratching the surface. I 
used the indications of cleavage for 
guidance in directing the chisel. The 
ear and surrounding curls were cov- 
ered with massive incrustrations that 
hid the details. The perfect sculptor- 
al modeling and the original texture 
of the ear, the ringlets and ornamen- 
tal beading were revealed when freed 
of this distorting incrustation. The 
process of mechanical disincrustation 
is so sure, that I could choose the 
area and pattern of chipping away 
the layer of crust. 

When finished the statue had a 
practically untouched, original dark 
brown patina. The eyes and teeth 
proved to be inlays of silver. After 
removal of incrustations was com- 
pleted, the statue was given a bath 
of hot, distilled water and some 
small patches of corrosion were test- 
ed for active disease, and again 
washed until the powdery substance 
disappeared. The statue was restorea 
in 1948. It has not revealed any dis- 
ease or changes since then. 

The second object is a Near East- 
ern bronze bull at the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art, New York City. It 
had an ugly, hard, green, warty 
crust, a thin layer of brown crust, 
and then a layer of solid red copper 
oxide, all of ‘which made only the out- 
line distinguishable. One horn was 
broken and wrongly mended, and the 
beard was broken in two places. 

Breaking away the formless cover- 
ing was a slow process until I could 
begin to feel the details underneath. 
When I had removed the incrusta- 
tions, I reached the metallic core. On 
parts of the beard where the red ox- 
ide was strongly pitted into the sur- 
face of the metal, it was more ad- 
visable to leave a thin film of the red 
copper oxide. Thus, I avoided any in- 
jury of the surface, and yet uncover- 
ered all the fine details of the object., 

If such precision and care as were 
used on the objects described are 
available, it is my belief that the 
most perfect results can be obtained 
by the manual removal of incmusta- 
tion.

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Colonial Coverlet Guild 
Starts 25th Season 


October 18 ushered in the 25th 
season of the Colonial Coverlet Guild 
of America. Since 1924, when this 
unique organization was founded in 
Chicago its history has been marked 
with a bold pattern of achievement. 
Animated by a deep love of hand- 
woven coverlets and American tex- 
tiles in general, a small body of 
women banded together in May, 1924, 
and organized this interesting club. 
Its principal activities are the con- 
stant study and unearthing of facts 
relative to early American coverlets 
and weaving, and the collection and 
preservation of outstanding examples. 

A major requirement of member- 
ship has always been that the appli- 
cant must own an old coverlet con- 
taining wool, and that he or she must 
present a picture of it. In the mem- 
bership of 200, are 50 weavers. Two 
years ago the Guild added a Weaver’s 
workshop which has been most suc- 
cesstul. 

Four volumes of photographs of 
coverlets owned by members, and one 
volume showing coverlets owned by 
the Guild, provide a graphic repre- 
sentation of the 5/2 coverlets in the 
combined collections. Most of our 
states and Canada are represented 
by weavings in these old coverlets. 

The club made early affiliation with 
the Chicago Historical Society. 
Affiliation was made with the 
Museum of Science and Industry, 
Chicago during 1933-34. 

The Guild’s memorial books are 
housed in the library of the same 
museum, and coverlets owned by the 
Guild are often displayed there, to- 
gether with old spinning wheels, 
looms, quilts and textiles. 

The culmination of yéars of study 
and research is contained in the 
Guild’s book, “Heirlooms From Old 
Looms,” published in 1940. It de- 
scribes methods of manufacture, ma- 
terials, and equipment used, and oth- 
er valuable information of the per- 
iods. 

Since 1926 one important activity 
of the Guild has been its sustaining 
contribution to the Weaving depart- 
ment of the Pine Mountain Settle- 
ment School, Pine Mountain, Harlan 
County, Ky. Funds for this purpose 
are raised annually, through a 
“What-Not Sale.” 

For many years, the regular month- 
ly meetings have been held on the 
second Wednesday of each month, 
from October through April, in the 
Wedgwood Room at Marshall Field’s, 
Chicago. The Study department holds 
its meetings on the fourth Wednes- 
day of each month, from October 
through April usually at homes of 
various club members. 

On May 11 the guild will meet in 
the Wedgwood Room at Marshall 

ield’s and celebrate its Silver An- 
niversarv.

COLONIAL MASTER POTTERS 


Made First Stoneware and Porcelain in America 
By RUDOLF HOMMEL 


As much as has been written about 
the early history of stoneware in 
colonial America, a basic bit of docu- 
mentary information has so far 
escaped the historians. It is the mat- 
ter-of-fact recording of a petition to 
the Assembly of the province of 
Pennsylvania, by Anthony Duché and 
his three sons of Philadelphia, for a 
monopoly of stoneware manufacture. 
This was in 1730, but before going 
into detail about this petition, we 
must first introduce the Duchés, a 
Huguenot family, to our readers. 

Jacques Duché, who fled with his 
family of eight children in 1682 from 
La Rochelle to London, had one of 
his sons, Anthony Duché, bred to the 
potter’s trade, and he emivrrated in 
1692 to Philadelphia, where he estab- 
lished himself as a potter. Evidently: 
Anthony Duché prospered. On July 
19, 1705, he married Anniet Doz, a 
daughter of Andrew Doz, the vig- 
neron from France, whom William 
Penn had brought to Philadelphia. 
In due course, there came children, 
Anthony, Jr., born in 1706, Jacob in 
nt Andrew in 1710, and James in 


The four sons ‘were virtually born 
into the pottery business, and learned 
the trade in the parental establish- 
ment in Philadelphia, which was sit- 
uated on the north side of Chestnut 
street, east of Fifth street. Today 
imposing office buildings cover the 
ground, where as late as 1762, An- 
thony Duché had his clay mill and 
pottery, with his own well of water. 
Watson, the annalist of Philadelphia, 
wrote in 1830, that “there were two 
ancient and singular looking houses 
at that site, back of the street, were 
Girard has now built a new range of 
three houses. The old houses were 
marked 1703 and at an early period 
were the residence of Mr. Duché who 
had a pottery connected with it.” 

The guiding spirit of the pottery, 
Anthony Duché, the father, had, no 
doubt, a sound training in England, 
before he came to this country, and 
was aware of the aspirations of the 
master potters in England, who 


strove to find the secret to make 
better ware than mere red earthen- 


ware, something akin to the Rhenish 


stoneware, or even porcelain, the 
white ware brought from China. 
The establishment on Chestnut 


street was a hive of industry, sup- 
plying the need for everyday pottery 
of the rising metropolis of Pennsyl- 
vania. With his four sons as appren- 
tices and co-workers, Anthony Duché 
nourished the ambition to produce 
stoneware. To solve the mystery of 
its manufacture became a family en- 
terprise. After years of experiment- 
ing the problem was finally solved, 
and the Duché establishment was by 
1730 ready to produce and furnish 
the market with stoneware, evidently 
the first ever manufactured in Amer- 
ica. 

Anthony Duché justly considered 
that his new enterprise deserved 
protection from interlopers and pre- 
pared a petition to the Assembly of 
the Province of Pennsylvania, for the 
sole privilege of making stoneware 
in the province. The original petition 
has not been preserved, but the min- 
utes of the Assembly tell the story, 
and for its importance is herewith 
quoted in full: 

“The House met Thursday, January 7, 

1730/31, 

The Petition of Anthony Duche, 
Anthony Duche junior, Jacob Duche, 
and Andrew Duche, setting forth, 
That for several Years past they have, 
with great Industry, applied them- 
selves to the Art of making Stone- 
ware, heretofore unknown in_ these 
Paris; and, after many very charge- 
able Experiments, have attained to the 
Perfection thereof; and praying Leave 
to bring in a Bill for vesting in the 
Petitioners the sole Privilege of mak- 
ing Stone-ware within this Province, 
for the Term of Twenty-one Years, or 
for such other Term as to the Wisdom 
of this House shall seem meet; and to 
discourage the Importation of the said 


Ware from the neighbouring Provin-. 


ces, if any such should hereafter be 
made there; was read, and referred to 
further Consideration. 


‘The House met Friday, 8, 1730/31. 


The Petition of Anthony Duche, &c. 
being again read; and after some De- 
bate thereupon, the question was put, 
that the Petitioners have Leave to 
bring in a Bill, to rest in them the 
sole Privilege of making Stone-ware 
for the Space of Twenty-one Years, 
according to the Prayer of the _ said 
aoe a) It passed in the Nega- 
tive.” 





The decision of the Assembly must 
have been a great disappointment to 
the Duchés. The reason why the As- 
sembly turned down the petition is 
obvious. They were answerable to 
the Lords of Trade and Plantations 
in London, who tenaciously held to 
the rule to forbid any manufactures 
in the colonies. As it was, the Duchés 
with their flourishing pottery busi- 
ness were transgressing the rule, but 
officially to sanction the extension 
of their enterprise was impossible. 
The recording of the petition, how- 
ever, is invaluable to the student of 
colonial ceramics. It discloses that 
the art of making stoneware was un- 
til that time unknown in Pennsyl- 
vania and the neighboring provinces. 

An interesting specimen of stone- 
ware is a two-handled jar with the 
inscription in blue “Joseph Thickson 
1722” which Robert J. Sim. pictured 
in “Some Vanishing Phases of Rural 
Life in New Jersey” (No. 327, Cir- 
cular of the N. J. Dept. of Agricul- 
ture, Trenton, N. J. June 1941). It 
is owned in New Jersey and it is 
conjectured to have been made some- 
where in New Jersey. With our 
present knowledge we could surmise 
that this jar was an early experi- 
mental piece of the Duchés and 
strayed into New Jersey. Other early 
Pennsylvania stoneware pieces have 
turned up and our investigation may 
help to assign them to their source, 
the pottery of the Duchés in Phila- 
delphia. 

It has been assumed that a kind 
of dense, bluish clay, found abundant- 
ly in northern New Jersey was the 
necessary clay for stoneware, and 
only when potters found or used the 
same kind of clay, could they make 
stoneware. A study of the technical 
aspects of pottery making, however, 
discloses that ordinary plastic clay 
with the proper admixture of sand 
serves equally well. Thus, the claim 
of the earliest manufacture of stone- 
ware for New Jersey, based on the 
prevalence of that dense, bluish 
clay, deemed necessary for stone- 
ware manufacture, shifts easily from 
New Jersey to Pennsylvania. More 
compelling, of course, is the docu- 
mentary evidence, which we have 
submitted, that the Duchés in Phila- 
delphia were by 1730 ready to supply

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the market with stoneware. Whether 
they used local clay, qualified with 
sand, or clay brought from New Jer- 
sey, has yet to be learned. 


To round out the story of the 
Duchés, Colonial Master Potters, we 
must mention Andrew Duché, the 
third son of Anthony. When he left 
the parental roof in 1735 to go south, 
he was well equipped, with his fath- 
er’s training and a share in the suc- 
cess of having produced stoneware, 
to tackle the further problem of mak- 
ing porcelain. He settled at Sa- 
vannah, Georgia, and experimenting 
with the China earth found “on the 
back of Virginia,” found out the 
secret of making as good porcelain 
as is made in China. In an article on 
“The First Porcelain Making in 
America,” which appeared in the 
Chronicle of the Early American In- 
dustries Association (Vol. I, Nos. 
8-11, 1934-35), we told this story, 
which was tediously dug out and as- 
sembled from the “Colonial Records 
of Georgia,” the diaries of the Saltz- 
burger refugees, who settled in 
Georgia in the 1730’s, from court 
records, deeds and wills. With the 
leave of General Oglethorpe, the 
founder of the colony of Georgia, 
Andrew Duché went exploring into 
the Indian territory in the moun- 
tainous hinterland of Georgia and 
the Carolinas (then vaguely called 
“on the Back of Virginia’), in search 
of suitable clays, and found kaolin, 
the China earth, which is necessary 
for making porcelain. The Cherokee 
Indians called this white earth 
“unaker.” . 


Andrew Duché went to England 
in 1743, to exploit his invention and 
find a market for the China earth. 
He had samples of his ware, made of 
the American clay, with him. It 
‘would seem that he made a deal with 
the Bow pottery, for #% patent was 
assigned to them on December 6, 
1744, for making porcelain, and the 
specification expressly states: “by 
using an earth, the produce of the 
Cherokee nation in America, called 
by the natives Unaker.” 


A contemporary record, a letter, 
dated May 30, 1745, and written by 
William Cookworthy of Plymouth, 
one of the great figures in the cer- 
amic history of England, has puzzled 
the scholars, ever since it was first 
published in 1853. It says: 


“T had lately with me the person 
who has discovered the china earth. 
He had with him several samples of 
the china ware, which I think were 
equal to the Asiatic. It was found on 
the back of Virginia where he was in 
quest of mines; and having read Du 
Halde 2), he discovered both the 
petunze and kaolin. It is the latter 
earth which he says is essential to the 
success of the manufacture. He is 
gone for a cargo of it, having bought 
from the Indians the whole country 
where it rises.’ 


Our suggestion that Andrew Duché 
was the mysterious person from 
2) J. B. Du Halde, S. J., in his work: 


Description Geographique et Histor- 
iqgee de la Chine etc., Paris 1735 
(English translation, London 1738) 
made available to a wider public the 
first authentic technical informa- 
tion about Chinese porcelain manu- 
facture of Pére d’Entrecolles, who 
wrote his two famous letters from 
King-teh-chen in 1712 and 1722. 


America, referred to in Cookworthy’s 
letter, has solved the puzzle and has 
since been accepted as the solution 
by scholars here and abroad. 

An enthusiastic authority on cera- 
mics in our country, Mrs. Ruth Mon- 
roe Gilmer, who knew what to look 
for, has searched in Andrew Duché’s 
territory in Georgia and found a 
bowl she attributes with much reason 
to him. An illustrated article, in the 
British Art Journal, APOLLO, of 
May 1947, and its re-affirmation in 
the September 1948 issue, gave an 
account of Mrs. Gilmer’s find. 

Mrs. Lura Woodside Watkins, the 
well-known authority on _ colonial 
manufactures, informed us that the 
later-born son of Anthony Duché sr., 
James Duché, figured prominently in 
the early manufacture of stoneware 
in Massachusetts. The story of him, 
which is quite an exciting one, will 
be related in her forthcoming book 
on New England Petters, to be pub- 
lished before long, by the Harvard 
University Press. 

We hope to have placed a new 
guidepost for the students of our 
early ceramic history with our in- 
quiry into the activities of the Duché 
family. It should point the way to a 
re-orientation, in which the potting 
Duchés, we trust, may be accorded a 
well-deserved place of honor, as most 
important pioneers.

A Chicago dealer, excluded from 
our show on_ general principles, 
boasts of his conquests with women, 
drunkenly naming the women, some 
of them exhibitors in the show. 


Alice Metz, became incensed at 
HOBBIES because we politely asked 
her to satisfy a reader who bought 
an $8 glass goblet from her ad. 
Wrote an up-start magazine that it 
was nobody’s business what the 
dealer sold as long as she paid for 
her advertising. Her ad in that ma- 
gazine did not appear long because 
the magazine printed that any dis- 
putes arising had to be settled be- 
tween the two — in other words, 
inviting the advertiser to do his 
worst. The readers soon found that 
out and refused to answer the ads. 
The magazine is now owned by the 
printer, taken over on a mortgage. 


John Chamberlain, sold a judge’s 
wife a fake piece of furniture in the 
Cincinnati show. The show manager 
was certainly in a dilemma. In order 
to save her show she promised to 
eliminate him as an exhibitor. The 
same year he got in a similar iam 
in Detroit and the show manager 
had to eliminate him. We heard 
about it but do not kick people, as a 
matter of policy, just because they 
make a mistake. But our time came. 
He got into the same trouble here 
and dealers as well as collectors be- 
gan to warn us that he would hurt 
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the show if it became rumored about 
that stuff sold there was faked. We 
just had to leave him out. 


The first year he came he told us 
he sold every piece he brought. The 
second year he had only a piece or 
two left. Who could kick on a show 
like that? We cashed customer’s 
checks for him every year up into 
the thousands. We warned him 
against carrying all that currency 
in a city like Chicago but he insisted 
on the cash. 

From. investigation Chamberlain 
either owns or takes the output of a 
factory in Pennsylvania making “re- 
constructed” furniture. They make 
it out of old wood from wrecked 
buildings and as that wood is bought 
at wrecker’s prices it should be sold 
cheaper than new factory furniture 
instead of prices of classic antiques. 
Those who have bought from him 
during past years should hasten to 
check up to see if your pieces are 
not “reconstructed” instead of gen- 
uine antiques..- 

One of his exhibitors told us he 
would go in our show if we would 
buy a $450 music box for the mu- 
seum. He always takes the cheapest 
$50 booth in the show. Anybody can 
figure out that if we did that with 
all the exhibitors alike it would cost 
us a loss of $38,470.00 to put on the 
show. He went into the other show 
for spite. 

From another exhibitor we bought 
a $275 piece for the museum last 
year. She then took it on herself to 
dig up another piece still more ex- 
pensive and wanted to sell it to us. 
When we couldn’t see our way clear 
she said, “All right, I will go into 
the other show.” 

Giving away a million and quarter 
dollars has its grief. A certain class 
of people are going to get some of 
that money or else. 


In its 20 years the Chicago Show 
grew to be the largest in the world. 
In New York, far less dependable on 
sales, they charged double our rates. 
Small shows charged more than we 
did. 

The show made dozens of dealers 
rich. Most of them appreciated it 
and held fast when ghouls tried_to 
undermine it for their own greed. 
To these we feel a debt of gratitude. 
They will never regret it. Our 
friends tell us to take it easy, but 
as long as there is any fighting to 
do we are not going to shirk it.

There will be more next month and 
more names. The museum _ has 
thousands of friends and they want 
to know who is trying to extort from 
it and who is trying to injure it. 
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Just 29 years ago this month we 
came to Chicago to put in our own 
printing plant and centralize ithe 
publishing of our 6 magazines. The 
first war taught us the lesson that 
for economy and facility we should 
have our own. plant. 

We located at that time on Michi- 
gan Avenue because we thought it 
was a good mail address, being one 
of the six great streets of the world. 

In the neighborhood stood such 
famous residences as the John W. 
Gates home, the Marshall Fields. the 
Kimballs, of piano fame, the Crane’s, 
of plumbing fame, the Pullman’s, the 
Kohl’s of Orpheum theatre fame, the 
Armour’s: the Otis’, of elevator fame, 
the Swift’s and many others, cut of 
which came chandeliers, mantels, 
paneling and other objects that be- 
came part of Hobbies Museun, iater 
moved to the Lightner Museum, at 
St. Augustine, Fla. 

As time went on the neighborhood 
deteriorated until it became advisable 
to move. 

We had admired this building, then 
occupied by the Gossard Corset Co., 
but it was too much for us. As the 
years went by we continued to ad- 
mire it, and continued to hope. 

The corset business contracted 
with changing styles “and that con- 
cern moved. When it was put on the 
market for sale we made overtures 
for its purchase. Negotiations con- 
tinued for almost a year as the real 
estate market wavered. The building 
would cost a million dollfrs today. 
The deal was finally consummated in 
April and passed to the possession of 
the Lightner Foundation after being 
purchased by Mr. Lightner and 
deeded to the Lightner Foundation 
to be held in perpetual trust as a 
service to the industry, and any 
profits given to the Lightner Mu- 
seum or any other educational, re- 
ligious or charitable institutions 
the Board of Trustees may designate. 
The Foundation is chartered by the 
State of Illinois. 

The trustees at this time are Pearl 
Reeder, editor of HOBBIES, Isobel 
Gordon, circulation manager of HOB- 
BIES, Charles Marston, Chicago deal- 
er, Phil Mavon, young Chicago insur- 
ance executive, Archie Furr, whole- 
sale grocer and civic leader, Lincoln, 
Neb., Arthur T. Ward, another full 
fledged collector and chemical ex- 
ecutive, New York City, Rev. W. 
Howard Lee, pastor of the Flagler 
Memorial Presbyterian church, St. 
Augustine, Fla., and Rev. Fr. W. A. 
Tisdell, pastor of St. Mary’s Catho- 


lic church, Winchendon, Mass. Father 
Tisdell is a distinguished collector, 
of more than a quarter of a cen- 
tury. He is a_natural-born con- 
noisseur and has visited the Museum 
at St. Augustine each winter, taking 
great interest in its work. 

The printing plant and offices of 
HOBBIES Magazine are now being 
moved inte two floors of the build- 
ing. They will eventuatly become 
the property of the Foundation. 
The balance, six floors, will be given 
over to a World Antiques Mart where 
anybody may send antiques and col- 
lection material to sell on a small 
commission. The Mart will be ruled 
by a governing board of participat- 
ing dealers. The only restriction is 
the facilities be offered only to 
those who have been loyal to the 
magazine that made it all possivle. 

The Mart will be conducted simi- 
lar to the great Furniture and Mer- 
chandise Marts that are operated so 
successfully in Chicago. : 

The building will be filled with 
every conceivable kind of antiques, 
furniture, automobiles and on down 
to the smaller material such as 
stamps, coins, etc. Dealers may 
have their shops concentrated in the 
building or leave it under bond for 
sale at a small commission. ‘There 
will be no gouging nor over-charging 
in any way, shape or form. Any- 
body can buy or sell—either whol- 
sale or retail. Any one buying over 
$500 will be entitled to wholesale dis- 
counts. 

All such rules will be set up by 
participating dealers subject to 
change at monthly meetings. No ad- 
mission price will be charged. 

There will be nothing like this 
tremendous Mart in all the world. 
Clubs of all kinds will be invited to 
hold their meetings here and then 
saunter through the place. Visiting 
convention delegates can make it a 
long remembered event. 

It will have such overwhelming 
appeal that thousands will come 
daily to see what can’t be seen any- 
where else in the same space. The 
project has powerful publicity ap- 
peal and will be pictured in national 
magazines, newspapers, radio and 
television. The fact that it is con- 
ducted by a chartered non-profit or- 
ganization lends itself to wide pub- 
licity. It is unique in the whole 
world, the idea has news value. 

There is no comparison to the plan 
anywhere outside of the famous 
Whitechapel section of London where 
myriads of curio, antiques and auc- 
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tion shops and galieries center in a 
fascinating maze. 

The plan will solve the problem of 
those who are being crushed by the 
landlord. High rents are killing off 
a lot of dealers everywhere, and with 
the building cost so high there is 
little relief in sight. Dealers can 
come here from anywhere to take 
advantage of the plan. Since it be- 
came rumored dozens of Chicago 
dealers have applied for space. 

It will also serve the home deal- 
ers who do not want callers. They 
can consign their stock and get a 
steady income from it. 

It will put HOBBIES Magazine 
right up among the important maga- 
zines of the countrv. 

It will become a magnet for out- 
of-town buyers at all times during 
the year. They can easily find Mich- 
igan Ave. All roads lead into it. It 
saves the confusion of unknown 
streets and long distances in traffic 
that often befuddles buyers in get- 
ting around to all parts of town. 
High, medium and low priced hotels 
are in the immediate neighborhood. 
It’s a perfect set-up. 

The building is located one and one- 
half blocks south of the Stevens 
Hotel and one and one-half blocks 
north of the Illinois Central depot. 
It adjoins the Great Standard Oil 
skyscraper which houses all the ex- 
ecutive offices of the Standard Oil 
and its subsidiaries in the Central 
West. It overlooks the beautiful 
Grant Park and the lake front A 
short distance in the park are the 
Field Museum, the Shedd Aquarium, 
the Planatarium and the Bucking- 
ham Fountain.

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| Trade Problems 
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Isn’t it about time the churches 
get wise to the antique show racket 
and quit that form of money raising ? 
They are subjecting themselves to 
criticism in an increasing number of 
cases. A dedicated edifice was never 
intended for this form of commercial- 
ism. They are well supported in 
these times. Gifts flow into them 
because they are deductible. We 
know a man who gave $10,000 to a 
church to which he did not even be- 
long because he could deduct it from 
his income tax. Parishioners are all 
prosperous now and ministers are 
misled into such promotional schemes 
in pursuit of easy money. 

We have often seen dealers selling 
dubious articles in such shows ‘who 
never would be accepted as exhibi- 
tors in the standard professional 
shows. They often do not know 
themselves what they are selling. 
Visitors naturally take their medi- 
cine rather than raise a rumpus in a 
church where they would raise heck 
in a big show. 

Complaints will not always be sub- 
merged. The time will come when 
the minister must face the music.

Your letter is noted, and as we 
understand it, the shipper sent you 
a refund in full except your outlay 
for recrating and shipping.

Our idea in putting the 
cost on the shipper is to deter him 
from shipping doubtful pieces. Hf 
he thinks he can put the cost of re-

Please Report Similar 

Experiences 

Early last month I received a re- 
quest to send a plate advertised 
C.0.D., and as other dealers around 
here had told me they ship C.O.D., 
I decided to ship the plate. After a 
certain time elapsed I received notice 
from Express Co. that plate had not 
been delivered as customer was not 
ready to lift it. I then wrote to the 
customer to give the matter her at- 
tention, but had no reply and after 
waiting a sufficient length of time I 
wrote the Express Co., and received 
word that plate was still there. I 
again wrote the customer and received 
reply. I waited until a month elapsed 
and wrote the Express Co., if plate 
had not been lifted to return, and at 
the same time I sent a letter to the 
customer, but had no answer to any 
of the letters. The plate was returned 
and it cost me $3.16 to get it back, 
this in addition to the labor of pack- 
ing and cost of material that goes 
into packing of china and glassware. 
My only reason for bothering you is 
that another dealer may receive a 
similar request from this customer, 
and to be forewarned is to be fore- 
armed: “HET MAMC AS. ...6.66.0 20:5 oc15.006 

Another matter that might be called 
to the attention of your readers is 
insufficient postage being sent for car- 
rying charge and insurance. Glass 
and china must be thoroughly packed 
for safe transportation and J have 
had as little as 10 cents sent to ship 
and insure by parcel post. Quite of- 
ten I ship if there is a small shortage 
and notify the customer if amount is 
sufficient to warrant it. 

I know you are busy people, but this 
is my first complaint since starting to 
advertise a number of years ago. 

Have had numerous cases asking if 
items advertised were still available 
and asking to hold until check can be 
forwarded, and I would never hear 
any more about the item wanted, so 
the dealers, in addition to the cus- 
tomers, have their troubles. }

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Arts of Ancient Egypt-Glass and Porcelain 


(Abridged from “Egyptian Antiquities,’ vol. ti) 

The art of fabricating glass is of 
high antiquity; and it was probably 
known in Egypt as early as in any 
other country, and perhaps earlier. 
Beads of glass, generally coloured 
blue, probably with copper, are found 
on many mummies, and we have 
sometimes seen larger and more ir- 
regular pieces that have been taken 
out of mummy-boxes. Other orna- 
ments of a coarse kind are also found 
made of glass*. It has been conjec- 
tured, and as we think with great 
probability, that the ornaments placed 
in the ears of the crocodiles, which 
Herodotus calls “stone pendants, made 
by fusion or melting,” were of glass. 
It may be well to remark that the 
strict examination of M. G. St. Hilaire 
confirms Herodotus even in so inin- 
ute a matter as the piercing of the 
crocodile’s ears. He found the an- 
terior part of the covering of the 
ear on a mummy crocodile pierced as 
if for the purpose of putting a pen- 
dant in it. 

A kind of ancient porcelain is found 
in great quantities in Egypt. Some- 
times it is covered with a species of 
enamel or varnish. It was used for 
making a variety of small figures, 
such as we may see represented in 
Denon’s ninety-sixth plate, most of 
which are probably representations of 
some form of deity. There is one, 
which is a rare specimen, being a 
figure of the ichneumon or mangouste, 
in what Denon calls touchstone. It 
was the only representation that he 
met with in Egypt of this sacred an- 
imal. He purchased it in the island 
of Elephantine, where he found a 
woman wearing it suspended from 
her neck. We find the beetle also 
made of porcelain of all colours, of 
touchstone, carnelian, jasper, pot- 
stone, verde antico, and even baked 
clay. Bonapaxte had a jasper scara- 
beus in his collection, with hiero- 
glyphics on the under side: Denon 
says that this scarabeus had evidently 
been worked with the wheel. It is 
somewhat singular that the under 
sides of the scarabzi almost always 
differ one from another in the orna- 
ments upon them. 

The art of baking clay and fixing 
the varnish strongly upon it, must be 
considered as an ancient Egyptian 
art; vessels of this description, with 
their colours in high perfection, were 
found in the great tomb that Belzoni 
opened at Thebes. . 

A curious black substance has been 
found in some mummies of the more 
costly kind, which has often been in- 
correctly taken for a kind of stone: 
is is shaped something like a finger, 
only it is flat, but still rounded at 
the ends and sides; the length is from 
three to six inches, and the breadth 
half an inch or more. Sometimes two 
are united, and present an appearance 
like the index and second finger of 
the hand stretched out close to one 
another. Professor John observes{ 


that this substance is either obsidian 
or glass, and that it appears to be 
glass from its having a less degree 


of hardness than obsidian, and being 
more fusible. He considers it to be 
true glass coloured with iron. On the 
exterior it is of a dull appearance, 
and in parts is gilded. 

As we find so many of the arts rep- 
resented on the ancient paintings of 
Egypt, we might expect to find glass- 
making among them. Rosellini’s plates 
(M. C. lii) certainly appear to rep- 
resent men blowing glass, but we 
would not positively assert this ex- 
planation to be correct. Still the 
antiquity of glass-making in Egypt 
is proved decisively by the evidence 
already adduced, and it wants no 
confirmation. 

Pliny informs us (xxxvi 26) that 
some sailors having landed on the 
shore of Phenicia, at the mouth of 
the Belus, and wishing to cook their 
provisions, placed some masses of salt 
(of which their cargo consisted) un- 
der their pots to support them, there 
being no stones on the coast. The 
heat formed the salt and the sand 
of the shore into a transparent liquid 
mass, and thus gave origin to the 
substance called glass (vitrum). But 
though this fact may be considered 
a truth, so far as to indicate the 
generally received opinion of the 
high antiquity of the Phenician glass- 
houses, it is unsupported by the kind 
of evidence which determines the high 
antiquity of the art in Egypt—the 
specimens which have come down to 
our own day. 

It seems not unlikely that Egypt 
was the parent country of the art, 
whence it was diffused among the 
Phenicians, Greeks and Romans. 
During the latter part of the Roman 
Republic, and under the early em- 
perors, the wealthy Romans made 
great use of glass in a variety of 
forms as an article of luxury. A 
great part of it was imported from 
Egypt and Pheenicia, and the art it- 
self was also transplanted into Italy. 
From Italy it is probable that the 
Romans carried it into Spain and 
Gaul, for the art of glass-making 
was known in these countries in 
Pliny’s time; and thus the remote 
parts of Europe received from the 
banks of the Nile the principles of a 
branch of industry which, revived and 
perfected in modern times, has con- 
tributed perhaps as much as any 
other to the comfort of life and the 
progress of science. M. Boudet has 
collected a great number of passages, 
principally from the Latin writers, 
which show that glass was very ex- 
tensively used by the Romans, and 
that the art of the Egyptians and 
Phoenicians had succeeded in giving 
it a variety of forms that ministered 
to convenience or luxury. Drinking- 
glasses, burning-glasses, mirrors, and 
artificial gems, were all made of 
glass long before the time of Pliny. 
Glass was also let into the roof of 
the bathing-chambers at Rome, in or- 
der to light the rooms—a use which 
is still made of it at the present day 
in Egypt.’ Coloured glass was also 
used to ornament the walls and pave-

ments of the houses of the rich. The 
art of glass-making still exists in 
Egypt, but its products are limited to 
clumsy bottles, pieces of glass slightly 
rounded for setting in the ceiling of 
baths, a kind of jug or decanter which 
serves for a lamp, and other similar 
coarse articles. 

An enormous quantity of broken 
pottery is found about the sites of 
old Egyptian towns. It would argue 
no great skill in the ancient inha- 
bitants of this country merely to 
show that they could bake vessels of 
clay—an art not unknown even to 
some tribes of the North American 
Indians, who yet appear to have no 
great taste for manufacturing. Bat 
it is the form of such objects of 
domestic use that deserves our par- 
ticular attention, as we hold it to be 
impossible that a nation can be low 
in the scale of social refinement, 
where the forms of their furniture 
and utensils are such as have ob- 
viously been designed with the 
view of giving pleasure to the eye. 
In the tombs particularly, and also 
on the sculptured monuments, we find 
ample proof that the Egyptian knew 
how to give a beautiful form to a 
common water pitcher, as well as to 


more elaborate articles of luxury.

Knives and Forks 


An Egyptian knife, found in the 
catacombs of Saccarah, has a copper 
blade, of the sabre form, but more 
straight. Homer says that Priam and 
Agamemnon carried a knife or poig- 
nard on the side of the sword; but 
Winckelman could see none upon an- 
tique monuments. The blades were 
commonly triangular; but in Boissard, 
one with a narrow blade, like the 
modern carving-knife, occurs; and a 
British knife, found in a barrow, has 
a similar narrow blade. Razors are 
mentioned by Homer. Both knives 
and razors of brass are of the most 
remote antiquity. The Romans had 
knives for hunting and pruning, and 
also wooden ones for instruction in 
carving. 

The Anglo-Saxons had the met-saex, 
or eating-knife, which they carried 
about with them, as did the Normens. 
They (the Saxons) had also the 
naegel-saex for cutting nails. Mfr. 
Wright, in his Domestic Manners and 
Sentiments, gives a figure of a Saxon 
knife found at Selzen. It is the only 
example known of that early period 
with the handle preserved; it has been 
beautifully enamelled. From an ex- 
amination of the manuscripts of that 
period, it does not appear that every 
one at table was furnished with a 
knife. We may observe en passant, 
that in pictures of the kind, the 
Anglo-Saxon bread (hlaf) is in the 
form of round cakes, much like the 
Roman loaves in the pictures at Pom- 
peii, and not unlike our cross-buns at 
Easter, which are no doubt derived 
from our Saxon forefathers. The 
knife (cnif), as represented in Saxon 
illuminations, has a peculiar form, 
quite differing from that of the early 
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knives found in the graves, but re- 
sembling the modern razor. Several 
of these have been found, and one dug 
up in London is in the Roach Smith 

liection. There is great variety in 
the Norman knives and many of them 
are almost grotesque. In 1834, some 
labourers found, when cutting a deep 
drain at Sevington, North Wilts, a 
deposit of seventy Saxon pennies, of 
sovereigns ranging from Cenwulf, 
king of Mercia (796 a.D.), to Ethel- 
stan (878—890). They had been 
packed in a box, of which there were 
some decayed remains, and which, 
among other articles, held a fork. A 
knife and fork, apparently imple- 
ments of daily use, were found in an 
Anglo-Saxon burial-ground at Harn- 
ham Hills, West Salisbury. 

A knife with a boxwood handle, 
which belonged to Thomas 4 Becket, 
and was used for cutting the eulogiae, 
is preserved at St. Andrews, Vercelli. 
Im the early church, at the end of 
the mass, the loaves offered by the 
faithful, which had not been conse- 
erated, were blessed by the celebrant, 
and distributed, as a sign of brotherly 
communion. They were called eulo- 
gies, or antidora, by the Council of 
Antioch in 341. The eulogies of un- 
leavened bread were placed on the 
altar, or on the credence near it. In 
the fourth century, eulogies in the 
Western Church were given to cate- 
chumens, and St. Austin calls them 
a sacrament. The holy loaf, out of 
which they were cut, was ordered to 
be provided by the parish by the Salis- 
bury Constitution of 1254. King 
Athelstan left his knife on the altar 
of Beverley, as a pledge for his re- 
demption of a vow of benefaction. 

A very early mention of Sheffield 
cutlery is in Chaucer (Reeve’s Tale, 
line 13), where he states of the mil- 
ler of Trompyngtoun: 

A Scheffeld thwitel bar he ff his hose. 
The same poet, in his Prologue to 
the Canterbury Tales, describes the 
tradesmen as wearing knives in imita- 
tion of the knightly anelace. 

In the drawing of Chaucer, inserted 
in some copies of Occleve’s book, De 
Regimine Principis, he is represented 
with a knife hanging from a button 
upon his breast. This resembles the 
Irish skein, though that was a larger 
weapon, derived from Icelandic skeina, 
to wound: 

Against the light-foot Irish have I! 

served 


rv 
And in my skin bear token of the 
skeins. 


Solimon and Persida, 1599. 
They were adopted in this country, 
for in The Merry Devil of Edmonton 
(1617), Fabel Exclaims: .. 

1 hoped your great experience and 

your years 

Would have proved patience rather 

to your soul, 

Than with this frantic and untamed 

passion 

To whet their skeens. 

La Brocquiere mentions knives with 
their steels. A meat-knife of Queen 
Elizabeth’s, mentioned in Nichols’s 
Progresses, had a “handle of white 
bone and a conceyte in it.” 


Henry VI, when wandering about 
Yorkshire, seeking safety by conceal- 
ment after the fatal and bloody battle 
of Towton, remained nine days at Bol- 
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ton Hall, near Gisburn. He was then 
on his way to Waddington Hall, 
where he was discovered, and made 
prisoner. At Bolton Hall he left his 
boots, knife, fork, and spoon. Princes 
and nobles seem constantly to have 
carried these articles about with them. 

Spenser in his Faeric Queene (iii, 
iv, 24) used the word knife for a 
sword: 

And after all his war to rest his 

wearie knife. 

Shakespeare, in the old quarto of 
1597, makes Juliet wear a knife at 
the friar’s cell, and when she is about 
to take the potion. 

Stowe relates that “Richard Mat- 
thews, on Flete Bridge, was the first 
Englishman who attayned the perfec- 
tion of making fine knives and knife- 
hafts; and in the fifth year of Queen 
Elizabeth he obtained a prohibition 
against all strangers and others, for 
bringing any knives into England 
from beyond the seas, which until that 
time were brought into this land by 
shippers laden from Flanders and 
other places.” 

“Knyves of Almagne, knyves of 
France, knyves of Collogne,” are en- 
umerated in the custom-house rate 
books of the time of Henry VIII. ~ As 
early as the year 1417, the cutlers 
of the metropolis sought and obtained 
acharter of incorporation from Henry 
V. The Earl of Shrewsbury, in a 
letter to Lord Burleigh, in the year 
1575, mentions “a case of Hallam- 
shire whittles.” 

Respecting knives with more than 
one blade, Misson (New Voyage to 
Italy, i 618) says, that in 1688, knives 
were made in Scarperia near Flor- 
ence, with “two, six, and even twelve 
blades on the same haft;” and inti- 
mates that this was unknown, or at 
least unusual, elsewhere. The com- 
mencement of the manufacture of 
knives with springs, in Sheffield, is 
attributed to the middle of the seven- 
teenth century. 

Mr. Gough, in his History of Croy- 
land Abbey (p. 73) mentions an an- 
cient custom there of giving little 
knives to all comers on St. Bartholo- 
mew’s Day. This abuse was, he says, 
“abolished by Abbot John de Wisbech, 
in the time of Edward IV, exempting 
both the abbot and convent from a 
great and needless expense. The cus- 
tom originated in allusion to the knife 
wherewith St. Bartholomew was 
flayed. Three of these knives were 
quartered with three of the whips so 
much used by St. Guthlac in one coat 
borne by that house. Mr. Hunter had 
great numbers of them, of different 
sizes, found at various times in the 
ruins of the abbey, and in the river. 
These are adopted as the device of a 
town-piece called the Poore’s Halfe- 
peny of Croyland, 1670.” 

In Ross Church, Herefordshire, is 
a monument of a lady of the Ruddle 
family, temp. Henry VIII, who wears 
a knife and purse. In a lottery at the 
Lord Chief-justice’s house, 1602, 
printed in Halliwell’s Poetical Miscel- 
lanies, temp. James I. (Perey Soci- 
ety), Mrs. Hide wins “a paire of 
knives,” with these lines: 
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Fortune doth give these pair of knives 
to you, 
To sutt the thred of love if’t be 
not true. 
Knives were formerly part of the 
accoutrements of a bride. In the 
Witch of Edmonton, 1658, p. 21, 
Somerton says: “But see, the bride- 
groom and the bride come; the new 
pair of Sheffield knives fitted both 
to one sheath.” A bride says to her 
jealous husband, in Dekker’s Match 
me in London, 1631: 
See at my girdie hang my wedding- 
knives! 
With those despatch me. 
In Well Met, Gossip, 1675, the wife 
says: 
In conscience | had twenty pair 


of gloves, 

When | was a maid, given to that 
effect; 

Garters, knives, purses, girdles, 


store of rings, 

And many a thousand dainty, 

pretty things. 

Grose says it is unlucky to lay one’s 
knife and fork cross-wise, and also to 
present a knife, scissors, razor, or any 
sharp cutting instrument to one’s mis- 
tress or friend, as they are apt to cut 
love and friendship. To avoid the ill 
effects of this, a pin, a farthing, or 
some trifling, recompense must be 
taken in return. 


No forks have been found in Her- 
culaneum; but Caylus engraves one 
with a stag’s foot at the end of silver, 
as a classical antique from a ruin on 
the Via Appia. This may have been 
used for sacred purposes. They are 
said to have been in use in Constan- 
tinople in the eleventh century, and, 
according to Heylin and others, were 
brought from China to Italy. Peter 
Damiani describes the luxury of the 
wife of the Doge of Venice, sister of 
the Emperor Nicephorus Botoniates, 
who would not eat with her fingers, 
but had her food cut into pieces by 
her attendants, and then she conveyed 
them to her mouth with golden two- 
pronged forks. Damiani wrote about 
the time of William the Conqueror. 
Forks are mentioned in a charter of 
Ferdinand I, king of Spain, 1101; and 
in the wardrobe accounts of Edward 
I, we find “ a pair of knives with 
sheath of silver enamelled, and a fork 
of crystal.” Piers Gaveston, the pro- 
fuse minion of Edward II, had four 
forks of silver “for eating pears;” 
and John, Duke of Brittany, used one 
also of silver, to pick up “soppys” 
from his pottage. Le Grand says 
forks are mentioned in an inventory 
of the jewels of Charles V of France, 
in 1879. This is the only instance he 
cites, and the passage in which it 
occurs concludes with this observa- 
tion: “Apparently up to the time when 
they [forks] came into use, the knife 
was employed to convey the food to 
the mouth, as it still is in England, 
where for that purpose the blades of 
knives are made broad and round at 
the end!” In Akerman’s Pagan Sax- 
ondom, an example of a fork taken 
from a Saxon tumulus is given; it has 
a bone handle. In the middle ages, 
the fork seems to have been treated 
as a luxurious toy, used generally by 
the great and noble in eating fruits 
and preserves on state occasions. 

In the Life of Corvinus, king of

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Hungary, written by an Italian who 
was resident at his court some time 
between the years 1458 and 1490, it 
is mentioned that forks were not used 
at table, as then in Italy. In the Boke 
of Kernying (beginning of the six- 
teenth century), we have this precept: 
“Your knyfe must be fayre and your 
handes clene, and passe not two fyn- 
gers and a thombe upon your knyfe.” 

Forks were not used in England 
regularly at table until the reign of 
James I. It is true, as before men- 
tioned, that we have instances of 
forks in Angle-Saxon times; but they 
were probably not used for feeding, 
but merely for serving. The use of 
forks came from Italy. Coryat, in his 
Crudities, 1611, gives the following 
account of the usage of forks at table 
as he first saw it in Italy: “I observed 
a custome in all those Italian cities 
and townes through which I passed, 
that is not used in any country that 
I saw in my travels; neither doe I 
thinks that any other nation of Chris- 
tendome doth use it but only Italy. 
The Italian, and also most strangers 
that are commorant in Italy, doe al- 
waies at their meals use a little fork 
when they cut their meate; for while 
with their knife, which they hold in 
one hande, they cut the meat out of 
the dish, they fasten their forke, 
which they doe holde in their other 
hande, upon the same dish, so that 
whatoever he be that, sitting in the 
company of any others at meate, 
should unadvisedly touch the dish of 
meate with his fingers, from which 
all at the table doe cut, he will give 
occasion of offence unto the company, 
as having transgressed the lawes of 
good manners, insomuch that for his 
error he shall be at the least brow- 
beaten, if not reprehended in words. 
This forme of feeding, I understand, 
is generally used in Italy, their forkes 
being for the most part of yron or 
steele, and some of silver, but those 
are used only by gentlemen. The rea- 
son of this their curiosity is, because 
the Italian eannot by any means en- 
dure to have his dish touched with 
fingers, seeing all men’s fingers are 
not alike clene. Hereupon I myself 
thought good to imitate the Italian 
fashion by this forked cutting of 
meate, not only while I was in Italy, 
but also in Germany, and oftentimes 
in England since I came home; being 
once quipped for that frequent using 
of my forke, a certain learned gentle- 
man, a familiar friend of mine, one 
Mr. Lawrence Whittaker, who in his 
merry humour doubted not to call at 
table furcifer, only for using a fork 
at feeding, but for no other cause.” 
Furcifer in Latin, of course means 
one who carries a fork; but its proper 
signification was a villain who de- 
serves the gallows. 


In Johnson’s comedy of The Devil 
is an Ass, we have the following: 
Meerc. Have | deserved this from you 
two, for all my pains at court to get you 
each a patent? 
Gilt. For what? 
Meerc. Upon my project of the forks. 
Sle. Forks! What be they? 
Meerc. The laudable use of forks 
Brought into custom here as they are in

To the sparing o’ napkins. 
Heylin, in his Cosmography (1652), 
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says: “The use of silver forks is by 
some of our spruce gallants taken up 
of late.” It is curious that Shake- 
speare is silent on the use of silver 
forks, as their use was a subject of 
constant discussion, praise and ridi- 
cule at that period. A beautiful fork 
of silver, the handle elaborately en- 
graved with subjects from the New 
Testament, is in the collection of 
Lord Londesborough; and Fosbroke 
notices one, dated 1610, which shuts 
up, and has at the end a statue, which 
draws out a toothpick.—F rom an “Old 
Book of Tales”

English inkstands in any ceramic 
material do not usually go beyond 
the cheap liners for the pewter com- 
mercial or school desk inkstands, or 
colourable imitations thereof. Of 
these imitations of the pewter ar- 
ticles some were made at Bow. There 
is a good example of this at the 
British Museum, with five circum- 
ferential holes for penholders anda 
central ink well with a slightly rais- 
ed border or lip, giving the impres- 
sion that it originally had a lid. It 
is gaily decorated with the prunus 
pattern. 

Chaffers describes and gives an il- 
lustration of a pounce pot, somewhat 
of hour-glass shape, from the same 
factory. Both are marked ‘Made in 
New Canton,” the one dated 1750 
the other 1769. Such examples, how- 
ever, are rare. 

Still more uncommon is a Spode 
porcelain inkstand recently noted. It 
is clearly inspired by the “Treasury” 
and other types of silver inkstands, 
as its rectangular form, with sharp 
corners, and its bun feet indicate. 
Instead of the hinged cover on the 
metal articles, it has two domed lids 
for the wells, with a vase-shaped 
candle holder for sealing in the mid- 
dle. It is a handsome piece, quite 
good as to proportions and design, a 
thoroughly practical example of the 
potter’s craft. 

Another porcelain inkstand noted 
recently belongs to the second period 
of the Spode enterprise, when Josiah 
Spode the younger was in control, 
a few years before the firm became 
known as Spode, Copeland and Son, 
in 1827. 

It is in the fine bone china body 
standardized by Josiah Spode the 
elder and improved by his son. The 
painting is, of course, underglaze, 
the decorative motif being based on 
chintz patterns combined with con- 
ventional floral forms, reminiscent 
of the Japanese Satsuma and Imari 
ware rather than of the purer 
Chinese style which had inspired the 
sire. 

In a midwest shop recently was 
shown an inkstand in porcelain, made 
at the Vienna factory about 1725 
under the directorship of Claude du 
Paquir. This also had the domed 
covers and holder for a taper stick, 
and an interesting feature is the 
band of pierced decoration in the 
form of a row of bars. The painting 
is in black. 

This very rare piece is probably 
the earliest porcelain inkstand in ex- 
istence.

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“Masterpieces of 


European Porcelain’”’ 


Reflecting a vanished world of 
luxury and princely elegance, a spe- 
cial exhibition of more than 500 Eu- 
ropean porcelains recently were placed 
on display at the Metropolitan Mu- 
seum, New York City. Designed to 
present a comprehensive survey of 
the porcelain maker’s art as it flour- 
ished in Europe from the late 16th 
century to almost the end of the 18th 
century, the exhibit of figures, 
groups and tablewares fills three 
large galleries. One gallery is de- 
voted to German and Austrian por- 
celain, one to French and one to 
English, Italian and Spanish. 

Loans from some of the most im- 
portant private and public collections 
of porcelain in New York City and 
vicinity, including many pieces never 
before shown in an American muse- 
um, are supplemented by examples 
from the Metropolitan’s collection. 

Individual lenders to the exhibit in- 
clude Mrs. de Becker, Charles E. Dun- 
lap, Mr. and Mrs. Siegfried Kramar- 
sky, Mr. and Mrs. Jack Linsky, Mr. 
and Mrs. Edward M. Pflueger, Irwin 
Untermyer, Forsyth Wickes, and R. 
Thornton Wilson. Other Lenders are 
The French Institute, New York, the 
Wadsworth Atheneum, Hartford, and 
the Philadelphia Museum of Art. 

On the balcony leading to the porce- 
lain exhibition, the Museum has ar- 
ranged a supplementary exhibition 
‘entitled “From Prints to Porcelain.” 
Here are displayed pattern prints, in- 
cluding designs for silver, rococo de- 
signs for porcelains and a group of 
pictorial prints showing porcelain in 
use in such diverse pictures as the 
breakfast scene in Hogarth’s ‘Mar- 
riage 4 la Mode” and “Le Souper Fin” 
by Moreau le Jeune. Other prints 
show courtly pastimes often rep- 
resented in porcelain, such as the 
theater, the ballet, hunting scenes, 
landscapes and pastoral life. 

C. Louise Avery, Associate Curator 
of Renaissance,and Modern Art, as- 
sisted by Huldah Smith, installed the 
porcelain exhibit and prepared the il- 
lustrated catalog which includes an 
historical account of the vogue for 
porcelain and the long efforts of Eu- 
ropean potters to produce it. 

Discussing the origins of porcelain 
making in Europe, Miss Avery pointed 
out that it isn’t known just when 
Chinese porcelains were first brought 
to Europe but that pieces with mounts 
made -in the Middle Ages and during 
the Renaissance indicate that it was 
then highly prized. : 

“With the discovery of a route 
around the Cape of Good Hope in 
1497,” said Miss Avery, “direct trade 
with the Far East began and ever- 
increasing quantities of porcelain 
came to Europe from the Orient. A 
great deal of Chinese blue and white 
porcelain, brought in during the 17th 
century, especially by the Dutch, was 
eagerly seized upon by all who could 
afford to own it.” 

European potters tried vainly to 
learn how Chinese porcelain was 
made. They succeeded in producing 


at first only a material called “soft 
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paste” which. was more readily 
scratched by a file than Oriental hard 
paste and which would not stand as 
intense heat in firing. 

Four examples of rare “Medici 
Porcelain” in the Metropolitan exhi- 
bition were made at Florence, Italy, 
about 1580 in the earliest factory 
known to have produced “soft-paste” 
ware in Europe. - 

The secret of making true porce- 
lain in the Chinese fashion was dis- 
covered about 1709 by an “alchemist” 
named Bottger in the employ of Au- 
gustus the Strong, Elector of Saxony, 
who was one of the most avid Euro- 
pean collectors of Oriental porcelains. 
Achievements of Augustus’ factory, 
established in 1710 at Meissen, near 
Dresden, are vividly illustrated in the 
Museum display. 

The greatest artist at Meissen was 
Johann Joachim Kaendler,” said Miss 
Avery, “whose gifts as a sculptor 
found in porcelain their perfect ex- 
pression. In the Metropolitan exhi- 
bition are a series of most animated 
figures with strong, pure colors which 
Kaendler made in the 1730’s and 
1740’s. Many of them represent ac- 
tors from the Italian Comedy suggest- 
ing the impromptu and spontaneous 
quality of this type of theater. Kaend- 
ler also made brilliant figures of birds, 
and the exhibit includes an espeically 
fine group of these figures.” 

After the middle of the 18th cen- 
tury other German factories were 
founded at Nymphenburg, Franken- 
thal, Fulda and elsewhere. Many en- 
joyed princely patronage and were 
noted for elaborate figures used in ta- 
ble decoration—hunting scenes, chi- 
noiseries, Italian Comedy figures and 
“Venetian Fairs” or courtly masques. 
Among the examples from this period 
in the Metropolitan exhibition are fig- 
ures by another famed sculptor in 
porcelain, F. A. Bustelli, who worked 
at Nymphenburg about 1760. 

“French factories were not able to 
make true porcelain in the first half 
of the 18th century,” Miss Avery com- 
mented, “but the soft paste they pro- 
duced has especial virtues of its own. 
Its soft mellow coloring and gentle- 
ness of modeling is in sharp contrast 
to the hardness and precision of the 
German porcelains. This distinction 
is evident in the exhibition, which con- 
tains numerous fine examples from 
the leading French factories, includ- 
ing those at Vincennes and Sevres. 
Outstanding are ornamental vases, 
impressive and formal as befitted 
their use in the palaces of Louis XV 
and the brilliant functions of the 
French court.” 

Porcelain factories established in 
England just before the middle of the 
18th century were more commercial 
in character than those of the con- 
tinent, according to Miss Avery. Sup- 
port for the English factories came 
from the upper middle classes rather 
than through princely subsidies. 

“Of English factories,” she said, 
“perhaps the best was that at Chel- 
sea. Its finest pieces, produced in the 
1750’s included tabiewares, figures, 
and scent bottles and boxes remark- 
able for delicacy and sparing and ef- 
fective use of color. Noteworthy ex- 
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amples from the Chelsea factory are 
included in the exhibition, as well as 
outstanding porcelains from other 
notable English factories of the time, 
such as those at Bow, Derby and Wor- 
cester.” 

In conjunction with the porcelain 
exhibition, a series of special lectures, 
to which the public is invited, has 
been arranged by the Museum. 

Forsyth Wickes, chairman of the 
board of trustees of The French In- 
stitute, well-known collector and a 
lender to the exhibition, spoke on 
“Porcelain, 18th Century Europe’s 
Greatest Aesthetic Achievement.” 

William P. Harbeson, professor of 
English at the University of Pennsyl- 
vania, lectured on “Porcelain as Al- 
chemy, History and Art.” 

The display, “Masterpieces of Eu- 
ropean Porcelain,” will remain on 
view through May 15.

RUBENSTEIN’S: 
ANTIQUE SHOP: 
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THE ENIGMA OF MAJOLICA 


_ Majolica, a ware widely collected, 
little understood, greatly misrep- 
resented, and vividly attractive, pre- 
sents the searcher after knowledge 
with one of the most difficult enigmas 
in collecting. The collector who has 
been able to buy majolica in most 
shops, has successfully purchased it 
by mail, with but little difficulty in 
identification, often never realizes the 
position in which his collection is 
placed by writers on old pottery. But 
if that same collector should seek in- 
formation on his special interest, he 
will soon sense that something is 
strangely wrong. According to most 
writers on pottery, such a ware as 
the one which he collects does not ex- 
ist. Let him search hastily through 
the index in the rear of the average 
book on pottery for the word majolica. 
His search will be in vain, unless he 
happens to have at hand a particu- 
larly scholarly work on the very old 
European pottery. In this event he 
will soon learn, to his great embar- 
rassment and chagrin, that the manu- 
facture of majolica was discontinued 
in the middle of the 16th century. 
He knows that this cannot refer to 
his ware, that it cannot possibly be 
of such great age, and if he has any 
doubt a glance at the illustrations will 
soon convince him that this is not the 
ware with which he is familiar. 

This great confusion and injustice 
to so attractive a ware is the result 
of a common fault. in collecting. 
Ordinary products, things that were 
in everyday use within the memory of 
people who are still alive, have not 
been deemed worthy of mention, 
whereas priceless antiques, so scarce 
as to be literally unattainable, are 
discussed again and again. Students 
devote years to their stu@y, and vol- 
umes are written in praise of their 
beauty and elusiveness. This great 
mistake on the part of writers is one 
of the strongest forces which deterred 
collecting until well after the turn 
of the current century. 

Yet another confusing element 
which enters the picture is the neglect 
with which collectors have treated 
new knowledge of the wares which 
they collect. In the field of that 
which we know as majolica there has 
long existed a well defined distinction 
between those commoner examples 
which fall under the generic classi- 
fication of majolica, and those which 
should be called Whieldon. Later, we 
shall try to find the exact meaning 
of this term, but now it is sufficient 
to say that even so early a book as 
the pioneer China Hunter’s Club 
clearly distinguished between majolica 
and Whieldon. 


The authority who will deign to 
mention in any respect, the product 
which we know as majolica does so 
by saying simply that after the mid- 
dle of the 19th century it became com- 
mon to call every type of colored 
glazed pottery majolica. We know 
that this is a great exaggeration, but 
since the potters themselves did not 
often choose to describe their wares 
as majolica, it is an exceedingly dif- 


ficult task to determine that which 
may be honestly called majolica. 

Since there seems to be an unanim- 
ity of opinion regarding the origin 
and original meaning of the term, 
and of the ware itself, we must, if 
we are to arrive at any satisfactory 
conclusions, approach the problem 
from an historical viewpoint, and 
trace, insofar as possible, the nature 
and manufacture of majolica. Per- 
haps this will better enable us to 
judge the merits of the various types 
of pottery which we now know as 
majolica, and to determine what is 
its value, aesthetic, intrinsic, and his- 
toric. 

The word, as applied to the early 
European product, is usually spelled 
Maiolica. This is derived from the 
medieval Italian form of the word 
Majorca. The name of this island 
was given to the ware because the 
first pottery which bore a luster was 
carried to Italy from Spain in Major- 
can ships. Like so many popular 
misconceptions, this ware became so 
commonly associated with the name 
of the island that the resulting Italian 
pottery was named in its honor. At 
that time all the ware was of an 
earthen nature and of little more tex- 
ture and distinction than the crockery 
which is common to most countries at 
the earliest point in the evolution of 
their potteries. 

From the twelfth to the fourteenth 
centuries a coarser sort of ware was 
produced, which subsequent identifica- 
tion has caused to be known as mezzo- 
majolica. Then, in the fourteenth 
century, in the glorious days of the 
beginning of the Italian Renaissance, 
there was perfected a new technique, 
following the application of lustre, 
which embodied the use of a layer of 
tin enamel, or glaze. This concealed 
the red earthenware under-body, and 
produced an opaque white surface on 
which to paint and lay lustre. This 
technique, in so vital a period of art 
and applied design as the Renais- 
sance, soon brought to the standards 
and support of the potters some of 
the country’s greatest and most capa- 
ble artists. They sensed in this new 
ware an opportunity to create a new 
and fresh art form. How well they 
succeeded is evidenced by the piaques 
which were the work of Lucca Della 
Robbia. This talented family was to 
produce several generations of artists 
who would devote a major portion of 
their time to the decoration of ma- 
jolica. The Italian majolica workers 
produced superb examples of the ware 
until the middle of the sixteenth cen- 
tury, when, for many reasons, but not 
least because Maestro Georgio, the 
possessor of the secret of the superb 
ruby lustre, died, and about 1540 the 
secret of ruby lustre was lost. True 
enough, that particular lustre was 
employed only during his lifetime, but 
with its discontinuance, and the gen- 
eral decline of the Renaissance period, 
majolica making became, insofar as 
the original product was concerned, a 
lost art. It was not until 1860 that 
the ruby lustre process was redis- 
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covered, and then not so successfully 
as when handled by the original 
Georgio. 

Majolica of this period contributed 
several things to that general trend 
which resulted in the nineteenth cen- 
tury in the manufacture of the ware 
which we collect and know as ma- 
jolica. First, of course, it set a very 
high standard for potters of the fu- 
ture, a standard higher than most 
craftsmen of the seventeenth to nine- 
teenth centuries had to attain. In 
pottery the task was not so much to 
discover and create new forms, as to 
recreate with a measure of success 
the old ones. Its immediate effect 
upon our subject was to give its name 
to a whole type of pottery. Color, too, 
played an important part in the de- 
velopment of nineteenth century ma- 
jolica. The five master colors of the 
Italian painters were blue, yellow, 
green, purple, and orange. These 
colors have visibly affected the later 
ware which bore this early and his- 
toric name. 

The next appearance of the ware 
was in France. There, Bernard 
Palissey, whose product is usually 
referred to as Faience, a simple term 
which means approximately the same 
as majolica came to represent, work- 
ing independently, discovered the 
secret of the white glaze which must 
cover the earthen body, if the follow- 
ing glazes are to appear to their full- 
est value. The period in which he 
was most active was the middle of the 
same sixteenth century which saw the 
gradual decline of the Italian majo- 
lica. He has endowed our later ma- 
jolica with one common characteristic. 
His designs were largely drawn from 
nature, and portrayed reptiles, fish, 
shells, and plants. The later majolica 
was to draw heavily upon these same 
motifs for decoration, and chiefly be- 
cause Palissey was aware of their 
fitness for the nature of the ware. 

Technically, the Dutch Delft of the 
seventeenth century belongs in the 
same family as this early majolica 
and Faience, but most of it bears 
little recognizable resemblance to the 
general type of ware which we are 
tracing. Our later majolica owes but 
little to this Delft ware, unless it be 
in the texture of the pottery, and 
something of its coloring. 

While other countries, especiallv in 
the formative stages of their pot- 
teries, produced wares that can, and 
usually are, be classified as majolica, 
we do not find really important in- 
fluences occurring in other places 
than those which have been herein 
discussed. 

For the first production of majolica 
as we know it we must turn to the 
eighteenth century, into the great age 
of Whieldon, Wedgwood, and their 
contempories. There, for the first 
time, we find a ware being manu- 
factured which we know as majolica. 
One of the factors which contributes 
so heavily to the enigma is the fact 
that none of these men customarily 
described their product as majolica, 


and it is this, perhaps as much as

Forerunners cf American Glass 


The making of glass is an art so 
old that to learn about its earliest 
history would take us back at least 
fifteen hundred years before the 
Christian Era. Perhaps the discovery 
of glass-making resulted from ex- 
periment; more likely it was acci- 
dental. In any case, someone at some 
time heated sand together with other 
substances over a hot fire. The 
separate grains fused or ran togeth- 
er; as this liquid cooled it became 
solid glass. Many a legend which 
attempts to explain the discovery of 
glass-making has been handed down 
through the ages. 

It is generally believed that the 
Egyptians were the first to make 
glass, but some believe that it was 
first used in Syria. Glass vessels 
thousands of years old have been dis- 
covered in both countries. Beautiful 
bowls were made in Phoenicia, Per- 
sia, China and India before the art 
was known to Western Europe. There 
is much wonderful Roman glass, and 
in the seventh century A. D. the 
Arabs made glass of the finest qual- 
ity. From the East, glass-makers in- 
troduced their art into Europe, and 
it soon became widespread. Kings 
gave special privileges to the glass 
workers, who were very proud, and 
the wealthy valued some of the 
things they made more highly than 
gold or silver. Some of the colored 
glass made for the windows of the 
great churches and cathedrals is 
finer than that which is made today. 
But in the Middle Ages glass was so 
expensive that the common people 
could not have vessels of glass, and 
never even thought of having glass 
windows; in its infancy glass was an 
aristocrat. Among the Egyptians it 
was considered valuable enough to 
deck a Pharaoh. Glass has become 
cheap enough for common use only 
within the last hundred years or so. 
Before this the fact that a man had 
glass windows in his house showed 
him to be a man of wealth, and he 
was taxed according to the number 
of windows in his house. As a result 
many houses were dark. 

Throughout the Dark Ages, the 
art of glass making seems to have 
survived in Europe only as a branch 
of the Church’s handiwork, where 
it was made in small quantities for 
use in mosaics and windows for 
sacred buildings. About the end of 
the eleventh Century Venice was the 
source of beautiful glass; glass 
houses in that city had become so 
numerous that they were regarded 
as a fire menace, and laws were pas- 
sed forbidding glass furnaces within 
the city. As a result the glass makers 
were concentrated on the island of 
Murano, just outside the city limits; 
and it was from this island that the 
art of glass making spread through- 
out Europe and eventually found its 
way to this Western Continent. 

The period of Venetian glass was 
in many respects the golden age of 
glass making. So jealous of their 
supremacy in glass making were the 


members of the Venetian Council 
that they made it a crime, punishable 
by death, for a glass maker to leave 
Murano or to impart the secrets of 
glass making to any foreigner. In 
spite of the penalties risked by their 
acts, glass makers did leave Murano 
and go into other countries. Ger- 
many, France, and the Low Countries 
developed excellences of their own, 
which later were brought over to the 
new world by pioneer glass workers. 


England lagged behind the Conti- 
nent in the art of glass making, but 
during the reign of Elizabeth a 
definite beginning was made, and a 
new era was introduced through the 
perfecting of a kind of glass known 
as flint. Lead was the new ingredi- 
ent that gave this glass its distinc- 
tive characteristics, great brilliancy 
and a comparative softness that 
made it easy to cut or etch the sur- 
face. This was the state of the art 
of glass making at the time when 
America began to look toward the 
old world for instructors and work- 
men to develop the industry in the 
— settlements of the new conti- 
nent. 


Early Glass Making in America 


It is evidence of the important 
part that glass already played in the 
domestic life of the people, that one 
of the first things that the American 
colonists asked to have sent over was 
a supply of this commodity. Some 
window glass, used as ballast for the 
vessels, was being sent over to the 
settlers; other types of glassware 
occupied too much shipping space 
and was too fragile to transport. The 
London Company decided that it 
would be better to provide the colony 
at Jamestown with the means of mak- 
ing its own glass. In 1608 eight skilled 
workmen, Dutchmen and Poles, were 
brought over to teach the colonists 
how to make glass, tar, pitch and 
soap ashes. Within a short time a 
glass house was set up in the woods 
about half a mile from the town; 
houses for the workers were also 
provided on this isolated spot, in 
spite of the danger of skirmishes 
with the Indians. There were at least 
two reasons for isolating the new in- 
dustry, one was the fire hazard and 
the other was to be near the abun- 
dant fuel supply of the forest. 
Records tell of skirmishes with the 
Indians near the buildings, one of 
them a hand to hand encounter be- 
tween Captain John Smith and an In- 
dian Chief. 


There is no record of what the 
original eight foreign workmen were 
able to accomplish in the way of 
making glass. According to Mary 
Northend in American Glass perhaps 
they succumbed to the Indians; per- 
haps they wearied of pioneer life and 
went back to their native lands. The 
glass house fell into disuse for some 
years until 1621, when the London 
Company contracted with a Captain

any other contributing factor, which 
has brought about the paucity of in- 
formation about this delightful ware. 

The Whieldon period runs from 


1740 to 1780, and is so described not 
because Whieldon was himself. the 
originator of new techniques, glazes, 
and designs, but because he rep- 
resented an epoch in the development 
of the English potteries. As the part- 
ner of Wedgwood, and the employer 
of such apprentices as Spode, Great- 
bach, Edge, Heath, March, and Aaron 
Wood, Thomas Whieldon has assumed 
an almost heroic stature in the an- 
nals of English collector’s lore. The 
first examples of the ware which we 
call majolica appear during this pe- 
riod. For this reason they have be- 
come known as Whieldon. Here is an 
example of drawing so fine a distinc- 
tion as to bring about a misleading 
result. Proper as it may be today for 
a collector to say “this is not majolica 
but Whieldon,” the term itself implies 
nothing more than a general type or 
classification. 

Probably the one form of ware 
which, more than any other, we have 
come to distinguish as Whieldon is 
the Cauliflower pattern. That this 
pattern was made long after the end 
of the Whieldon period is certain, but

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that it was first made by Whieldon 
himself is extremely doubtful. An- 
other confusing element which must 
be considered is that this pattern was 
occasionally, though rarely, made in 
the fine salt-glaze, a form entirely 
different from the product designated 
now as Whieldon Majolica. One of 
Josiah Wedgwood’s own Experiment 
Books, now reposing in the Etruria 
Museum, records his discovery of a 
green glaze to be laid on common 
white or cream color ware. This en- 
try is dated March 23, 1759. Since 
the partnership of Whieldon and 
Wedgwood ended in the opening 
months of that same year it is im- 
probable that any quantity of Cauli- 
flower or Pineapple ware, both of 
which depend entirely upon this green 
glaze, could have been produced under 
the joint sponsorship of these two 
great potters. However, as Wedgwood 
never made any effort to discourage 
the use by other potters of his dis- 
coveries, it is extremely likely that 
almost simultaneously with his first 
production of the new glaze and de- 
sign it was offered by other potters. 
That it reached a point of almost 
universal acceptance we know, and 
that it was continuously made by some 
one or more of the Staffordshire pot- 
ters throughout the period of a hun- 
dred years that ensued, during which 
these majolica-like forms were most 
popular, seems probable. We do know 
that Wedgwood himself stopped pro- 
ducing it in 1769, the year of the 
opening of Etruria. Perhaps that is 
the answer of a great man to those 
who imitate him. Leave the imitators 
to struggle among themselves over the 
thing that lies behind, and strike out 
in new and undeveloped fields. Cer- 
tainly Wedgwood often employed that 
method of meeting competition, but 
whether or not it was conscious we 
do not know. 

In discussing Cauliflower ware, it 
must be remembered that there were 
other patterns which employed the 
same technique and glazes. The Cab- 
bage, Pineapple, and Cauliflower all 
depended to a great extent upon the 
vivid green glaze. 

Majolica-like wares were produced 
then for the following century by the 
Staffordshire potters, but it was not 
until the last half of the nineteenth 
century that the ware was to reach 
the great heights of popularity which 
were destined to make it so common 
as to seem worthless for several dec- 
ades. Many unmarked pieces occur, 
in fact the majority of pieces which

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we can attribute with reasonable as- 
surance to Staffordshire are un- 
marked. These all bear resemblance 
to each other and to the marked 
Wedgwood specimens. However, there 
is a quality which seems destined for- 
ever to set the Wedgwood specimens 
apart from their fellows. The Shell 
and Seaweed pattern is one which 
frequently bears the Wedgwood im- 
print, and which can be dated in 
many cases by the Registry mark, 
placing it very often in the early ’60s. 
It is directly indebted for inspiration 
to the Palissey wares of two cen- 
turies earlier. Tortoise-shell majolica 
often bearing an applied design of 
Hawthorns, a common pattern of the 
last century, is more than indebted 
to the Wedgwood and Whieldon Tor- 
toise-shell pattern in fine salt-glaze. 
Much of the Staffordshire majolica 
can be dated by comparison with the 
Wedgwood product, which in turn it 
is quite easy to date after 1840, when 
it bears the three letter impress of 
the factory lot, maker’s initial, and 
date letter. It is certain that much 
of the colorful majolica is the product 
of the Staffordshire potters, yet for 
the one ware which is marked majo- 
lica by its makers we must turn to 
the United States, where in the same 
last half of the nineteenth century we 
are to find quantities of the ware 
produced. 

In this country the development 
follows quite naturally, and we find 
that not only did many of the pot- 
teries employ English trained work- 
ers, but that in several cases either 
the owners or the management were 
expatriated Englishmen. This typic- 
ally American trait, the bringing here 
of the actual workmen from countries 
from which we were importing, soon 
developed the manufacture of majo- 
lica in this country to a point of great 
production and low prices. Among 
the firms which either produced ma- 
jolica in large quantities for a time, 
or engaged continuously in its pro- 
duction the following are outstanding: 
Mayer Pottery Co., Trenton, N. J.; 
J. S. Taft & Co., Keene, N. H.; Odell 
& Booth Brothers, Tarrytown, N. Y.; 
Faience Manufacturing Co., Green- 
point, L. I.; A. M. Beck, Evansville, 
Ind.; The Chesapeake Pottery Balti- 
more, Md.; Griffen, Smith & Hill, 
Phoenixville, Pa. 

Although all of these firms were 
prominently associated with Ameri- 
can majolica the last two are espe- 
cially notable, the one for the high 
quality its wares attained, and the 
other for the diverse, and large, out- 
put which came from its kilns. 

The Chesapeake Pottery was found- 
ed in 1881, at a time when the de- 
mand for majolica ware was at its 
peak. The works produced several 
lines of pottery, but its initial prod- 
uct, called “Clifton” ware, was simi- 
lar to majolica, except that it had a 
far better body and glaze. Many com- 
petent experts have stated that this 
product is equal in every respect to 
the fine Wedgwood majolica. Like 
the other factories, the Chesapeake 
Pottery ultimately discontinued the 
manufacture of majolica, after a great 
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out put of much cheapened examples 
of the product had glutted the market. 

The best known American majolica 
is that which was made at Phoenix- 
ville, Pa., and which usually bore the 
mark Etruscan Majolica. This pot- 
tery was founded in 1867 as The 
Phoenixville Pottery, Kaolin, and 
Firebrick Company. Within a few 
years this company was succeeded by 
Messrs. Schreiber & Co., whose spe- 
cialty was terra-cotta ornaments in 
the form of stag and boars’ heads for 
the decoration of inns and taverns. 
In 1877 the manufacture of white 
granite ware was undertaken in the 
pottery by a new firm, Messrs. Beer- 
bower & Griffen. Yet another change, 
however, was to occur in the firm 
name before the day of the manu- 
ture of majolica was to arrive. In 
1879 the firm became Griffen, Smith 
and Hill, and in 1880 Etruscan majo- 
lica was added to the output of the 
plant. This new product brought 
such renown to the firm that they 
were soon concentrating upon its pro- 
duction, not to the exclusion of other 
wares, but to the extent of making 
this successful product the chief line. 
Here, again, we find an Englishman 
primarily responsible for the success 
of the manufacture of majolica. The 
firm’s principle designer was an Eng- 
lish artist named Bourne. He de- 
serves credit for the better pieces 
which came from the Phoenixville 
kiln. In searching for inspiration he 
turned often to the classical tradition 
which lay behind this ultimate pro- 
duction of a ware-~-called majolica. 
From Pallissey he borrowed such 
natural forms as a coral, sea-weed, 
shells, and even the dolphin, a form 
which had served artists and design- 
ers throughout the ages. The best of 
the output of this pottery was very 
well modeled and designed, and well- 
colored; the worst waS similar to 
other commercial majolicas, lacking 
distinction, but adhering closely to the 
by then well-established tradition 
which caused much majolica to as- 
sume the form of leaves and other 
natural designs which lent themselves 
to flat, shallow dishes. Nor did 
Bourne hesitate to turn for inspira- 
tion to his late masters, the Staf- 
fordshire potters, for prominent 
among marked Etruscan pieces of 
which we know are examples of the 
Cauliflower pattern. Thus we have 
this one pattern, first made by Josiah 
Wedgwood, in constant production, 
and appearing between 1880 and 1890 
at the Phoenixville pottery in Penn- 
sylvania. The monogram mark G.S.H. 
continued, although Hill? one of the 
firm members, retired and the name 
was again changed, this time to Grif- 
fen Smith & Co. An unfortunate fire 
in 1890 destroyed a major part of the 
pottery, and the production of majo- 
lica was discontinued. From the ten 
years’ output which we have to ex- 
amine, however, it is certain that 
great quantities of the ware were 
produced,. and that most of it was 
above the contemporary American 
standards of quality for such a prod- 
uct. Although it is unlikely that any 
of the Etruscan majolica ever at- 
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tained the standard of the Clifton 
ware of The Chesapeake Pottery, it 
was a good, honest, serviceable ware, 
as is attested by the amount of it 
which remains to us after some fifty 
years. 

Thus we have the enigma of majo- 
lica, a ware which was named after 
a product to which it ultimately bore 
but little resemblance. It was a 
ware of which it must even now be 
said, “so-called majolica,” or “majo- 
lica-like.”’ Here is a situation that is 
created by a few authorities being 
unwilling to recognize as majolica 
anything but the Italian faience of 
the Renaissance period. Perhaps there 
lies our solution. Shall we term the 
original faience and reserve for the 
later the word majolica? It is cer- 
tain that until some distinction is 
made, the inclusion of this later ware 
in comprehensive surveys of the 
world’s pottery will be impossible.—

“SICK” GLASS 

Glass which has a cloudy appear- 
ance is called “sick.” The cloudy sur- 
face is really a succession of tiny 
scales caused by the disintegration 
of the glass. Proof that this is caus- 
ed mostly by medicines, wines and 
acids is shown by the fact decanters, 
jugs, goblets, and wine glasses are 
more often found in this condition 
than the other forms. However at- 
mospheric conditions and moisture 
will likewise affect the glass surface. 
There seems to be no remedy for 
glass in this state.

William Norton to take to Virginia 
four Italians and two servants, with 
their wives and children. By the 
terms of his contract Captain Norton 
was to have exclusive rights to make 
glass in the colony for seven years 
and to share in the profits equally 
with the company. Just how great a 
variety of glass was made under this 
contract is not known. Only one 
thing is certain; like the Egptians of 
old we made beads. 

When the white man first came to 
America he found the Red Man al- 
ready occupying it, and if he wanted 
land he ought to pay for it. The 
colonists had very little to give, but 
they were not long in discovering the 
magic power of that ancient member 
of the glass family—the little glass 
bead; its charm worked on the Red 
Man as it nad worked on the natives 
of many a far country in the past. 
The Indian would part with food, 
furs and vast tracts of land in ex- 
change for the pretty baubles. If the 
savage was satisfied with beads in- 
stead of money, why waste good gold 
on him? So popular with the native 
tribes were these necklaces, and so 
far-reaching was the news of this 
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venture that Indians came long dis- 
tances through the forest in the hope 
of securing a single string. The Ital- 
ian workman knew the value of color 
and variety of form in beads, and 
they made them to suit the demand, 
for gorgeous decoration was what the 
Red Men sought. Some of these beads 
were no larger than a pea, red in 
coloring, and contrasted effectively 
with others melon shaped, of opaque 
white, decorated with grooved lines of 
light green. Others were in various 
shades of blue. A handful of these 
historic beads is treasured in Memo- 
rial Hall at Fairmont Park, Phil- 
adelphia. 

Possibly other things were made in 
the first colonial glass house, but no 


specimens remain to show what kind’ 


of glass was produced. The Italian 
workers soon became discontented and 
homesick, and there was difficulty in 
securing the proper kind of sand; the 
glass house fell into disuse. After 
these first attempts, glass was made 
here and there, but during the cen- 
tury following the Jamestown experi- 
ments, no plant lasted long. One of 
the noteworthy enterprises within this 
period was in Salem, Massachusetts. 
In 1639 a glass house was erected 
here of such size that, together with 
adjoining buildings, it covered thirty 
acres of land. 
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There were many reasons for the 
failure that ended the succession of 
short lived efforts in glass making in 
the early days of this country. The 
transportation of raw materials and 
of manufactured glass was a difficult 
problem; even when roads had_ re- 
placed Indian trails. The business 
could not be carried on at a profit; 
for the roads were rutty, the wagons 
springless, and there was much break- 
age, especially in the spring of the 
year before the frost left the ground. 
Also, it was possible to buy imported 
glass of fine make at prices that com- 
pared well with those charged by the 
native manufacturers for the cruder 
articles they produced. 

As the land became more thickly 
settled, an abundance of sand glass 
was discovered in various parts of the 
country. The lack of skilled workmen 
and the long time required to train 
them for the industry presented a 
serious obstacle, but our ancestors 
were men of strong will; in the field 
of glass making, as in many others, 
they were unwilling to yield to defeat, 
realizing the value of glass in a fast 
developing country. From time to 
time foreign glass makers’ were 
brought over and the work went on, 
the ventures rising and falling like 
the tide until the close of the Revolu- 
tionary War, when it became a settled

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industry and began to progress to the 
present secure place held by America 
in this field. 

America has reason to be proud 
of her glass industry, one of the very 
first industries established in Colonial 
days in the face of great difficulties. 
The history of American Glass is most 
confusing, especially in the beginning 
when little consideration was given to 
preserving records. According to a 
list compiled by N. Hudson Moore 
for Old Glass there were, before 1850, 
over one hundred and _ twenty-five 
glass factories in America that had 
been in operation during this period. 
There are three names that always 
dominate any account of Early Amer- 
ican Glass; Wistar, Stiegel, and the 
Boston and Sandwich Glass Company. 


Wistar Glass and the South Jersey Tradition 

It was in 1739 that the making of 
glass in America may be said to have 
begun in earnest. Casper Wistar was 
born in Germany, came to America at 
the age of twenty-one, and chose the 
business of making the much used 
brass button; this industry flourished 
and he looked about for new fields to 
conquer. He set up a glass factory 
in Salem County, New Jersey; four 
glass-makers were imported from 
Belgium to teach him and his son “all 
the secrets of glass making,” accord- 
ing to their contract. This glass house 
operated continuously for over forty 
years; its influence was widespread 
as workers from this factory left and 
started glass houses of their own. 
This influence, which marks certain 
types of glassware, is The South Jer- 
sey Tradition. The commercial prod- 
ucts of this early factory were win- 
dow glass and bottles, but the “off 
hand” pieces which survived are the 
ones which are highly valued by pre- 
sent day collectors. 

At the end of the working period 
when the liquid glass in the pots ran 
low, there might still be a little left 
over. Possibly there would be several 
pots of varying colors—and it was 
the custom for the owners to consider 
this left over. glass the property of 
the workmen to do with as they 
wished. No longer bound down to 
the production of any specific article, 
the workers let loose their creative 
imagination and made whatever their 
fancy suggested. It might be an 
amusing little cream jug for the 
home table, or it might be some fan- 
tastic knicknack. Some of the char- 
acteristics of Wistar glass is a broad 
base and spreading top, a spiral wind- 
ing of glass thread to make outlines 
of flowers, and the introduction of 
whorls of a contrasting coler into the 
body of the object. 

Stiegel Glass 

Second to the Wistars in time, but 
first in prestige, is the magnificent 
“Baron” Stiegel, whose name suggests 
a variety of beautiful and precious 
glassware. He too was a German who 
came to this country at the age of 
twenty-one. Within two years he had 
married the daughter of a prosperous 
owner of an iron furnace, and soon 
became a partner in the enterprise. 
Soon he began to experiment with 
glass; he went abroad and studied 


the subject thoroughly and brought 
back glass workers of various nation- 
alities, which accounts for the wide 
variety of Stiegel glassware. The 
story of Stiegel reads like a fairy 
tale, except for the unhappy ending, 
when he was jailed for failure to pay 
his debts. The personality of Stiegel 
is well described in a quotation from 
5000 Years of Glass by Frances 
Rogers and Alice Beard: 
“A cloud of dust rises on the dirt road, 
and the quiet of a little village is 
broken by he sharp barking and yelp- 
ing of a pack of hounds that follow 
hard on the heels of dashing outriders. 
Three cannons boom a salute of wel- 
come. They also give notice to all and 
sundry that the master approaches. 
Then both within and without the 
great man’s palatial mansion there is 
clamor and commotion. Cooks rush for 
skillet and saucepan; there is hubbub 
in the kitchen, for a feast must be 
prepared on the instant. Stablemen 
gather to receive the incoming horses. 
Every servant speeds to the task of 
preparation. Even workmen in _ the 
nearby glass factory drop their tools 
and shed their work-stained clothes to 
don uniforms. Then snatching up vio- 
lin, horn, or whatever musical instru- 
ment he favors, each man_ betakes 
himself straight-way to the center of 
this lively scene where he must fiddle 
and toot his best, for there must be 
music and dancing. Friends of the 
master, having heard the invitation of 
the cannon, hasten to put on their 
finest finery and hie them to the im- 
promptu banquet. If the master is in 
a jovial mood—let there be feasting, 
music, dancing and merriment. But if 
his mood is serious, then another type 
of surroundings is sought—. They en- 
ter a stately chamber whose ceiling 
arches like that of a church. There 
are pews and a pulpit. The Baron will 
mount the pulpit and expound the Holy 
Gospels and there will be hymn sing- 
ing, for he is devoutly religious withal.” 
This splendor, and also the Stiegel 
production of glass, lasted only about 
ten years, but his influence has lasted 
even to the present day. War condi- 
tions interfered, and people began to 
resent such pomp in our sober colo- 
nies; he must be a Tory! He became 
ill and was reduced to bitter poverty, 
he died and was buried in an un- 
marked grave; it has been said that 
his true monument. gleams and shines 
in the beauty of such carefully 
guarded pieces of glass as still re- 
main to tell us of his work. His goal 
was to give America the finest of 
glass, and at the height of his pro- 
duction more than a hundred glass 
workers were employed. <A few of 
the characteristics of Stiegel glass are 
delicacy, fragility, small size, and in- 
teresting shapes; the three main types 
of decoration were engraving, enamel, 
and pattern-mold; blue was the fa- 
vorite color used, Bristol Blue became 
very popular. Stiegel glass, unlike 
the South Jersey, was standardized 
to conform to commercial require- 
ments for table and ornamental use. 


Sandwich Glass 

For sixty-three years, from 1825 
to 1888, the Boston and Sandwich 
Glass Company made glassware near 
the little town of Sandwich, Massa- 
chusetts, on Cape Cod Bay; its 
founder was the enterprising Deming 
Jarvis, who had none of the spec- 
tacular characteristics of a Stiegel, 
but he made history for glass; he 
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built the glass works to provide em- 
ployment, and at the height of pro- 
duction as many as five hundred men 
and boys of the village were em- 
ployed for the huge sum of two dol- 
lars a day, “big money” at that time. 
Houses were built which were sold 
on the installment plan, but which 
the workers occupied at once: The 
town of Sandwich prospered because 
of glass; the value of the goods man- 
ufactured each year was over $600,- 
000.00 much of this was exported. 
“In later years the lamps they turned 
out went all over the world; they 
made cruets for various uses and tum- 
blers, at one time five hundred tum- 
blers every five-hour shift, and bottles 
and jars of all sizes,” according to 
Hudson Moore in Old Glass. 


It is erroneous, though quite com- 
mon, to think that only pressed glass 
was made at the Boston and Sand- 
wich glass works; it has been credited 
to be the first to make this product, 
which is not true, as it was made 
even in ancient Egypt. However, the 
method was perfected by Mr. Jarvis 
and his workers; he was also an in- 
ventor, especially of articles for glass- 
makers use. Products of Sandwich 
soon became noted for its great bril- 
liancy and for the clear ringing tone 
when struck, this was because of the 
good quality of material used. Sand- 
wich owes its distinction to the fact 
that it was the first glass house to 
perfect the method of manipulating 
glass by pressure instead of by blow- 
ing. The first tumbler made by this 
process by Sandwich was kept as a 
curiosity for forty-nine years; at the 
Philadelphia Centennial an admiring 
group of spectators saw the proud 
owner take the tumbler from its case, 
hold it up for inspection, then let the 
precious glass slip from his fingers, 
and the first-born Sandwich pressed 
glass was gone forever—a thousand 
glittering fragments lay on the floor. 
One of the interesting pieces made 
by the factory was a bowl designed 
as a gift for Daniel Webster; it re- 
quired six months for the making; it 
is not known what became of it. 


Production of Glass in Eighteenth 
and Nineteenth Centuries 

In America glass making in the 
second half of the eighteenth and the 
first half of the nineteenth centuries 
was almost as widespread, in pro- 
portion to the development of the 
country and to the population, as it 
is today; and when one has men- 
tioned Wistar, Stiegel, and Sandwich 
glass, the ground has by no means 
been covered. Some of the numerous 
glass houses lasted only a short time, 
others ran for many years; glass in 
considerable quantities was turned 
out. It was distributed not only into 
the homes of those who lived near 
the centers of production and distri- 
bution, but went in peddler’s carts to 
the remote places, where housewives 
spent their savings for still more of 
treasured bits of glassware to orna- 
ment the corner cupboard or the sit- 
ting-reom whatnot, or to grace the 
dinner or tea; table on special! oc- 


easions.

EARLY NEW YORK STATE 
GLASS HOUSES 

During the first half of the 19th 
century scores of glass houses sprang 
up throughout New York State. Most 
of them ‘were comparatively short 
lived, yet from these factories excep- 
tional pieces were produced. These 
houses did not make pressed glass, 
but blown glass, the colors of which 
usually were aquamarine, emerald 
green, amber, and blue. 


Lockport Glass Co. 

Lockport was founded on the banks 
of the Barge Canal at a point where 
a series of locks were necessary to 
raise and lower the boats from one 
level to another. In the early 19th 
century this was the stopping-off 
place for the weary traveler journey- 
ing. westward. There he was sure to 
find entertainment and lively times 
among the canalers. Often he tarried 
there, knowing full well that soon he 
would be in the wilderness and all 
merrymaking would be over. 

Quantities of whiskey were con- 
sumed and nearly always the traveler 
carried on a supply. In 1840 four 
men built a glass furnace for the 
purpose of making flasks. They un- 
doubtedly had the pioneer in mind, 
as one of the flasks produced bore 
the words “Traveler’s Companion.” 
The reverse of this bottlereads “Will 
you take a drink?” and “Can a (pic- 
ture of a duck) swim?” I have seen 
this bottle only in aquamarine. 

The rarest bottle made was of 
quart size bearing the profile of 
Washington on each side. The words 
“Lockport Glass Works Co.” are 
found inscribed over Washington’s 
head. These flasks are to be found in 
aquamarine, emerald green and sap-

hire blue. 

Mssrs. Marks, Keep, Hildreth and 
Hitchens were the founders, but the 
first three men sold out to Hitchens 
about fifteen years after the first 
furnace was built. Hitchens employ- 
ed nearly seventy men, which is proof 
ef the success of the _ enterprise. 
Bowls, candlesticks, pitchers, sugar 
bowls, vases, paperweights, sauce 
dishes, etc., were made by the work- 
men. I have never had definite in- 
formation whether these were made 
for extensive commercial distribution 
or as “off-hand” pieces. 

In the latter quarter of the cen- 
tury the factory turned its efforts to 
the making of fruit jars, and ‘at a 
still later date to the making of milk 
bottles. 

Every collector of blown glass 
strives to have at least one piece 
from Lockport and lucky is he ‘who 
has a form in sapphire blue!

In recalling the years of my early 
youth, I remember how ashamed we 
were of the old walnut dresser that 
used to belong to our great grand- 
mother. Today, it is one of my most 
cherished pieces. 

Once you get the antique “craze” 
it is surprising how relatives and 
friends will become interested and 
shower you with something old as 
anniversary gifts. Although I think 
antiques are nicer restored to the 
original, their beauty is not lost in 
modern use.

However, an article found in an old 
copy of Harpers Magazine stated 
that as far back as Aristotle there 
are hints of the camera, and that 
Leonardo Di Vinci is said to have 
had some sort of picture making 
device. My picture shows the mother 
seated beside the sleeping babe in his 
cradle. With the aid of a magnify- 
ing glass the inscription “Shake- 
speare 1564” in old English print can

sat for the painting. The baby’s 
high forehead shows the same like- 
ness in one of Brown’s famous Adult 
Shakespeare picture, No. 24. 

The enlarged picture of Mrs. Tom 
Thumb is a collectors’ item. She is 
seated on a table with her tiny feet 
resting on a high foot stool. How 
well I remember my grandmother 
telling me of her pleasure in meeting 
and talking to Mrs. Thomas Stratton 
(Mrs. Tom Thumb). 

The most interesting thing about 
collecting antiques is the time and 
place of discovery, the many nice 
people with whom one comes in con- 
tact and such surprises as a visit 
from an out of town relative rushing 
in with an old blue glass lamp still 
holding oil; a crippled friend bring- 
ing me two lovely candlesticks; my 
son and daughter seating themselves 
on the living room floor one Christ- 
mas Eve to assemble a swinging 
lamp as a surprise Christmas gift 
for me. The out-of-way places I 
have encountered were each an ad- 
venture in itself. 

Since purchasing an old walnut or- 
gan our living room is transformed 
into a Victorian Parlor. In playing 
and singing the old hyms we find 
peace and contentment as our grand- 
parents did back “in the good old 
days.”

Glass in Industry 

During the second half of the 
Nineteenth century the vogue for cut 
glass caused great industries to be 
built on this one phase of the in- 
dustry. In this same period many 
changes were introduced in the 
methods of manufacture of all sorts 
of glass, which made it possible to 
employ it for many more uses than 
ever before in the history of the 
world. Laboratory methods of test- 
ing, together with modern machinery, 
made it possible to produce glass in 
quantity and variety never before 
possible. The use of glass for in- 
dustrial purposes is most important. 
Shatter proof, light diffusing, heat in- 
tercepting glass, and glass for sci- 
entific instruments are but a few of 
the modern uses of glass. 


Classification of Glass 

There are probably as many recipes 
for making glass as there are for 
making cakes, but certain basic in- 
gredients are essential. These are 
silica, usually in the form of sand, 
and alkalis such as lime, potash, or 
carbonate of soda; it is a chemical 
process whereby the high temperature 
of about 2500° F causes the silica to 
act as a powerful acid, forming a 
salt, which is glass. Accessory in- 
gredients are added according to the 
type of glass desired. There are at 
least three kinds of basic glass which 
are of interest to us; “green” glass, 
used mostly for the production of 
flakes and bottles and, in the early 
days, for window glass; glass of soda 
is of better quality than “green” and 
is used for the production of wares 
which require a better grade of glass 
than bottles; flint, or lead glass, is 
used for making of fine wares. The 
artificial coloring of glass is also a 
matter of chemistry; metallic oxides 
added to the batch produce varied 
results. Black oxide of manganese in 
certain proportions is used to decolor- 
ize the metal, and in other quantities 
produce black and purple; cobalt pro- 
duces blue; copper and iron, greens; 
copper or gold, ruby; tin, white or 
milk glass. Great care is taken in 
the preparation of raw materials, for 
in their natural state they contain 
impurities which spoil the metal in 
the melting. 

Fire and heat are most important 
factors in glass making; it is neces- 
sary to have the right degree of heat 
for the different steps, from melting 
the batch to and through the anneal- 
ing or cooling of the products. The 
melting furnaces and crucibles have 
been perfected through the years, but 
the principles are the same today as 
in the beginning of the industry. 
Formerly only wood was burned, then 
coal, and now gas is used. 


Equipment For Fabricating Glass 

Only at one stage of the chemical 
process, when passing from a liquid 
to a solid, will glass bend to the mak- 
er’s will; the tools: he uses are few 
and simple; only three are essential 
for the glass blower, ‘the blow-pipe, 
the punty rod for holding the object, 


and a tool for shaping. However, 
there are dozens of tools which are 
used in the making of glassware. 
Modern machinery now can eliminate 
the use of hand tools. 
Methods of Making Glass 

Glass articles are classified accord- 
ing to the method of their manufac- 
ture; these are blown glass, molded 
glass, and pressed glass, the last two 
are often confused. Molds are of two 
types, dip molds which are in one 
piece open at the top; and piece molds 
which are made of hinged pieces or 
leaves. Glass may be molded for 
pattern then finished by the off-hand 
technique. There is also a process 
for making the Blown Three Mold 
articles which combines blowing and 
molding. Pressed glass, as we know 
it today, means glass manufactured 
by a mechanical process; the neces- 
sary amount of melted glass is placed 
in the mold, the exact size and shape 
of the finished piece; next it is pressed 
into all parts of the mold with a 
plunger and allowed to harden or set. 
Good pressed glass has much the ap- 
pearance of cut glass. . 

There are several methods used in 
ornamentation of blown and pattern- 
molded glass; the earliest device used 
glass to decorate itself; these noted 
and applied designs were many and 
its generic name has come to be 
“South Jersey Type.” Molded orna- 
mentation is another method of deco- 
rating glass through itself. Extrin- 
sic decoration involves the use of ma- 
terials and techniques foreign to glass 
itself and its making; it includes cut- 
ting, engraving, etching, enameling, 
and gilding. Stiegel seems to have 
made use of most of these methods to 
beautify his glassware. 

Collecting Glass : 

The hobby of collecting old glass in 

this country began in the early nine- 
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teen hundreds; there are now collec- 
tors and collectors. The personal in- 
clination of the collector of antique 
glass may be toward a special classi- 
fication, as salt cellars, old bottles, 
cups, plates, or fragments of stained 
glass windows. The standard of val- 
ues is rarity and demand; both are 
subject to change. If some forgotten 
warehouse, stocked with genuine Stie- 
gel glass were suddenly discovered, 
the fabulous price of this product 
would take a sharp drop. Or if fash- 
ion changed and the vogue for old 
glass were taken by a vogue for old 
tinware, or something else, the market 
value of glass from the collector’s 
standpoint would be lowered. Because 
glass, of all antiques, is the most 
difficulty to identify, the collecting of 
it is the most tricky; unscrupulous 
persons stock up with imitations 
which have been aged by means of 
pumice and sandpaper. 


The Untold Story 


The story of glass is in reality one 
that never been fully told. Mary 
Harrod Northend in American Glass 
says “Glass in its everyday dress is 
so commonplace with us that we 
rarely stop to think of the romance 
inseparably linked with its history. 
Nor do we often consider what life 
might be without this truly marvelous 
substance which gives us dishes for 
our table, lenses for our telescopes 
and microscopes, and insulation for 
our electric fixtures; which is indeed 
the servant of art, science, and gen- 
eral utilities. From the small glass 
objects found in the tombs of the 
Pharaohs to the Plate glass windows, 
or the twenty tons of glass in the 
great ‘eye’ of the Mount Palomar 
observatory, of the twentieth century 
is a long journey but a thrilling one.”

Perhaps the greatest thrill which 
comes to one who is specializing in 
patterned glass is that incomparable 
one which accompanies the revelation 
of new information. Ours is the 
privelege this mouth of announcing 
definite information as to the manu- 
facture of one of the most interesting 
of all listed patterns in pressed glass, 
Jumbo. 

Ruth Webb Lee, in her book, Early 
American Pressed Glass, was able to 
attribute the pattern to the period of 
Ee: Barnum’s mighty seven-ton 
pachyderm, Jumbo. While there would 
have been reasonable belief that this 
attribution of associative values was 
correct without further substantia- 
tion, Mrs. Lee tells us that she found 
an oblong butter dish bearing the 
name Jumbo on his blanket. This, 
and the later discovery of a spoon- 
rack, unique in design among _ pat- 
terned glass spoon containers, offered 
her only clue to the origin of the 
pattern. The device for the housing 
of spoons bears a patent mark which 
Mrs. Lee ,traced and learned to have 
been assigned to one David Barker, 
of Canton, Ohio, who assigned his 


Glass Co. The patent was granted 
on February 23, 1884, Mrs. Lee tells 
us, while we are able to learn from 
the spoon rack itself that the official 
dating of the piece occurred several 
_ later, on the 28rd of Septem- 
er. 

Lacking further knowledge it was 
perfectly reasonable to assume that 
this factory was responsible for the 
production of the glass. Especially 
in view of the apparent scarcity of 
pieces in the pattern, it was natural 
to assume that one house alone was 
responsible for the glass. 

We believe, in view of the newly 
discovered information on the Jumbo 
glass, that this spoon rack was pat- 
ented as a unique device (indeed the 
quotations from the original patent 
application prove as much) and that 
the appearance of the elephant was 
either a deliberate attempt to incor- 
porate a desirable feature of a com- 
petitor’s product in a patented form, 
or an attempt to take advantage of 
the tremendous public interest in this 
much-publicized animal. Probably it 
was a combination of both of these 
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desires that prompted David Barker 
to incorporate in his spoon-rack the 
familiar figure of Jumbo. 

Through the kind offices of Miss 
Mary Johnson, Saugerties, New York, 
we have obtained fresh information 
which throws an entirely new light 
upon this frosted beast, whose color 
and mysterious background have fitted 
him very well for the original Mark 
Twain title The Stolen White Ele- 
phant. Perhaps, in view of this new 
interpretation of the designer’s intent 
when Jumbo was so haughtily en- 
shrined atop the spoon-rack, stolen 
is the better word, but we shall call 
him the lost elephant, as he actually 
has been for a half-century. 


Miss Johnson tells us that her 
mother was taken, as a bride, in the 
year 1881, to the town of Brilliant, 
Ohio. Here resided the family of her 
husband, and it was to meet them 
that she went to the community. 
Formerly the town had been known 
as La Grange, but following the 
establishment there of the plant of 
the Brilliant Glass Co., the name was 
changed to Brilliant. That our read- 
ers may realize the authenticity of 
our source, we digress for a moment 
to point out that Miss Johnson has 
been informed that this industrial 
invasion of the town succeeded in 
changing not only the name but in 
transforming a pretty Ohio river 
village into just another industrial 
town. We mention this as evidence 
of the possession by our informants 
of that rare quality sometimes de- 
cribed as ‘Sense of History.’ Unless 
an informant has many other qualities 
which cause him to be unusually 
trustworthy, this sense of history 
which is constantly occurring about 
one, is an absolute essential, if he is 
to be credited with information about 
the past.

She received from the band of the 
mold-maker himself a covered honey 
dish and plate, a sugar bowl, and a 
spooner in Frosted Cabbage Leaf! 
No longer attributable to Sandwich 
are these pieces, at any rate. Other 
pieces which are known to have come 
from the immediate vicinity will be 
discussed in a later article.

Puerto Rican Stamp 


The special 3c postage stamp 
which is being issued to commem- 
orate the first gubernatorial election 
in the Territory of Puerto Rico, and 
which was placed on sale for the first 
time at San Juan, Puerto Rico, on 
April 27, has a central design depict- 
ing a rural Puerto Rican holding a 
cogwheel, to show industry, and a 
ballot box representing the election 
of the Island’ Governor. The letter- 
ing “First Gubernatorial Election in 
Puerto Rico” appears across the top 
of the stamp in white face Gothic. 
The word ‘Inauguration’ appears 
above the cogwheel in dark Gothic. 
Above the ballot box is “Jan. 2, 
1942”, and on the ballot box appears 
the word “Ballot” im dark Gothic let- 
tering. Across the bottom in a 
shaded panel appears “U. S. Postage” 
in white face Gothic, and in the lower 
left and right hand corners are the 
numerals “3c” in dark modified 
Roman. 

The stamp is special delivery in 
size, 0.84 by 1.44 inches, arranged 
horizontally, printed by the rotary 
process in green, electric eye perfor- 
ated and issued in sheets of 50 sub- 
jects. An initial printing order of 
100,000,000 has been authorized. 

First-day cancellations were serv- 
iced on April 27 by the Postmaster 
at San Juan.

New 6c Alexandria 
Bicentennial Air Maii 


Postmaster General Jessie M. Don- 
aldson has announced the new 6c 
Alexandria Bicentennial Air Mail 
Commemorative Postage Stamp 
which will be placed on sale for the 
first time on May 11 at Alexandria, 
Virginia. 

It will show the Alexandria Seal 
as its central design, and a pair of 
outstretched wings appear from the 
rear of the Seal. To the left of the 
Seal is shown the Carlyle House, the 
home of John Carlyle, one of the 
founders of Alexandria. Gadsby’s 
Tavern, which was frequently used 
as a meeting place by such famous 
people as George Washington and 
John Paul Jones, appears to the 
right of the Seal. The names of these 
two buildings appear just below them 
on an ornamental ribbon. 

A dark panel bearing the wording 
“U. S. Postage — Air Mail” in white 


Gothic lettering forms the top bor- 
der of the stamp. 

The denomination “6c” in dark 
Gothic is centered below this panel 
and directly above the Seal. The 
dates “1749” and ‘1949” appear be- 
low the wings on the left and right, 
respectively. in dark Gothic. The 
bottom border is a dark panel bear- 
ing the white modified Roman letter- 
ing “Alexandria, Virginia, Bicenten- 
nial”, 

The stamp is 0.84 by 1.44 inches in 
dimensions, arrange horizontally, 
with a single line frame. It is print- 
ed by the rotary process, electric-eye 
perforated and issued in sheets of 50. 
An initial printing order of 70,000- 
000 has been authorized. 

Stamp collectors desiring first-day 
cancellations of this stamp may send 
as many as 10 self-addressed enve- 
lopes to the Postmaster at Alexan- 
dria, together with postal note or 
money order remittance to cover the 
cost of the stamps to be affixed.

Bermuda Stamp Auction 
Brings High Prices 

The stamp auction held in Bermuda 
recently by the H. R. Harmer organi- 
zation, New York, on behalf of the 
Marshal of the Prize Court of Ber- 
muda created a furore in the Islands, 
was front-page news for several days, 
and brought over $40,000 against the 
auctioneers’ earlier estimates of $25,- 
000 to $30,000. 

Prices generally were very high, in 
many cases well above New York 
wholesale list quotations. A strong 
representation of New York dealers 
was present. 

The auctions were scheduled for 11 
A. M. each morning and were expected 
to be over around 2:30 P.M. The ex- 
tensive competition, including quite a 
considerable amount from local resi- 
dents, necessitated each day’s selling 
being broken off for a luncheon recess 
and recommenced at 2:15 continuing 
to after 4:30 P.M. 

Before the Harmer party left the 
Islands the stamps purchased by non- 
residents of Bermuda were all crated 
and on board boats for shipment to 
their various destinations. One con- 
signment alone was contained in a 
piano crate, total weight nearly 1000 
pounds en route to Sydney, Australia. 
The whole transaction was on a cash- 
in-advance basis and the Marshall of 
the Prize Court received settlement, 
rather more than 50% in dollars, the 
balance in sterling.

Hinge Removers 

That a warning to the unknowing 
collectors is due. 

We have been reading of “hinge 
removers” of various makes. The ad- 
vertising says plainly “hinge remov- 
ers.” Maybe someone added some 
conversational additions to the in- 
tended use of the liquid. 

Letter, later confirmed by a du- 
plicated fact locally, says “I bought 
some old sheets to which the stamps 
were gummed down. Some _ needed 
ones I attempted to remove with ‘hinge 
remover.’ I spoiled the stamps, the 
colors ran badly (early Russians) and 
some others showed signs, but I caught 
them in time. I do not think there is 
a ‘royal road’ to salvaging old stamps 
that are pasted down. I knew there 
was a warning in the British catalog, 
and in other places as to ‘fugitive’ 
colors, but forgot it in my urgent 
desire to get those needed items off 
the old sheets. Go slowly, if you must 
use something but patience and water, 
do it carefully.” 

The need of care on old pages that 
have stamps attached without hinges, 
or even hinges made at home by the 
use of envelope flaps with gum, is 
evident. If you feel dubious as to 
“fugitive” inks, use the wet blotter 
method from the back, with a weight 
on the face of the stamp, a bit of 
plate glass is best. You can see thru 
the glass and above all, go slowly. 

This reminds, too, of another fact. 
Comment has been made several times 
about fastening cellophane interleaves 
to cover special pages. There was 
sold a few years back a colorless ad- 
hesive. It worked as far as attach- 
ment went, but it stained the paper 
wherever it was placed. The nail 
enamel remover the girls use to take 
off the nice red nail enamel, if it is 
without oil, will remove this "yellowed 
adhesive from your pages. Put a 
thickness of wax paper and a bit of 
blotter under the page. Paint on the

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NUMISMATIC THOUGHTS 


By FRANK C. ROSS 


A Mid-West Bank 
Collection 


The Chase National Bank (New 
York) collection of rare coins is one 
of the most complete collections in 
the world. But the Chase Bank col- 
lection will have to watch its pace, 
for it has a competitor in the coin 
collection of the Sedalia (Mo.) Bank 
and Trust Company. The Sedalia’s 
bank collection is displayed in a solid 
walnut case specially built for it. It 
might be termed an All-American 
collection as most of the specimens 
are of American mintage, metal and 
paper currency from Colonial days 
down to date, with their kinfolks, 
Confederate notes, tokens, and emer- 
gency money. Sedalia, a city of 
about 30,000 people, is the logical 
place for a notable coin collection, 
for it has the proud boast of having 
its name on the Missouri Centennial 
half dollars, 1821-1921, a coveted 
numismatic distinction. Here is hop- 
ing, and predicting, that the Sedalia 
Bank and Trust Company’s rare coin 
collection will in time be to the Mid- 
west what the Chase National Bank 
collection is to pe Kast. :

Bank Notes 


Paper currency is the gentler sex 
of money. Being made of fragile 
material it has to be treated with 
more loving care than coins. Mone- 
tarily it is on a par with hard money, 
but as the author of American His- 
tory it is above par. It is more pic- 
torial. In addition to recording the 
many monetary eras, it portrays 
many epochal events and many per- 
sonages of American history. On old 
bank notes and other paper currency 
are reproductions of many famous 
paintings, and pictures of epochal 
events conceived by the artists pre- 
paring the notes. If the pictures 
shown on all our paper money were 
reproduced in book form with a brief 
history of each event depicted, it

would be a best seller and a most 
valuable book in museums and col- 
leges. Now that the collecting of 
paper currency is becoming so popu- 
lar, there is one phase the collectors 
should be familiar with, the “adver- 
tising” notes, so that the few of them 
left will be preserved. They are rare 
items. Occasionally when rummaging 
family heirloom boxes there is found 
a slip of paper about the size of the 
old large sized notes. On one side it 
appears as a bank note, but on the 
other side is a full page advertise- 
ment of some business concern. To 
the finder, the advertisement brands 
the note as an advertisement canard 
and the “scrap of paper” is thrown 
away. As D. C. Wismer, that grand 
old man of paper currency fame 
said:— “The . advertisement really 
proves the genuineness of the note; 
many of the old bank notes were 
used in this way. They were handed 
out as interesting advertisements, 
and kept by many recipients for a 
period and thrown away and destroy- 
ed, so that notes with advertisements 
on the back are really rare. The 
notes of the River Raisin and Lake 
Erie R. R. Co. of Monroe, Michigan, 
were extensively used in Philadel- 
phia for advertisement, at least ten 
different merchants used them, and 
it is remarkable how few have sur- 
vived.” The notes of the old Drovers 
Bank of St. Joseph, Mo., specimens 
of which I have seen, contain an ad- 
vertisement of a merchant.

The Deseret Bee Hives 


Much has been made over the Cali- 
fornia privately minted gold coins of 
the Gold Rush era, but the Deseret 
Honey Bee of the Utah Mormons has 
been treated as a fifth wheel of pio- 
neer gold coinage, by collectors. Cali- 
fornia privately minted gold coins 
represent only an emergency in the 
pioneer life of a few settlers; Mor- 
mon gold coins represent the birth 
of a new religious sect, and being a 
religious coin it will in time, become 
a world famous with a big premium 
value. They were coined in 1849-1860 
in a mint personally supervised by 
Brigham Young himself. The Mor- 
mon settlement was at first called 
“State of Deseret” (meaning honey 
bee) and afterwards Utah. The bee 
hive is shown on the coins. On al- 


most all the issues the coins have 


the familiar Mormon symbol, clasped 
hands, along with the Mormon slogan 
“Holiness to the Lord.” The clasped 
hands (strength in unity) somewhat 
parallels our E Pluribus Unum, and 
the “Holiness to the Lord” is some- 
what similar to our In God We Trust. 
Most of the coins were under-golded, 
that is, worth less than face value. 
When the Mormon mint ceased oper- 
ations, and regular U. S. coins super- 
ceded the Deseret coins, the Bee 
Hives for some reason, principally no 
doubt because of their short weight, 
made a hasty A.W.O.L., and are now 
very scarce and of high premium 
value. These coins are not just of 
local interest, but of world interest 
because of their representing mone- 
tarily a new religious sect in the 
birthing. There will always continue 
an increasing demand for these 
World Famouses.

Wild Cats 


The Book of Genesis gave the 
snake a bad name, and deceitful per- 
sons to this day are known as 
“snakes in the grass.” A bank in 
Michigan placed a wild cat on its 
currency, and ever since unsound 
undertakings have been known as 
“Wild cats.” The Michigan bank 
failed with a lot of its notes in cir- 
culation, and because of the wild cat 
pictured on them, the notes, and their 
bank of issue, were designated as 
“Wild cats.” Due to lack of confi- 
dence, other Michigan banks failed. 
As a consequence, all unsound banks 
and notes were given the name of 
“wild cats,” a name that has stuck, 
spread and remained. As_ Genesis 
gave the snake a bad name that it has 
been unable to shed, so has numisma- 
tics given the little feline, the wild 
cat of forests, an undeserved 0g- 
nomen. Wild cat notes are remiuders 
of a critical monetary era of Amer- 
ican life, and are much in demand by 
numismatists and museums. One 
thing is sure, the wild cats them- 
selves, are not erecting monuments 
to the memory of the banker who 
placed their —— on his notes.

the case of the collector and his nic- 
kel, he probably will enjoy the coin 
for years, and then when it is time 
to sell it, why the coin probably will 
have appreciated in value to the 
point that it will bring a good rremi- 
um. Yes, sir, everyone should have 
some kind of a hobby. If you do not 
have one now, better start searching! 


LEGENDS 

Every section of the country has 
its own local rumors and legends 
about coins, Troy, N. Y., where I 
live has many, and some are very in- 
teresting! 

Years ago, a bell manufacturer in 
Watervliet, N. Y., contracted to pur- 
chase from the Government all the 
recalled large cents to be made into 
bells. Legend has it that at one 
time over five barrels full of large 
cents were on hand at the place! 
Think what a collector’s heaven they 
would be today; the chance to go 
over all those cents. Too bad they 
are all melted up. They say boys 
used to sneak into the foundry at 
the time and pitch coppers into the 
river! 

Here’s a legend you treasure hun- 
ters might like to follow up! It is a 
traditional story that during the Re- 
volution, a British sloop, full of Eng- 
lish gold guineas, went down some- 
where around Schuylerville, N. 
The guineas were intended to be used 
in payment of the British soldiers. 
To date they have not been found. 
(Probably won’t now, for the river 
would have washed them down 
through all these years, [I think). 

Down Rensellaer, N. Y., way we 
hear of an old store which closed its 
doors in 1815 or thereabouts. Still 
locked up in there, is supposed to be 
a safe, in which there are two large 
bags full of coins taken in over the 
counter before the store closed. 
Reason? The combination of the 
lock was broken and no one ever 
has tried hard to open the safe. If 
it were true, most of these coins 
would be in excellent condition, and 
some would be undoubtedly be worth 
a considerable amount. 


LOCAL COLLECTORS 
What about Troy’s old time coin 
collectors? We know where some of 
their collections have gone, one late 
bank president’s collection is in the 
hands of his son. Another I pur-

chased several years ago. Another 
bank director had his extensive col- 
lection stolen. There must have been 
more. Records of others are com- 
pletely lost and those descendants of 
old time coin collectors might very 
well have a collection in their attic 
of great value, and not realize it. 


Many old timers will remember J. 
Van Allen Kimmey, originally from 
New Jersey and Staten Island, who 
spent his last years in Troy, dealing 
and collecting coins. He always had 
a few unusual pieces in his pocket, 
proof coins carefully wrapped, pat- 
terns not frequently come across. 

He always had with him his 1856 
Flying Eagle cent. He cut an im- 
pressive figure with his goatee — al- 
ways wanted to buy gold dollars but 
never would! All local coin men re- 
gretted his passing. 

Many will remember Mr. Sanford 
and his 1804 silver dollar — cele- 
brated for years, this finally turned 
out to be an altered date. 

The late Henry Colving was re- 
puted to have had one of the most 
celebrated collections in this section. 
His coins were accumulated over a 
period of years, and the _ choicest 
specimens only, were in his collec- 
tion. Rare colonial cents, early 
United States cents, in fact, a com- 
plete set of the United States series. 
The coins were kept in his bank and 
were always available for inspection 
to all. Mr. Colvin did much in Troy 
to further the hobby of coin collect- 
ing. 

The Brand collection was another 
of great repute, started in 1849, Mr. 
Brand made it a business to acquire, 
from that date on, specimens of all 
denominations of all United States 
coins. When proofs were first issued, 
two sets were required for each year, 
complete until 1894! Purchased 
through the known dealers of the 
day, he acquired practically all the 
coins struck by the United States 
from 1793 on and in superb condi- 
tion! 

Undoubtedly, the two above col- 
lections were inspired by the out- 
standing collections that were in 
Albany at the same time, the Dr. 
French collection which ‘was sold at 
Auction in Albany ran up into many 
thousands of dollars and today is 
still referred to for its great rarities. 


Turning our eyes north of Troy an 
old time undertaker used to buy and 
sell coins in Hoosick Falls. His pet 
was foreign silver dollar sized pieces 
and his sales were, for years reflect- 
ed in the kind of collections one 
would find in that section. Ancients, 
colonials and foreign coins were the 
word in this territory. Demand, in 
his day was good for these, too, for 
records show he attained remarkable 
prices for the times. 


Tracing old coin collections as a 
hobby is sometimes very baffling. 
During the days of the collecting, 
undoubtedly the coins were well 
known, but at the time it seems so 
many of these collections were put 
away and forgotten at the death of 
the collector that now, no trace can 
be found. I know of one man who 
traced a collection originally made in 
Albany to a home near Boston,

Mass., and it took him five years to 
do it. 

There was another case where a 
large collection of coins was sold at 
auction at the decease of a collector. 
Certain parts of the collection were 
not sold, as the dealer said they 
were not worth selling, being only 
current cents. They later found out 
that they were proofs, and being 
around forty odd years old brought 
two thousand dollars, for there were 
quantities of them! 

The majority of the old time 
coin collections now have beeh re-dis- 
covered, revalued and in most cases 
disposed of by the original owners. 
A few, still repose in dim corners of 
attics, forgotten for years, and 
awaiting their re-discovery. Prob- 
ably the main reason these remain 
undiscovered is that the owners at 
one time were told they were not of 
value, and still are under that belief, 
not realizing their increased age has 
changed their status tremendously.

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THE COINS OF HOHENZOLLERN 


There are coins of two branches 
of the late princely house of Hohen- 
zollern. The line of Hechingen is re- 
presented in numismatics by the 
crowns of Joseph William, 1750-1798, 
and Herman Frederick Otto, 1798- 
1810. Frederick William IV, 1849- 
1861 issued a double thaler in 1844 
which was “Vereins Munze.” The line 
of Sigmaringen of which Charles was 
head from 1831-1848, issued double 
thalers, half gulden, and the coin 
known as the Hohenzollern kreutzer 
of 1852. All these coins have busts 
of the various princes on the obverse 
and arms and mantle on the reverse. 
They are not rare as few specimens 
have brought more than seven dollars 
at auction. 

Hohenzollern was a province of 
Prussia in the days before the world 
War and the fall of the imperial 
house of the same name. It consisted 
of a narrow strip of land entirely 
surrounded by the territories of Wur- 
temburg and Baden. In 1871, when the 
German empire was _ established, 
Hohenzollern had an area of 453

square miles and a population of 65, 
000. It was divided into the districts 
of Hechingen and Sigmaringen, which 
ranked as mediatised principalities. 

The Hohenzollern family traces its 
descent from Count Thassilo, who 
lived about the beginning of the 9th 
century and who founded a castle 
near echingen, on the Zollern 
heights, whence his descendants de- 
rived their patronymic. About 1165 
the first separation took place, 
Frederick IV. founding the elder or 
Swabian line, and Konrad I. the 
younger or Franconian line. The elder 
line was subdivided in 1576, into the 
branches of Hohenzollern-Hechingen 
and Hohenzollern-Sigmaringen. 

Frederick VI., the representative of 
the younger line, in 1415 received from 
the Emperor Sigismund the investi- 
ture of the electorate of Branden- 
burg, thus founding the dynasty that 
later ruled Prussia as kings and with 
the defeat of France in 1871 became 
the imperial house of a new German 
empire. The two branches of the elder 
line continued unbroken until 1849, 
when, in accordance with a family 
compact formed in 1821, which de- 
clared the king of Prussia chief of 
the joint houses, the reigning princes 
of Hohenzollern - Hechingen and 
Hohenzollern - Sigmaringen ceded 
their respective rights and principali- 
ties to that monarch, who agreed to 
pay an annual pension of 15,000 
thalers to the former, and one of 
25,000 thalers to the latter. The 
princes were to retain their estates 
and bear the title of Highness, but 
were to exercise no act of sovereignity 
such as maintaining an army or to 
coin money and such other preroga- 
tives of a sovereign prince.

CHAPTER I 


Editor's Note: These remarks by Curtis 
Guild on collecting in 1897, offer some 
stimulating thoughts. 


Most of my readers understand 
what the process of extending or 
“extra illustrating” a book means. 
John Hill Burton, in his interesting 
volume “The Book Hunter,” styles 
the extenders or extra illustrators 
“Grangerites,” from the fact that 
the system was not fully developed 
until the publication of “Granger’s 
Biographical History of England,” 
which called for a vast number of 
portraits to illustrate the text of its 
pages. 

“Illustrating a volume,” savs Bur- 
ton, “consists in inserting or binding 
up with it portraits, landscapes, and 
other works of art bearing a refer- 
ence to its contents. The illustrator 
is the very Ishmaelite of collectors— 
his hand is against every man, and 
every man’s hand is against him. He 
destroys unknown quantities of books 
to supply portraits or other illustra- 
tions to a single volume of his own; 
and as it is not only known concern- 
ing any book that he has been at 
work on it, many a common book- 
buyer has cursed him on inspecting 
his own last bargain and finding it 
is deficient in an interesting por- 
trait or two.” 

Burton, after describing the illus- 
trator as “a sort of literary Attila 
or Genghis Khan, who has spread 
terror and ruin around him,” pro- 
poses to show how illustrating is 
done by taking the following piece 
of literature to be illustrated. 

How doth the little busy bee 

Improve each shining hour, 

And gather honey all the day 

From every opening flower! 

“The first thing to be done,” he 
says, “is to collect every engraved 
portrait of the author, Isaac Watts. 
The next, to get hold of any en- 
graving of the house in which Watts 
was born, or houses in which he lived, 
ete. All kinds of engravings of bees, 
attic and other, and of beehives will 
be appropriate, and will be followed 
by portraits of Huber and other 
great writers on bees, and views of 
Mount Hybla and other honey dis- 
tricts,” etc. 

How Portraits Are Gathered 

The illustrator of today who reads 
the above will smile at its many er- 
rors, or fancy that it was either sar- 


casm on the part of the author, or 
that the method must have been 
greatly changed since his time. Few 
illustrators would pursue the ex- 
travagant method above described; a 
single portrait of Watts, a picture of 
his residence, and an engraving of a 
beehive and an autographic letter 
of the author would be amply suf- 
ficient to illustrate the couplet. 
Illustrators or ‘“Grangerites,” do 
not go about mutilating volumes 
that other unsuspecting collectors 
afterwards buy for perfect ones. 
There are a set of dealers who 
purvey for their wants by the pur- 
chasing of old or damaged books, 
odd volumes, magazines and pamph- 
Jets containing portraits, which they 
carefully extract, cleanse, and pre- 
pare for sale. They do, indeed, 
“break up” old volumes of ‘“por- 
traits,” “galleries of portraits,” etc., 
which portraits, sold at retail to dif- 
ferent “Grangerites,’ bring a price 
in the aggregate often double the 
values of the original, stupid, old 
volume, and the plates distributed do 
better service and contribute to fur- 
ther enrich an already interesting 
and valuable volume by being there- 


The Passion of Cellecting 

These dealers in old prints and old 
portraits can be found in all the 
great cities, notably as in London, 
Paris, and New York. Not only do 
they get their merchandise from 
heirs or successors of old publishers, 
old steel or copper plates, and re- 
touch and reproduce them for the 
market. Your true collector and 
illustrator will rarely take such a 
reproduction. Original impressions 
and prints, contemporary with the 
period treated in the work illustrat- 
ed, are sought for and taken in pre- 
ference to others. These dealers 
have reduced their business to such 
a system that portraits of authors, 
poets, actors, artists, generals, or 
divines are kept classified and ready, 
so that the illustrator can be served 
at once with from two to a hundred 
different specimens from which to 
make his selections. 


The Final Product 
The seeking out of rare and curi- 
ous prints and portraits to illustrate 
the text exactly, good line-engrav- 
ings, mezzo-tints, or the graceful old 
Bartolazzi drawings becomes a fas- 
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cinating employment, a passion, to 
the illustrator. Nay, some of the 
cheapest of old scrap prints and car- 
icatures, that have somehow or other 
marvellously escaped destruction and 
floated down to us on the stress of 
time, are comparatively valuable in 
themselves, but put in proper piace 
by the illustrator become of real 
worth as the best possible example 
of the age to which they belonged, 
conveying a meaning or idea that 
could not by other means be obtained. 
Then when a good work is thus illus- 
trated, and swelled from one or two 
to four or six volumes, after it has 
had special title-pages printed and 
has been put into a sumptuous dress 
by some artistic binder, it becomes a 
wonder to the literary man or book- 
lover, and gives a delight to the 
reader that no modern illustrated 
book of today can rival. 

But there is another feature that 
the illustrator of today has added, 
that Burton does not refer to, that 
enhances the interest of the work 
as well as vastly increases its cost, 
and that is the insertion of auto- 
graphic letters of the characters 
mentioned in the text, sometimes the 
very letters mentioned or those bear- 
ing upon the subject in hand. The 
excitement of collecting these refer- 
ences to the subject-matter of a 
book written twenty, thirty, ora 
hundred years after the reference 
themselves and the pleasure of dis- 
covering them in some of the most 
unexpected places lends a zest to the 
pursuit. 

Thus, in illustrating the “Life of 
Washington,” not only are portraits 
of the generals and scenes of the 
battles given, but when the reader 
finds some of the very despatches 
which the great general penned him- 
self, in his tent, the proclamations 
that. were struck off from the 
printing-presses of 1776, or the ac- 
tual autographic letters of the Amer- 
ican and British generals or states- 
men upon their very acts that to- 
day’s historian is describing, then, 
indeed, he feels he is comparing his- 
tory with the original documents, 
and that there can be no money value 
put. upon a good work of that char- 
acter. 

Instead of being an Ishmaelite, 
therefore, as described by Burton, 
the illustrator becomes a_ public 
benefactor: he has raised in value 
and importance many a relic of a 
past age; he has rescued from de- 
struction and preserved for use of 
the future student much that would 
have cost weeks of labor to obtain— 
much, indeed, that it would be impos- 
sible to obtain at any cost. An illus- 
trated “Life of Washington,” such 
as that I refer to, for instance, is an

CHAPTER XV 
What Is It Worth? 

The reader has now reached with 
me the end of our volume, or, rather, 
I may say our volumes, for the field 
we have gone over is occupied bv 
four volumes, which, by the extend- 
ing or extra-illustrating process 
grew out of the one volume presented 
to the writer by his friend, James T. 
Fields. 

In these sketches the reader has 
had described to him in some degree 
the process of extra illustrating; the 
prints and autographs used in that 
process have also been described; and 
moreover, we have had _ pleasant 
“chats” about each one of the “Cele- 
brities.” 

Now, what is all the labor worth, 
and what has the extra illustrator 
to show for all his trouble? may be 
asked. 

Well, first he has had the pleasure 
of gratifying his taste, which to say 
the least, is one calculated to elevate 
and instruct. In seeking for the por- 
traits required, experience soon 
teaches the illustrator how to judge 
of the character of engravings and 
to select proofs of good, sharp, and 
clear impressions, also to get those 
that are contemporaneous with the 
text illustrated, and when portraits 
are referred to in the text to ob- 
tain a copy of the one that is men- 
tioned. Moreover, in the seeking for 
and collection of these portraits or 
autographic letters, the illustrator 
is constantly acquiring facts and in- 
formation respecting the celebrities 
whose pictures he seeks. An evi- 
dence of this is in some degree 
shown in these sketches. 

When finally brought together in 
a perfect whole, the illustrator has 
an unique and valuable volume, with 
literary or historic facts vouched for 
by original documents, that is a 
source of pleasure to himself as well 
as delight to students of literature. 

“But the cost of such work?” asks 
the reader. 

Counting the Cost 


Well, let us examine “Yesterdays 
with Authors.” First, the original 
cost of the book, without illustra- 
tions, was about $2.00. Here are two 
hundred fifty steel portraits and one 
hundred eight original autograph let- 
ters. The portraits cost, say, from ten 


cents up to $1.50 each, but a few of' 


the rarest reaching the latter figure, 
and it is safe to say ten cents is a 
very low average for the cheapest. 
The autograph letters range in price 
from $3.00 to $25.00; comparatively 
few selling at the highest and lowest 
prices. 

There is a regular market price 
for these documents, readily under- 
stood by dealers and collectors, and 
the one hundred and eight in these 
volumes could be extracted and sold 


take the round lot at $3.00 each. The 
cost of binding of the four volumes 
will, of course, depend on what kind 
of a dress the owner decides to put 
his literary treasures into. The one 
we are describing is handsomely 
bound in maroon leather, full gilt, 
with beautiful tooling work upon its 
covers, and, of course, had to be put 
together by expert workmen, care 
being taken that no_ illustrations 
were soiled or misplaced. This work 
cost, I think, $25.00. 

Now then, we have: cost of origi- 
nal copy of the book, $2.00 portraits, 
say $38.00; autographs, $325.00; in- 
laying and preparing autographs 
and plates to fit, say, $10.00; bind- 
ing, $25.00; a total of $400.00. Looks 
large for an illustrated work in four 
volumes, crown 8vo, does it not? But 
then, so does $1,000.00 for a very 
small oil painting, $60.00 a dozen for 
choice brands of wine, or $5,000 for a. 
fast trotter; and yet those who pay 
these prices think they have the 
worth of their money in the gratifi- 
cation each of his particular hobby, 
and it is well, perhaps, that all 
tastes are not alike. 

Of course, the question may arise 
whether the extra illustrator, in the 
production of the valuable volumes 
of which he is the happy possessor, 
pays too dearly for his intellectual 
amusement; in which case it may be 
said that there are those who ex- 
pend much larger amounts for their 
own recreation and amusement, in a 
different manner, who have much 
less to show for the expenditure.

S. Truman, his fellow Missourian. He 
has read everything that Mark Twain 
wrote several times over, and often 
quotes from his writings. And Mr. 
Truman has made several pilgrimages 
to Hannibal, the boyhood home of 
Mark Twain. 

In one of the few speeches made 
during the short period that he oc- 
cupied the office of the Vice-presi- 
dency, Truman said at Jefferson City 
on February 22, 1945:

the literary genius of Sam Clemens, 
but rather to the wholesome type of 
Americans he portrayed so under- 
standingly. They are our people and 
our lives. [ feel that his healthy 
American characters, with their tol- 
erance, energy and ambitions, really 
represent the citizens of our State— 
frank, industrious, and sympathetic, 
but above all, Americans! 

“While intolerance is running ram- 
pant throughout the world, we need 
more friendly people, like those who 
grew sc naturally out of the mind of 
Mark Twain, that kindly humorist 
from Hannibal, to guide us back to 
basic principles.” 

And in a little later in the same 
speech he continued: 

“No. matter how grave the post-war 
problems and—yes—our sense of hu- 
mor, will see us through to victory. 
Like the living characters of Mark 
Twain, we shall continue to do our 
job with characteristic American en- 
ergy and enthusiasm.” 

Truman might be said to have been 
raised on Mark Twain’s writings. He 
once wrote me, 

“T learned to read when I was about 
four years old and from then on read 
everything I could get my hands on— 
histories and encyclopedias and every- 
thing else. 

“Before I was twelve years old, I 
had read everything Mark Twain had 
published up to that time. I have the 
purported complete set of his works 
and a lot of other publications of 
articles which have never been in- 
cluded in his books.” 


Speaking in the Senate on April 
21st, 1944, Senator Truman said: 

“Mr. President, today marks the 
thirty-fourth anniversary of the death 
of Samuel L. Clemens, better known 
as Mark Twain, who was a native of 
my state, having lived in Hannibal. 

“Mark Twain was the greatest hu- 
morist in the world, who made the 
world happier by living in it. His 
keen observations will live forever.” 

And in the postscript of one of his 
recent letters to me, President Tru- 
man wrote, 

“T am still telling Mark Twain 
stories.” 

Although the Truman desk at the 
White House does not have nearly 
as many things on it as that of the 
late Franklin D. Roosevelt, it does 
contain a framed facsimile of one of 
Mark Twain’s most famous sayings, 

“ALWAYS BE GOOD: THIS WILL 
GRATIFY SOME PEOPLE AND 
ASTONISH THE REST.” 

And in a speech not long since, 
President Truman quoted Mark 
Twain’s saying on statesmen: 

“If we had less statesmanship, we 
could get along with fewer battle- 


ships.”

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INDIAN BASKETRY 


By CHARLES MILES 


How does one set his feet on the 
right path in basket collecting? It 
must be apparent that it lies in his 
helping himself. To do this a few 
simple suggestions should heip him 
to get to the point where he can ccn- 
tinue by himself. 

I. Obtain and spend some time 
studying O. T. Mason’s study of 
primitive American basketry in ihe 
1902 report of the National Museum. 
This not only covers the subject ex- 
tensively and logically, but presents 
an adequate number of illustrative 
drawings and photographs, manv in 
color. 

2. After learning some of the 
primary terms used in talking about 
basketry and grasping some of the 
essential facts the prospective col- 
lector can turn to other general and 
special writings. Among these are 
some of the leaflets published by the 
Denver Art Museum. These are ex- 
pertly condensed. But the reader 
must keep in mind that they are 
published from the point of view 
of an art museum and tend to un- 
derplay the utility side of basketry, 
especially in illustrations. He must 
not be misled into the common im- 
pression that the Indians’ production 
of basketry was aesthetic rather than 
utilitarian. 

38. Obtain a few cheap specimens, 
even broken ones, and relate their 


actuality to what is written in the 
books and leaflets. In this process 
broken baskets of little or no value 
are perhaps a little better than whole 
specimens because the student can 
handle them freely, even pull them 
apart, to inform himself about con- 
struction. 

4, At this point the student can 
visit a museum and begin identifica- 
tion of the specimens there displayed. 

All this will in a reasonably short 
time provide a sound basis on which 
to begin collecting. This should di- 
rect itself at first to the assembling 
of smali and definite groups. Pos- 
session of one or more groups that 
give a sense of completeness will 
give the collector assurance, satis- 
faction, and a clear view toward 
future collecting. 

How small can such a group be? 

It can begin with two. There are 
many groups that can tell much with- 
in a dozen’. basketry' specimens; 
many that will make a whole ex- 
hibit of a phase of basketry within 
twenty specimens; and a hundred ex- 
amples can display ail of the essen- 
tials. 

Here are some groups that shouid 
be fairly easy to assemble: 

I. Uses for basketry (8 baskets) 


Mason cites more than a dozen 
broad divisions of primitive life 
in which basketry played a role 
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and lists more than a hundred 
uses in detail. Of these uses 
many of course can be shown, 
but eight will suffice to show the 
variety that is not as a rule 
brought out in the average mu- 
seum exhibit. A suggested selec- 
tion might include a burden bas- 
ket, a papoose carrier, a cap, an 
ornamental basket, a cooking 
basket, a mortar hopper, a seed 
fan, and a mat. 
. Methods of construction (2-4 
baskets) 

The two chief forms of con- 
struction are coiled and woven. 
The woven is of three major 
types — wicker, twined, and 
checker, | (Mason makes five ad- 
ding twilled and wrapped.) 

. Ethnic Divisions (Western) 

(4 baskets) 

There seem to be four major 
divisions; Alaska, Columbia- 
Fraser River Basins, California, 
and Interior Basins (Nevada and 
the Great Southwest.) There are 
a number of types of basketry 
suitable to represent each of 
these divisions. A suggestion is 
a cylindrical Tlinkit, an imbri- 
cated container, a conical burden 
basket, and a_ basketry water 
bottle. 

GROUP A 

This is not an organized collection, 
but does present 19 specimens of basket- 
ry from various basketry centers on the 
Pacific Coast: top row, Washoe (Neva- 
da) food bowl, Hupa (California) tobac- 
co holder, Pomo (California) nut basket, 
Paiute (Nevada) seed beater; second 
row, Mission (California) tray with Cali- 
fornia palm tree design, Tlinkit (Alas- 
ka) rattle lid trinket basket, Hat Creek 
(California) gambling tray; third row, 
Pomo (California) gift basket (above), 
Wasco (Oregon) sally bag (below), Tlin- 
kit (Alaska) basket jar, Tlinket (Alas- 
ka) picture basket, Attu (Aleutian Is- 
lands) wallet (above), Makah (Washing- 
ton) trinket basket (below), Eskimo 
(Alaska) work baskets; Klamath (Ore- 
gon) hai, Yurok (California)) cap, Pai- 
ute (Nevada) water bottle, Upper Che- 
halis (Washington) picture basket.

There may be some initial difficul- 
ty in obtaining specimens. As 
dealers have found it difficult to sell 
basketry they naturally hesitate to 
stock it. But as a demand develops 
and the dealers can meet a capacity 
to pay, there should be as much 
chance of basketry being obtained in 
the general market as there is for 
other primitive articles. Then there 
are the usual adventures in luck and 
“happenstance” through which a 
collector may take in specimens, 
some to keep and others to trade. 
It will not take many baskets, as 
should be clear now, to make group 


collections. These can be expanded

We quote from the 
report of the find: “Children of an- 
cient Indians had toy dishes to play 
house even as today. Proof came 
from excavations of an Indian village 
site, estimated to have existed before 
Columbus discovered America, com- 
pleted near St. Charles, Mo., by 
Carl H. Chapman, director of Amer- 
ican Archaeology, and a field party 
from the University of Missouri. A- 
mong artifacts uncovered were two 
unbroken toy water jugs, obviously 
made by a native mother skilled in 
making more practical clay vessels. 
The field party was made when en- 
gineers, repairing a levee cut by Mis- 
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sissippi River flood waters, excavated 
into what appeared to be an old In- 
dian site. ... The site was an old one. 
Four different floor levels were un- 
covered, with indications that years 
might have elapsed between the de- 
struction of one house and erecting 
another on the same site. The oldest 
floor was six feet under ground, and 
the newest was covered by three feet 
of dirt . . . Pottery was among the 
best made by Indians of North Am- 
erica, and was distinctive though in- 
cised lines and fabric impressions on 
the wet clay. Effigies of birds, an- 
imals and people were located .. - 
the mound was thirty-five feet above 
the surrounding ground, and had a 
ramp leading from base to the top.”

The Smithsonian Institution re- 
cently issued a publication entitled: 
“Prehistory and the Missouri Valley 
Development Program,” which in 
fact is a “Summary Report on the 
Missouri River Basin Archaeological 
Survey in 1927,” by Waldo R. Wedel, 
and which _ includes _ preliminary 
archaeological investigations on sites 
to be inundated by the damming 
projects on feeder streams of the 
Missouri River in the following 
states: Colorado, Kansas, Montana, 
Nebraska, North Dakota, South Da- 
kota and Wyoming. The report 
tersely states that “by the end of the 
calendar year, nearly 50,000 sneci- 
mens had been cleaned, catalogued 
and stored. These represent 580 
sites in 44 reservoir areas scattered 
over 7 states.” We quote a couple 
of paragraphs from the concluding 
remarks of Mr. Wedel: “ ... Note- 
worthy is the fact that the sampling 
technique necessarily imposed on the 
River Basin Surveys program thus 
far is producing an impressive mass 
of information from widely scattered 
localities in the Missouri River 
watershed. Operating through 1947 
mainly on the first, or reconnais- 
sance phase of the salvage work, 
we now have spot-check data on the 
archaeological resources of approxi- 
mately 50 localities, each of restrict- 
ed areal extent. In each localit 
where remains have been foun 
there are indications of aborigi 
occupations of diverse character; and 
frequently these, when appraised in 
the light of what is known for the 
general area, also give clues to the 
succession of native occunations. 
When these various now separate bits 
of information will have been prop- 
erly classified. and fitted into their 
appropriate place in the over-all 
picture, definite conclusions may be 
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expected to result ... In retrospect, 
it is scarcely necessary to reiterate 
that the surveys to date have gather- 
ed in a great quantity of useful ar- 
chaeological and human _ ecological 
information for many sections of the 
Missouri River Basin that will be di- 
rectly affected by the water-control 
program. By comparison with the re- 
turns that might be realized through 
detailed excavations following up the 
leads now at hand, the salvage task 
has just begun. It has barely touched 
some of the potentially richest sec- 
tions of Missouri Valley.”

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WEST VIRGINIA CAMPING GROUNDS 


An archeological survey of the area 
which might be considered as the 
“Mason- Dixon” Line of the eastern 
Indians— the approximate border be- 
tween the Iroquois and their affiliat- 
ed tribes on the north and the Chero- 
kee to the south—was completed a 
few months ago by a Smithsonian 
Institution archeologist. 

This area, encompassing the New 
River Valley of West Virginia, is 
one of the most important gaps 
through the Appalachians and was a 
frequent route of travel for the In- 
dians. The Ohio branch of the “Great 
Indian Warpath” passed through the 
valley, which was the north-south link 
between the Ohio River and the Shen- 
andoah and Tennessee Valleys to the 
south. The Iroquois traveled this 
route in their raids on their southern 
enemies, the Catawbas. The Mone- 
ton Indians, a Siouan tribe, were liv- 
ing in the vicinity of New River in 
1671. Little is known about them, 
however, and it is not likely that they 
tarried there long, because they un- 
doubtedly were subjected to pressure 
from other tribes and from the en- 
croaching Colonial settlements far- 
ther east. 

Much of this region, for a distance 
of 35 river miles between Hinton, W. 
Va., and Narrows, Va., is being flooded 
by the Bluestone Reservoir, a Corps 
of Engineers project. The district 
has been almost unknown archeolog- 
ically, and the recent survey was 
made in an effort to save as much of 
the Indian and early Colonial history 
as possible before the flooding of the 
area. Ralph S. Solecki, of the River 
Basin Surveys staff, Smithsonian In- 
stitution, carried on the work as a co- 
operative project of the Smithsonian, 
the National Park Service, and the 
Corps of Engineers, Department of 
the Army. 

Solecki found 42 Indian sites in the 
reservoir area. They consisted of 
village and camp remains, several 
earth and rock mounds, rock shelters, 
and the locations of four forts built 
by white settlers. These forts were 
erected in the early 1770’s and played 
a part in the border warfare of the 
period, particularly Dunmore’s War, 
which culminated in the decisive bat- 
tle at Point Pleasant, W. Va. 

Several of the larger Indian sites 
located on a stretch of fertile flood 
land called Crumps Bottom, not far 
distant from three of the settlers’ 
forts, indicate that they contain valu- 
able information about the arts, in- 
dustries, and mode of life of their 
former inhabitants, and it is hoped 
that more extensive excavations can 
be carried on there. The most signi- 
ficant remains, however, proved to be 
in a rock shelter on the periphery of 
the reservoir basin. The deposits on 
the floor of this shelter have a depth 
of 5 feet and appear to contain a 
sequence of materials extending over 
a period of approximately 2,000 years. 
Various stages in the growth of the 
aboriginal culture from about the be- 


ginning of the Christian Era down 
to Colonial times are represented. 
Test digging produced materials and 
information which should provide the 
outline for a long period of pre-Co- 
lumbian history, including that of the 
Moneton, in the East. More digging 
is needed, however, to fill in details 
in the story. 

Solecki also surveyed the proposed 
West Fork Reservoir Basin on the 
West Fort River, a branch of the 
Monongahela, in the north-central 
part of West Virginia. The remains 
of 14 small camps of Indian origin 
were found there. This region is 
known to have been occupied during 
the. early .1700’s by the Delawares, 
Mingoes, and Shawnees, and excava- 
tion of the sites probably will throw 
considerable light on some of the 
customs and habits of those tribes.

The Krnka Family of Firearms Inventors 


Some day after the full and com- 
plete story of the Krnka’s is known, 
they will occupy a more prominent 
place in firearms history. With the 
meagre information as at present we 
can but touch on the work on these 
three men whose lives embrace the 
transition period from muzzle-loaders 
to full automatic weapons. 


Sylvester Krnka was born in 
Wolin (Volyne), a town in eastern 
Bohemia, probably not much sooner 
than 1829. Nothing is known of his 
early life and the first mention 
found concerning him is for the date 
1849 when it is known he offered a 
device for converting muzzle-loading 
rifles to breech-loaders to the com- 
mandant of the Prague garrison for 
testing and possible acceptance. In a 
brochure written by himself at the 
time he asserted his claim to the 
device and explained its purpose. 

In the early 1860’s he again offered 
the device to Austrian authorities, 
this time, however, a competitive 
piece was present with the name 
Barth-Hohenbruck; the first half of

which stood for the inventor Barth 
of Vienna, the second half of which 
stood for Baron Hohenbruck, the 
sponsor: This latter piece, considered 
by both the Austrian and Saxon 
armies was offered in 1867 and 
differed but slightly from the Krnka, 
the chief difference being that the 
former had a breech-block of bronze, 
that of Barth being of iron. We know 
that the Barth-Hohenbruck was defi- 
nitely rejected by the Austrian au- 
thorities but do not have similar 
evidence that the Krnka received like 
treatment. 


With millions of muzzle-loaders on 
hand, with intermittent wars and with 
the breech-loader here to stay, the 
powers of Europe sought some means 
of keeping abreast of the latest de- 
velopments without breaking their 
treasuries. With breechloaders chang- 
ing and improving almost daily no 
power could afford to follow the pace, 
and means were sought to use avail- 
able weapons; utilizing some conver- 
sion. Numerous devices were offered 
and with the low-pressure black 
powder of the day it was relatively 
easy to design systems once the basic 
ideas had been put across. Briefly, all 
that was necessary was to cut off the 
breech-end of the barrel, thread it, 
alter the stock slightly and screw on 
the breech-mechanism. Inventors all 
over the world worked on devices and 
some, such as Krnka, Barth Snider, 
Wanz]l and others were successful. The 
Krnka was adopted by the Russian 
Army 1869 and saw service in the 
Russo-Turkish wars of a few years 
later. 

Essentially the Krnka alteration 
was a simple latch arrangement not 
unlike the Snider in appearance. A 
simple lever which was kicked back 
by the opening motion of the latch 
breech provided ample cartridge ex- 
traction. It was because of its sim- 
licity and the appearance of the brass 
cartridge a few years earlier that it 
fared so well ... and had numerous 
contemporaries as a result. Rifles 
bearing the breech-mechanism are 
often referred to as “Krnka Rifles” 
though he had nothing to do with 
their manufacture other than the 
breech; the fact is that there are many 
different types of “Krnkas” since the 
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system was adapted to various cali- 
bers, makes, etc. Russian calibers of 
the time varied but known specimens 
were about in the neighborhood of .60 
63 inch. Though a cartridge has never 
been seen it must have been quite 
enormous, and even more unusual 
when it is considered that it was 
center-fire. 

The rifle was put to good use 
for a few years but in the Russo- 
Turkish war of 1877-8 its range of 
1500 yards and comparatively poor 
accuracy were outmatched by the 
various breech-loaders of the Turks 
who were using such items as the 
Peabody-Martini and Winchester 
Model 66, which had been sold them 
by American menufacturers. A ram- 
part gun, said to have had an action 
similar to the Krnka, was adopted

by the Russian government in 1876 
and was of 20.8mm caliber. Krnka 
also invented a simple holder for ten 
cartridges to be attached to the side 
of single shot rifles (such as the 
Berdan II) to provide easy access to 
them and speed firing. The holder 
had something of a semi-circular ap- 
pearance and held the cartridges in a 
single row, all pointing the same way. 
It is known that this device was used 
by both Russia and Bulgaria and used 
by the former in battle against the 
Turks. 

Carl Krnka, the son of Sylvester, 
was born in 1858 in Gross-Wardein. 
His education was quite extensive and 
at 18 he started working in Th. 
Sederl’s Arms Factory in Kaiser- 
Ebersdorf near Vienna. He designed 
a single-shot bolt action which looked 
much like the Mauser Single Shot of 
1870 and around 1887 another which 
looked much like the Mannlicher M. 
1886 (1). This action was a straight- 
pull bolt of a type that was much used 
by the Austrians as late as W. W. II. 
While at the Sederl firm he designed 
also a magazine rifle on what is known 
as the “System Krnka and Sederl.” 
Krnka also experimented with various 
attempts at making semi-automatic 
rifles out of current bolt actions by 
means of gas pistons which were so 
connected as to operate the bolts. He 
also worked with a G. Krnka (broth- 
er?) and Roth in designing and modi- 
fying some of the the Roth designs; 
particularly those prior. to 1907. A 
list of patents issued to Roth and 
Krnka while they_ were living in 
Vienna and granted by the British 
Patent office are as follows:

The listing of K. Krnka is just another 
one of those odd cases. No information 
is available on him though he may pos- 
sibly be Carl, inasmuch as many Europe- 
an countries use the letter K where we 
use the letter C.

THE JAPANESE SWORD 


The clever Japanese, light of weight 
and small of stature, never made cum- 
bersome armor heavy enough to with- 
stand direct hits. Their helmets were 
grotesque for psychological effect and 
their defense was light to facilitate 
jiu-jitsu activity. They designed to 
dodge the missiles and to: wield their 
offensive weapons effectively before 
their enemy found time to strike. 

How significant that the medieval 
Japanese sword is still the world’s 
most efficient cutting weapon. Their 
controlled cementation hardening proc- 
ess is today perhaps the only “lost 
art” in metallurgy; and despite the 
traditional Toledo blade and the Dam- 
ascus sword of “watered steel,” the 
Japanese sword with its “glass hard” 
(Brinell 650, Rockwell 65, scleroscope 
88) edge and its tough back (Brinell 
200, Rockwell 20, scleroscope 30) still 
stands supreme. The classic age of 
Japanese sword-smithing dates from 
the fourteenth century with Akihio to 
Hidekuni, master of the Olsuki School 
in the nineteenth century, the end of 
feudal rule in Japan. The sword, 
formerly the companion of the fight- 
ing warriors, became the formal and 
ornate relic of the scholarly samurai, 
worn at court ceremonials and pre- 
served as a badge of family distinc- 
tion and honorable ancestry. 

But sixty years ago the Japanese 
government forbade the wearing of 
swords on the street, thus terminat- 
ing this picturesque national custom 
of carrying the proper sword and 
dagger, equipped with the guards 
decreed for each season’s ceremonial 
function. Every samurai was equip- 
ped with scores of these artistic iron 
tsubas, which today gladden the 
hearts of collectors. The unique art 
designs and craftsmanship of these 
jewels are outstanding and their clas- 
sification fills many volumes. If these 
beautiful sword furnishings were as 
rare as Toledo blades instead of as 
common as costume jewelry, their 
market value would rise a hundred- 
fold; but at present market prices, 
the eighteenth-century artists who de- 
signed and wrought these steel medal-

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tractions. As you go from the side 
show tent, you enter the menagerie 
tent which is complete with all the 
animals just like the big circus. In 
the Big Top you can see the Flying 
Zacchinis in the world-renowned 
trapeze act, the Bushbaum. Liberty 
Horses, Adele Nelson and her trained 
elephants, the Loyal’s Dogs, and 
Terrell Jacobs with his famous wild 
animal show. The complete circus 
parade is there, too. In fact, there is 
even a boy trying to sneak under the 
tent with a circus roustabout in the 
act of catching him. 

This is thought to be the biggest 
and most realistic miniature circus 
in the world. There is a horse tent 
full of horses of all shapes and sizes, 
a blacksmith tent, dressing tent, the 
“pad” tent where the performers 
dress, the cook wagon and the dining 
tent. It even contains the hospital, 
Barbers’ and bosses’ tents, an Indian 
village and a Wild West show.

“There are half a million pieces, 100 
lights and a mile of wiring in this 
show”, he explained. “If you put all 
the circus animals and performers 
in a line, this miniature parade 
would be longer than a city block.” 
At one time Mr. Weber was associat- 
ed with the original Terrell Jacobs, 
who was Ringling Brother’s wild ani- 
mal trainer for 11 years. 

Mr. Weber started his hobby of 
making replicas of circus wagons 
during his 35 years of service as 
general round-house foreman for the 
Milwaukee and St. Paul Railroad. 
He has an extensive home work shop 
containing 13 different machines. As 
a member of the Circus Model 
Builders and Owners Association of 
America, he is in a unique position 
to answer any questions about circus 
lore as he explains his circus.

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ATOMIC ENERGY AND 
NATURAL HISTORY 


An atomic bomb may make only a 
slight permanent scar on the face of 
life in its lower forms. 

This is discussed in a report by Dr. 
Leonard P. Schultz, Curator of Fishes 
of the U. S. National Museum, in the 
latest Report of the Smithsonian In- 
stitution, which contains 18 articles 
on recent developments in science. 

Revisiting the Bikini Atoll a year 
after the dropping of the bombs, Dr. 
Schultz found the prolific life of the 
sea going on essentially as if nothing 
had happened. The same species of 
fish and other marine organisms were 
found in about the same abundance 
as before. There appeared to be no 
change in ways of life or any notice- 
able decline in vigor. 

Doubtless many millions of individ- 
uals were killed, but there was slight, 
if any, effect on races. It must be 
understood, Dr. Schultz says, that 
lower forms of animal life probably 
are less sensitive to destructive ra- 
diations than man and the higher 
mammals. 

There may have been profound 
genetic effects on the surviving or- 
ganisms. These, however, would not 
make their appearance for several 
generations in sufficient degree to be 
measured. 

The Smithsonian Annual Report 
contains articles both by its own staff 
and by outside experts, on subjects 
ranging from the anthropology of the 
people of Okinawa, now American 
charges, to the possibility of mollusk- 
carried diseases which are common In 
the Far East getting a foothold in 
the United States. 

Race, per se, has had little to do 
with the origins and growth of hv- 
man civilization, according to a paper 
by Dr. John R. Swanton of the Bureau 
of American Ethnology. Three of

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the world’s major civilizations, he ex- 
plains, have arisen among dark, nar- 
row-headed whites—the so-called Me- 
diterraneans of the Near East. But 
in all of them, particularly that of 
Egypt, there were mixtures of lighter 
white races and negroids. The two 
other primary centers, those of China 
and America, arose among members 
of the race usually classed as “yellow.” 
Only the ultra-whites and ultra-blacks, 
he points out, did not develop primary 
centers of culture, although they were 
in contact with them and doubtless 
made considerable contributions. 

A more significant factor, Dr. Swan- 
ton believes, is location. All the civi- 
lizations have arisen in areas con- 
taining heterogeneous populations or 
close to areas of divergent cultures. 
The Near East center is the best case 
in point. It is close to the focus from 
which the three great races of man- 
kind—black, white, and yellow—di- 
verge. It also marks a division point 
between three major groups of land 
animals—those of Africa, southern 
Asia, and northern Asia and Europe. 

Dr. Swanton postulates that it may 
be relatively close to the original home 
of the human race. 

Bats long preceded man in the per- 
fection of echo sounding devices, their 
major reliance for flying in the dark 
and for locating their prey, according 
to a paper by Dr. Brian Vesey-Fitz- 
gerald, British naturalist. They con- 
stantly emit squeaks with a vibration 
range between 25,000 and 75,000 a 
second, mostly above the limit of hu- 
man hearing. They are extremely 
sensitive to the echoes—so much so 
that are able to judge the location of 
objects in their paths within a frac- 
tion of an inch on the darkest night 
or when they have been blinded. 

Theories of the origin of the latest 
major geographical feature of the 
earth to be recognized—the so-called 
guyots, or drowned islands—are pre- 
sented by Dr. H. H. Hess of Prince- 
ton. These curious flat-topped peaks, 
whose summits average a little less 
than a mile below the surface, have 
been found scattered over millions of 
square miles of the Pacific. In some 
cases they underlie coral atolls, evi- 
dently forming the base upon which 
these have been built. 

There is, as yet, no entirely ade- 
quate explanation of their origin, Dr. 
Hess says. He advances the thesis, 
however, that they originally were 
voleanic peaks of the Cambrian and 
pre-Cambrian periods of geological 
history. The Cambrian was about 
500,000,000 years ago when life, in- 
cluding the corals, was just starting 
on earth. 

Through the intervening milleniums 
the sea bottom has sunk, due to the 
accumulating weight of deposits 
washed in from the land. These also 
have raised the level of the water. 
Calculations show that these two fac- 
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tors just about account for the pre- 
sent depth of the guyots. 

A new “continent” in the world of 
chemistry has been discovered in the 
silicones which seem to lie between 
organic and inorganic materials and 
to share some of the properties of 
both, according to a paper by Dr. S. 
L. Bass of the Dow Corning Corpora- 
tion of Midland, Mich., which has 
taken a prominent part in developing 
this field. Among the developments, 
Dr. Bass says, is a special type of 
rubber derived from sand.

A large collection of South Amer- 
ica’s fantastic frogs, including several 
varieties of nest builders, has just. 
been received by the Smithsonian In- 
stitution. 

Among the Peruvian specimens 
from Mr. George Rozanski are tree 
frogs of the genus Phyllomedusa, 
which build nests with a bubble-like 
secretion on leaves overhanging stag- 
nant water. In this nest the eggs are 
placed. The object is to protect them 
from fish, their natural enemies. 
When the tadpoles hatch they nibble 
their way through the bubbly secre- 
tion and fall into the water, their nat- 
ural habitat, where they undergo the 
necessary metamorphosis into frogs. 

A collection from Brazil, made by 
Mr. Paulo Vanzolini, contains speci- 
mens of the so-called “tin-pan frog,” 
noisiest of the amphibian family, 
which makes nights hideous with its 
uproar. Its voice sounds very much 
like someone beating on a tin pan. 
This amphibian also is a nest builder. 
It builds a circular mud nest at the 
edge of a stream, where eggs are laid 
and tadpoles hatched. The waters ris- 
ing after a rain wash away the mud 
walls and release the tadpoles. 

The Brazilian collection includes ap- 
proximately 375 specimens. They will 
be studied and classified by Dr. Doris 
M. Cochran of the Smithsonian staff, 
who is at work on an inclusive mono- 
graph of the frogs of southeastern 
Brazil.

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THREE NEW IDEAS FOR COLLECTORS 


By PAUL TRITENBACH

Post card collectors are always 
looking for new features in other 
collections that they might use in 
their own. The Tritenbach brothers’ 
collection has three unusual angles 
that should appeal to curious delti- 
ologists. 

Collectors everywhere have shown 
interest in their system of classifica- 
tion, annual census, and sorting and 
filing methods. The brothers -have 
found these processes efficient and 
useful aids in expanding their hobby, 
and they are adaptable to many 
types of deltiophiles. 

Developers of these procedures are 
David Tritenbach, 18, and his brother 
Paul 21, of Stockton, California. 
Their collection of view type pictures 
post cards was started 12 years ago 
and now numbers 40,000 cards. 

Filed in 70 shoe boxes, the coilec- 
tion has two major divisions, United 
States and Foreign. The classifica- 
tion system efficiently handles the 
sizable number of cards, of which 
there are no duplicates. 

The 32,000 United States cards are 
separated alphabetically according to 
48 states. Then for each state sub- 
division, cities and towns are filed al- 
phabetically, with a miscellaneous 
section for country views. 

The beginning card of each state 
is index-tabbed with a raised red 
marker, and each city is designated 
by an index tab. To find Phoenix, 
Arizona, for instance, we locate the 
red marker for Arizona, then look 
past Bisbee, Douglas, and other cities 
to Phoenix. 

A similar system is used for the 
7,500 foreign cards. These, however, 
are filed alphabetically according to 
countries and cities, rather than by 
states and cities. With this method 
of classification, any card of any 
city can be located very quickly and 
easily. 

As a vital aid to sorting and filing 
large amounts of cards, two post of- 
fice type sorting racks are used. 
The first rack has 48 labeled squares, 
and is used for sorting according to 
states. 

Since large numbers of cards ac- 
cumulate for many states, it is also 
often necessary to use the second 
sorting rack. This rack separates 
state cards according to cities. It has 
26 squares, one for each letter of the 
alphabet, and it can also be used 
for sorting foreign cards according 
to countries. 

The racks are easily made from 
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orange crates, and when large 
quantities of cards must be filed 
they are invaluable. Of course, they 
can be easily adapted to other sys- 
tems of classification by changing 
the labeling. 

In a large collection such as theirs, 
the Tritenbach brothers feel it is de- 
sirable to know how many cards it 
contains. This means taking an an- 
nual count or census. For a small 
collection, that can be done by fin- 
gering through the files and counting 
each card. 

But when a large amount of cards 
makes counting impractical, the fol- 
lowing surprisingly simple and ac- 
curate method has been devecloned bh 
the two young collectors. Compress 
the cards in the box as tightly as 
possible and measure them with a 
ruler marked in inches and tenths. 
Since 80 tightly pressed cards equals 
one inch, simply multiply the number 
of inches in the file by 80 to get the 
number of cards. 

For tenths of inches, multiply the 
number of tenths by 8. By adding 
inches and tenths, a great degree of 
accuracy is possible. Take, for ex- 
ample, 14.6 inches of Illinois cards. 
By multiplying 14 by 80 we get 
1,120; and 6 times 8 equals 48. Bv 
adding 1,120 and 48 we get 1,168, 
the number of Illinois cards. 

Simple, practical helps such as 
these for classifying, sorting, and 
counting post cards have proven in- 
valuable aids to David and Paul 
Tritenbach’s collection, and they can 
be equally useful in most good sized 
collections.

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CHURCHES ON POST CARDS 


By WILLIAM H. RICHARDSON 


In my many years of collecting I 
have acquired many cards, all over 
25 years old showing the houses, 
of worship of some of our great 
statesmen. 

Let us look at some of these old 
churches, via the post card, where 
such great men as Patrick Henry, 
Robert E. Lee, Jeffersun Davis. 
Clara Barton, George Washineton, 
and Franklin D. Roosevelt, attended 
church. 

There is Saint Paul’s Chapel in 
New York City, built in the year 
1764, where our first president 
George Washington attended. Dur- 
ing his presidency the United States 
Capitol was here. On December 21, 
1776, the British Light Dragoons oc- 
cupied the Old Quaker Church at 
Trenton, N. J., which was built many 
years before. 

There is the famous old Christ 
Church where General Washington 
worshipped while in encampment at 
Alexandria, Va., in 1772. In Wash- 
ington, D. C., we see on Mt. Albine, 
the Cathedral of Saint Peter & Paul, 
better known to visitors as the 
Washington Cathedral, where many 
celebrities have worshipped. 

In another section of our Capitol 
city we see Saint John’s church, 
designed by Benjamin H. Lat- 
robe, and built in 1816. Here Dolly 
Madison was baptised and confirmed 
and later her funeral was held at 
this church. President Madison, Mon- 
roe, Van Buren, William Henry Har- 
rison, Tyler, Taylor, Buchanan and 
Arthur worshipped here at one time 
or another. The Church contains 
memorials to them all. 

Old Christ Church, Philadelphia, 
built in 1727, is another famous edi- 
fice in which George Washington, and 
many celebrated men of the Revolu- 
tionary days ‘worshipped.The First 
Universalist church, buiit 1792, at 
Oxford, Mass., was attended by 
Clara Barton, founder of the Ameri- 
can Red. Cross. 

Along the Gulf Coast at Biloxi, 
Miss., stands the Church of the Re- 
deemer, where Jefferson Davis, 
President of the Confederacy was

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vestryman, many years before the 
Civil War. 

In a stone Presbyterian church at 
Gettysburg, Pa., November 19th 
1863, Lincoln worshipped just before 
he made his famous Gettysburg Ad- 
dress. This church was used for a 
hospital after the battlefield was 
cleared after the Gettysbure fight. 

With its steeple, high in the sky, 
at Boston, Mass., is the Old North 
Church where Paul Revere, climbed 
the steps and displayed the lantern 
to warn the American soldiers that 
the British troops to Lexington and 
Concord were on their way, on the 
evening of April 18, 1775. The late 
Detroit Publishing Company got out 
beautiful cards of this famous 
church. A card of the Old South 
Church, done by the same publisher 
is also historical. Here Benjamin 
Franklin was baptised. This church 
was built in the early 1700’s. 

One would hardly think of an 
Episcopal clergyman becoming a 
general, but that is what happened 
to Bishop Leonidas K. Polk. When 
the Civil War broke out, he joined 
the Confederate army and several 
months later was made a general. 
He was buried beneath the floor of 
Saint Pauls’ Episcopal Church, 
Augusta, Georgia. This church was 
founded in 1774, and was one of Au- 
gusta’s oldest. Since he was a Louisi- 
ana bishop at the time he joined the 
army, Louisiana made claim. to his 
remains and had both him and his 
wife removed to New Orleans, 
‘where they now lie beneath the floor 
of the famous Christ Church Cathe- 
dral, probably the oldest Protestart 
church in the Mississipi Valley. 

On November 15, 1732, General 
James Edward Oglethorpe, colonizer 
of Georgia, ordered the building of 
Saint Paul’s Episcopal Church in Sa- 
vannah and on July 7, 17338, the first 
corner stone was laid. However it 
was not until March 25, 1740, that 
it was completed, and in 1750 dedi- 
cated.

PLAYING CARDS AND WORLD FAIRS 


By H. BRUCE SPENCER 


Local markets or fairs have been 
held at numerous cities in Europe 
for many centuries, gradually in- 
creasing in size and duration. Six 
fairs of importance were held in 
France in the 12th Century. People 
attended from many foreign coun- 
tries and the different kinds of mon- 
ey they brought led to a kind of In- 
ternational currency and was the be- 
ginning of what we now call troy 
weights. 

The modern development of the 
idea of Expositions is generally 
credited to the French. Their ideas 
as to types of exposition buildings 
and arrangement of the grounds con- 
tinued up to our most recent fairs. 
The first really great exposition was 
held in Paris in 1798. Then began an 
era when the fairs broadened in 
scope to include exhibits from for- 
eign countries. The first really great 
International or Worlds Fair was 
“opened” by Queen Victoria in 1851 
at London in the world famous 
“Crystal Palace”. This immense 
building made mostly of glass and 
iron was 1,851 feet in length, corre- 
sponding with the year. The at- 
tendance was. 6,170,000. The im- 
portant plan adopted at International 
Fairs was the exhibition of people 
(in their native costumes) and 
products from many different coun- 
tries from all parts of the globe. 

All previous fairs were surpassed 
in size, cost and attendance by the 
Worlds Columbian Exposition at 
Chicago in 1898, to commemorate the 
fourth centenary«of the discovery of 
America. The total attendance was 
over 27,000.000. 

The Universal Exposition held in 
Paris in 1889 was attended by about 
25,000,000 — the new Eiffel Tower 
was its principal attraction. The 
greatest attendance at any fair was 
reported as about 50,000,000 at the 
Paris fair in 1900. 

Now as to the playing cards — the 
manufacturers have issued many 
special packs as souvenirs of the 
more important World Fairs in 
modern times. The oldest “Fair” 
deck I have seen was from Russia 
for the Centennial Exhibition at 
Philadelphia in 1876 celebrating the 
hundredth anniversary of the U. S. 
A., but there may have been souve- 
nir decks issued prior to this Fair. 

Playing cards of the Worlds 
Columbian Exposition at Chicavo in

1893 — there are two types — Ist, 
blue back, with picture called “Land- 
ing of Columbus”. On the playing 
side are pictures of Fair buildings 
and scenes in circle. 2nd type — this 
has picture on the back — “Three 
Ships of Columbus”. There are three 
different color backs to this type — 
light blue, dark blue or red. Some of 
these decks have Colonel George R. 
Davis, President of the Fair, as 
King — Mrs. Potter Palmer as 
Queen, and Columbus as Jack. Other 
decks have King Ferdinand of Spain 
as King — Queen Isabella as Queen 
and Columbus as Jack. All of these 
have pictures of Fair buildings on 
the playing side in color. 

The California Midwinter Fair at 
San Francisco, 1894, have only one 
deck — red back with Seal of the 
Fair — Seal of California — Seal of 
Oregon and Seal of the State of 
Washington — views of the Fair 
buildings on playing side. 

The Paris International Exposition 
of 1900. This is one of the most 
beautiful decks of cards ever issued. 
The back design in blue, gold and 
white has picture of ‘The Modern 
Parisienne” Statue which stood over 
the Grand Entrance of the Fair. 
Pictures in brown of Fair buildings 
and views of Paris on playing side. 
This deck was issued by the United 
— Playing Card Co., at Cincin- 
nati. 

The Pan-American Exposition at 
Buffalo, 1901. A deck with back 
design in blue, green and yellow, 
with Continents of North and South 
America in circle; same design on 
Joker. Fair views on playing side. 
This Fair was called the “Rainbow 
City”. Its success was marred by the 
assassination of President Mc Kinley. 

The Louisiana Purchase Exposition 
at St. Louis, 1904. A deck with back 
design in blue, green and yellow, 
Eagle with spread wings in brown. 
In the center in a circle are pictures 
of Napoleon and Jefferson. Fair 
views on playing side. This deck was 
sponsored by Samuel Cupples Enve- 
lope Co. of St. Louis. 

Another noted deck of this Fair, 
but very rare now, is made of alumi- 
num, by the Aluminum Mfg. Co., 53 
cards, 2% inches wide; weight 4% 
ounces, being only about one ounce 
more than a regular paper deck. 
The deck was sold in an aluminum 
case. The back design in blue has 
picture in circle of Thomas Jefferson. 
Fair views on playing side in black; 
Joker has picture of Louisiana Pur- 
chase Monument. 

The Panama-Pacific Exposition at 
San Francisco, 1915 to celebrate the 
opening of the Panama Canal, was 
noted for its vast display of statuary 
and flowers. Back design has picture 
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of the Tower of Jewels. One deck is 
in brown and another in blue. 

The Great Lakes Exposition at 

Cleveland, 1936. Back design has pic- 
ture of the Horticultural Building; 
one deck in green, black, white and 
gold; another in yellow. This Fair 
was to celebrate Cleveland’s Centen- 
nial. 
. The Texas Centennial Exposition, 
1936. I have seven different back 
designs in black, white, red and blue, 
showing “The Lone Star”; cotton 
plant, diagram of Texas, and State 
flag. The joker has circle with Texas 
under six flags — French, Spanish, 
Mexican, Republic of Texas, Con- 
federate States of America, and 
United States of America. 

The Century of Progress Interna- 
tional Exposition at Chicago, 1933- 
1934. The manufacturers of playing 
cards evidently went wild over the 
decks issued for this Fair. To date 
I have secured 41 different back de- 
signs: and there are probably more. 
Belgian Village, Colonial Village, 
Streets of Paris, three designs of 
Avenue of Flags, six designs of the 
famous Sky Ride. This had two tow- 
ers, 628 feet high (equal to 64 stor- 
ies). The towers were 2000 feet apart 
and at the 218 foot level cable 
stretched between upon which rocket- 
like cars could carry 4,800 passengers 
per hour. There were an observation 
platform at the top of each tower. 
Seventeen decks show pictures of dif- 
ferent Fair buildings. One game deck 
of this Fair is quite unique. It is to be 
played like a game of Authors but 
with 12 sets of four cards, each re- 
presenting 12 nations having exhibits 
at the Fair. This game is called — 
“Century of Progress Game of Na- 
tions.” 

The New York World’s Fair, 19389- 
1940. I have 17 different card-back 
designs of this Fair, of which two 
show pictures of “The World of To- 
morrow” and fifteen are different 
decks, featuring the Globe and Pyra- 
mid Structures. Most of these decks 
are highly colored and of the souve- 
nir type with pictures on the playing 
side of Fair buildings and views of 
New York City. 

The San Francisco Fair of 1939- 
1940. Ten different decks featuring 
this Fair — six of which are views 
of the Golden Gate Bridge and San 
Francisco, Oakland Bridge; one deck 
with back design of “Treasure Is- 
land” where the Fair was located. 
Two decks of views of “Court of the 
Moon” and one of “Tower of the 
Sun”, 

Here ends the story of eighty-nine 
World Fair decks of playing cards — 
all different.

THE EIGHTH PRECIOUS STONE 


W. SCOTT LEWIS 


Agate has been a popular gem 
since before the dawn of history. We 
find it mentioned in Exodus as the 
8th precious stone in the breast-plate 
of the High Priest. Even its present 
name comes from the ancient Greek, 
as the philosopher Theophrastus de- 
scribes the “achates” found in a river 
of that name in Sicily. It was a well 
known gem to Pliny and the Romans 
believed that it had magical proper- 
ties. 

Technically agate is banded quartz 
without any obvious. crystalline 
structure. It, occurs in cavities in 
rock where it has been deposited by 
water containing silica in solution, 
and is often found in placers where 
it has been left behind by the 
weathering of the softer matrix 
rock. If the solution from which it 
was deposited was free from impuri- 
ties, the agate is nearly colorless and 
the bands are not distinct, but the 
presence of various impurities leads 
to the formation of colored bands and 
a stone that may be of more pleasing 
appearance. 

The jewelry trade requires colors 
that are much more brilliant than 
nature ordinarily provides and so ar- 
tificial coloring is extensively em- 
ployed. It was about 1820 that the 
agate cutters of Idar, Germany, 
learned that black bands could be 
produced by first soaking the agate 
for a few weeks in a dilute sugar 
solution and then immersing it in 
concentrated sulfuric acid to carbon- 
ize the sugar. The production of 
bands is due to the fact that only 
certain areas are porous enough to 
absorb the sugar solution. 

Methods of producing other colors 
were discovered later and have been 
perfected with the passing years. 
Artificial sardonyx, for instance, can 
be made by soaking thin agate slabs 
in a solution made by dissolving 
nails in nitric acid. After from two 
to four weeks of this treatment, the 
slabs are dried for several days at 
gentle heat and then heated red hot 
in a closed crucible. This changes 
the iron in the pores to red hematite 
and produces a handsome stone. 
“Swiss lapis” is a blue agate colored 
by a potassium ferrocyanide process, 
while an artificial chrysoprase re- 


sults from treatment with potassium 
dichromate and yellow agate is ob- 
tained by prolonged soaking in warm, 
concentrated hydrochloric acid. All 
of the foregoing mentioned methods 
yield permanent colors and stones 
cut from material thus treated will 
not fade and are not to be confused 
with those that have merely been 
dyed as colors produced by dyes are 
only temporary. 

The word “agate” is used very 
broadly by most cutters who call 
ordinary unbanded chalcedony agate. 
The term should, however, be re- 
stricted to banded forms of quartz 
with the single exception that the 
name “moss agate” has become so 
firmly established by usage that it is 
considered correct. There is also a 
good deal of confusion in the use of 
the word “onyx” as many suppose 
that it is a definite variety of agate 
whereas it actually refers to the 
structure of a stone and is correctly 
applied to some minerals that are 
not even related to quartz such as a 
very compact, banded travertine com- 
posed of calcium carbonate. 

A number of beautiful varieties of 
agate are properly called onyx, for 
instance carnelian onyx consists of 
white bands alternating with red 
carnelian. While this combination 
sometimes occurs in nature, most of 
the material sold in jewelry stores 
has been “improved” by men. 

Sardonyx is the onyx of the sard 


and it may consist of either white or | 
black bands alternating with brown | 


sard. 

One of the commonest forms of 
agate in the jewelry trade is morion 
onyx in which white and black bands 
alternate. It is not very plentiful in 
nature and it is safe to assume that 
any very fine material coming on 
the market at the present time was 
made from a nearly colorless Brazil- 
ian agate by the sulfuric acid and 
sugar method. The coloring of agate 
was distinctly a German industry 
previously to World War II, but 
when imported material became 
scarce, American firms began ex- 
periments which led to the steady 
production of morion onyx. This 
stone makes beautiful cameos with 
white heads against a black back- 
ground and these wear far better 
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than the tinted cameos carved from 
the shell onyx obtained from species 
of cassis and strombus. 

Many forms of agate are distinct 
enough to receive special names. Eye 
agates or Aleppo stones have con- 
centric bands with a black or colored 
center and are of striking appear- 
ance. Fortification agate has zig-zag 
bands which are supposed to resem- 
ble the outline of a fort. Polka dot 
agate has the color largely concen- 
trated in small round spots. Topo- 
graphic agate has lines resembling 
those on a government topographical 
map. Wax agate is yellow with a 
waxy luster which may be due to the 
presence of a small amount of water, 
while porcelain agate is a dead white 
with no colored bands, so it should 
perhaps be considered a form of 
chert rather than a tme agate. 

One of the finest of all agates is 
the rather uncommon form known as 
iris agate. When this is cut into thin 
slabs, it shows beautiful rainbow 
colors if held at the right angle and 
viewed by transmitted light. 

Moss agate contains moss-like in- 
clusions which sometimes resemble 
landscapes. Such stones, called scenic 
agates, are much sought after and 
may command a high price. Both 
Montana and Wyoming produce a 
great deal of moss agate, and the 
Sweetwater agates from the latter 
state contain uranium so they often 
show a brilliant fluorescence under a 
Mineralight. 

Petoskey agate is not a true agate 
but a pseudomorph of chalcedony 
after coral, the calcium carbonate of 
the fossil coral having been entirely 
dissolved and replaced by silicon 
dioxide. As a result the hardness has 
been increased from 38 to 7 and the 
mineral takes a lasting polish. 

Agates are both beautiful and in- 
expensive and at least some of the 
forms are easily obtained. This 
combination has made them an im- 
portant factor in the rapid growth 
of the hobby of amateur gem cutting. 
Anyone with proper equipment can 
learn to turn out stones of real 
beauty, sometimes from pebbles 
found close to his own home, and it 
is not too difficult to make them up 
into handsome jewelry that will de- 
light both family and friends.

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them I won, and how many of them I 
lost. 

I also recall the time and money I 
spent fishing. I started with a 
little 2% horse power motor, later

I recail many 
pleasant times I have had in the Big 
Bend section of the state chasing the 
blue topknot Mexican quail up the 
rocky hills on the border of Mexico. 
Beginning as a boy I used to trap in 
order to make a little money from 
selling hides. And up until maturity 
I had a terrible obsession for running 
a trap line as a pleasant hobby. 

As for deer hunting, I well re- 
member how many times I used to 
come home just before the holidays 
suffering with a bad cold, rheuma- 
tism, scratched hands, and looking 
like the very Devil, from having 
managed to outwit a measly little 
four-point buck. 

Since starting this article dealing 
with the many hobbies which I have 
had, there are so many other things 
running through my mind that I can- 
not refrain from telling about some 
of the things I have been thinking 
about. I have been thinking about 
the time when I used to sing (7?) 
“Meet Me Tonight in Dreamland”... 
when I used to wear white flannel 
breeches and a blue serge jacket and 
thought I was really something... 
when I used to go barefooted and 
get a grass burr in my foot and 
would not even go to the trouble 
of removing it, simply give my big 
foot a rake on the ground (with 
sand burrs, though, I had a little 
more respect than I did for grass 
burrs). 
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Then there was the first chew of 
tobacco. My brother was hauling 
wood and I had found some Drum- 
mond’s Thin Plug . . . I thought the 
ground was coming up toward the 
back of the wagon when, as a matter 
of fact, it was my head going toward 
the ground! 


Amidst memories of the old days, I 
recall how my parents purchased the 
groceries — a barrel of sugar was 
bought and great quantities of flour, 
how I had trouble going to the old 
water mill, taking corn to be ground, 
and how I would sit by the side of 
the road, waiting for some grown- 
up to come by and place the sack 
back on my horse when it had fallen 
off . .. I remember as of yester- 
day the fuss my grandmother made 
with me when I returned with meal 
made from yellow corn instead of 
white corn. 


Memories come back to me of the 
old Baptist camp meetings, and how 
solemn and sacred was the “foot 
washing” the old Methodist 
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camp meetings, and how the preacher 
would dwell upon the necessity of 
the members tithing. I recently read 
about one of our old-time preachers 
who forgot his specs and got badly 
confused: reading his sermon. “Te- 
member;” he said, squinting at his 
notes, “how He took 5000 barley 
loaves and 2000 fishes and fed 5 
people?” “Who couldn’t, Reverend?” 
heckled Mr. Brown in the second row. 
Next Sunday, the paster arrived with 
his glasses, ready to rebuke Mr. 
Brown. “I shall continue from last 
Sunday” he began “how He took 5 
loaves and 2 fishes and fed 5000 
people.” And confidentially, “Could 
YOU do that, Mr. Brown? “I could,” 
said Mr. Second Pew. “And HOW 
could you do it?” demanded the pas- 
tor testily. “I’d use what we had 
left over from last Sunday,” said Mr. 
Brown. 

I recall those high-top shoes worn 
by my sister and mother, and what 
a scramble we often had around the 
household if the button hook became 
lost . . . And never will I forget our 
local barber who worked in the field 
all week and cut hair on Saturday — 
you could go down the street and tell 
who had been to the barber shop that 
Saturday because he smelled so 
much like bay rum. (And that low- 
down high-jacker charged me two 
bits for a haircut and 15c for a 
shave!! Shame on him!) and I re- 
member how you could always tell 
when old Dr. Dailey and old Dr. 
Vaughn were within thirty feet of 
you because they smelled so much 
like iodoform. 

I have been thinking about how 
much money I made selling lemonade 
at the local picnics and Fourth of 
July celebrations by throwing a few 
lemon peelings on top of my Jem- 
onade made with more citric acid 
than lemon juice ... I have been 
thinking about the first ice cream 
soda I ever drank — I thought it 
was all wind but it sure tasted good! 
. . . I have been thinking about the 
first sundae | ever ate — it was 
covered with nuts and called a “Mer- 
ry Widow.” 

I remember as if it were yester- 
day going to a country dance, and 
between dances seeing old Jim Tom 
and Cass Coffman, two local bache- 
lors who wore enormous mustaches, 
stepping outside and giving their 
luxurient mustaches a touch of 
Hoyt’s perfume . . . as compared to 
present-day mustaches, the ones I 
grew up to know were African 
jungles! 

. . « Well do I remember the first 
woman with short hair I ever saw... 
My father had always admonished 
me: “Son, beware of a long-haired 
man and a short-haired woman.”... 
My garage here in Austin contains 
small, medium, and large bustles 
worn by my mother and grand- 
mother, some of them made out of 
‘wire, others out of hoop material. In- 
cidentally, I have stored in my 
garage every variety of the old-time 
hoops used for the hoop skirts. Also 
hanging on the wall in my garage

I have been thinking about the 
rock shelf on the back porch (and 
perhaps it was at this time in my 
life that I developed a yen for coi- 
lecting rocks ...I have been think- 
ing about the number of hours I 
spent looking for Indian arrowheads 
and how my parents used manos for 
doorstops. I still have many arrows, 
— 5000, which I collected.... 

ater in life I collected all types of 
arrowheads, even digging for pot- 
tery ...I1 have been thinking what 
‘would happen if we ever moved — 
rocks in the garage, rocks in the 
chicken house, rocks on the dresser, 
rocks on the back porch ... Well, 
that is somebody else’s worry, so I 
am not thinking any more about 
that... 

As I write this in January here in 
Austin, it is quite cold, and I was 
given the wrong advice by the local 
seed houses and nurseries here name- 
ly, that I was sold some calendulas, 
snap dragons, and stock plants. These 
I carefully planted in December, and 
for the past two weeks I have had to 
cover up every single plant in my 
yard every night, regardless of 
whether it was raining, cold, or mud- 
dy. Each time I go out into the back 
yard covering up flowers and shrubs 
of all kinds I have to pass 24 rock 
benches all covered with nice speci- 
mens. Every single specimen seems 
to be laughing at me. Believe you 
me, as a rock hound, I do not have to 
worry about bugs eating up mv 
specimens, and I know they will not 
have mildew on them. Furthermore, 
none of my specimens will be sick 
with the colic from being jostled in a 
box.

Olivine is a widely distributed 
constituent of many rocks which con- 
tain much magnesium, but clear, 
gemmy forms are rare. These pro- 
duce a brilliant, sparkling stone when 
faceted, the color varying from a 
light yellow-green to a much deeper 
shade. Some jewelers call the light 
colors olivine and the darker ones 
peridot, but there doesn’t seem to be 
much uniformity about this. 

Olivine was known as a gem to the 
ancients and was probably the stone 
called “topaz” by Pliny. The finest 
gems come from St. John’s Island 
in the Red Sea; from Mogok, north 
of Mandalay in Upper Burma; and 
from Minas Geraes, Brazil. Gemmy 
varieties are found in our own coun- 
try in Arizona and New Mexico 
where the pebbles are mined by ants 
which bring them to the surface 
while making excavations and de- 
posit them conveniently about the 
edge of their hills along with pyrope 
garnets and other less valuable ma- 
terial.

Rutile and ilmenite are the two 
most important titanium minerals. 
Ilmenite is an iron ore and at first 
the titanium was considered a nuis- 
ance. Later it was discovered that 
titanium oxide was a very pure white 
so it began to be used as a pigment 
for paint. Recently a method has 
been perfected for extracting titani- 
um in the metallic form and it is be- 
lieved that it will ultimately have 
many uses. It resembles stainless 
steel in many ways but has the ad- 
vantage of being only about one-half 
as heavy. Fortunately titanium is a 
rather common element which is a 
great advantage in these days when 
so many metals are rapidly becoming 
scarce. 

Molybdenum metal, obtained from 
the mineral molybdenite, became of 
great importance during the last war 
because it was discovered that it 
could replace manganese, tungsten, 
chromite, vanadium and nickel in 
making alloy steels. It was used 
chiefly in aircraft, in armor-piercing 
shells, in radar and in making ma- 
chine tools. The United States is the 
chief producer of this metal and it is 
estimated that we have enough ore 
to last for several hundred years.

BURR Coat-of-Arms 


By MABEL LOUISE KEECH 


He beareth for Arms: Ermine on 
a = indented sable two lions ramp- 
ant. 

Translated into non-Heraldic terms: 
An ermine shield, with a black (sa- 
ble) band across the upper one-third 
(chief). On this chief are two lions 
in rampant attitude—that is with one 
foot on the ground, pawing the air. 
Usually there is a “color-name” such 
as “or” for gold, or “argent” for sil- 
ver, after the name of a symbol on any 
other color. But, when that word is 
omitted, the natural color of the sym- 
bol is understood—in this case, a lion 
of natural color, not gold nor silver. 
The word “proper” means “natural 
color”, but even that is sometimes 
omitted, as here. The writer has seen 
this coat-of-Arms with gold lions. The 
chief is separated from the main 
part of the shield by a “division line,” 
this one called “indented”—a zig-zag 
line of several points. There is no 
crest. 

The chief is emblematical of rank, 
dignity, authority and dominion. The 
division line, indented, indicates sea- 
manship in some form—adventure, ex- 
ploration, merchant marine, navy, or 
ownership of fisheries. 

The lion is king of beasts, and 
symbolical of service to his country 
and deathless courage. 

Ermine and sable, fur linings of 
royal robes, signify nobility, with the 
added meanings of purity for ermine, 
and constancy for sable. 

The above description of the Burr 
Armorial Bearing is registered in 
Burke’s General Armory, and record- 
ed in certain American books featur- 
ing the Burr family, including the 
genealogy by Charles Burr Todd, en- 
titled “General History of the Burr 
Family in America, with a Genea- 
logical Record from 1570 to 1878.” 

A story has come down the cen- 
turies concerning this Coat-of-Arms in 
the College of Arms, and the one who 
made the Visitations (took the cen- 
sus), was not satisfied with the rec- 
ords of the Burr family, and visited 
them several times before he would 
register the Coat-of Arms. Finally 
in his notes of 1633 he wrote: “This is 
the Arms of BURES, but Mr. BURR 
sheweth an ould ecochen carved in 
Wood and printed in Cullers more 
than an hundred years ould and saith 
hee had it from his Ancestors out of 
Somersetshire and that they did beare 
it.” Burke does give the Bures des- 
criptions—there being several for the 
name. Three start with ermine and 
all are slightly different, and each of 
them slightly different from the one 
he registers for Burr, the family 
seated in co. Essex. 

History gives us a very interesting 
background for this Burr family, 
which we will give briefly here. At 





the time of the Norman invasion of 
England by William the Conqueror, 
1066, the name was spelled Buer. In 
1193 it was found in connection with 
the Baldwins. Baldwin de Bures lived 
in co. Suffolk at that time, when 
Richard I was king. For 10 genera- 
tions the sons are listed to William 
Burre of the time of Henry VIII, 
then the line seems to be lost for 
several generations. Robert, of the 
5th generation, was knighted, and 
said to have been one of the most 
noted men of his day. There is a 
brass tablet to his memory in a chap- 
el in Acton, dated 13831. His son and 
grandson were Sir Andrew. Andrew 
the 2nd’s son John still lived in co. 
Suffolk, but his son John de Bures 
resided in co. Essex. His son men- 
tioned above spelled the name Burre. 

Many have been the speculations 
about the “three brothers” who came 
from England to America. It seems 
that almost every family has these 
“three brothers who came to Ameri- 
ca” about 1630, or 1645, etc. The best 
theory is that as long as the eldest 
son in England inherited the property, 
the other sons had to go out on their 
own and decide their fate. And while 
we were taught “2’s company, 3’s a 
crowd” yet it was considered that 
there was strength and protection 
when three young men started out 
together. Most historians apparently 
agree that the protection idea is the 
logical one. 

And now, you say, “Were these 
first Burrs in this country brothers?” 
the answer is, “Probably, nobody 
knows” — but there were three of 
these young men, coming about the 
same time, and with similar charac- 
teristics, and having first names in 
common in the different families. 

FIRST—was JEHU, who came with 
the Winthrop’s fleet in 1630, and set- 
tled in Roxbury, Mass. Later he join- 
ed the party going with William 
Pynchon to found Springfield. The 
spirit of adventure or the desire to 
seek “greener pastures” led him to 
Fairfield Conn., and his descendants 
are termed the Fairfield Branch. They 
have been unusually intent in civil 
and military affairs. 

SECOND—came BENJAMIN, who 
was a founder of Hartford, Conn., in 
1635. This band that left the coun- 
try around Boston, struggled almost 
3 months through the wilderness be- 
fore they reached the section later to 
be Hartford. They had taken their 
wives and little children, in covered 
wagons; what household equipment 
they thought they could manage, los- 
ing much of it when they had to 
ford the streams; and their cattle. 
How seldom we think of what these 
people went through! Benjamin’s de- 
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scendants seemed to care more for 
business and professional life, setting 
up mercantile projects, manufacturing 
plants, and specializing in agriculture. 
This was the Hartford Branch. 

THIRD — REV. JONATHAN ap- 
peared on the scene, and was founder 
of the Dorchester Branch, his descend- 
ants for many generations staying 
close to Massachusetts, some turning 
north to Maine. 

Rev. Jonathan was a brilliant young 
preacher in England, but because he 
could not conform to the theories 
being taught and preached there, he, 
like many another, came here where 
he might have more freedom. He held 
a parish in conjunction with Rev. 
Richard Mather for a time. But while 
still young, he died of smallpox. His 
descendants are less numerous than 
those of Jehu and Benjamin, but are 
scattered all across the country, and 
are also more interested in business 
and professional activities than in 
civil and military life. 

These three men were, as we said, 
the first in America, and the most 
of those holding or having held the 
name Burr are from these lines. A 
Henry Burr came to New Jersey in 
1681. He was a Quaker, and an as- 
sociate of William Penn. Two others, 
about 1635, were found in English 
shipping lists, but their families have 
not been traced. 

Genealogies have been written on 
this family and the several branches, 
and men and women of the name who 
have gained fame because of various 
pursuits have been written of in en- 
cyclopedias, magazine articles, histor- 
ies of allied families, etc. Probably 
every state in the Union has descend- 
ants of the three men mentioned— 
Jehu, Benjamin and Jonathan. 

Perhaps more noticeable in this 
family than in many others, is the 
carrying down through the genera- 
tions, certain first names. Some of 
these names seem to be common to all 
three branches. Aaron was one — 
there being several Aarons who were 
preachers and professors — univer- 
sity graduates — many great men 
holding this name—and but for the 
one fault — the one we know the 
most about in U.S. history, was also 
a great man. Benjamin, Timothy, 
Jonathan, and many other first names 
are very common in the Burr famil- 
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ies. And—Theodosia — also. Writing 
this portion from memory, can not 
recall just where the first Theodosia 
came into the picture, but very early. 

So here is my story; Before know- 
ing there were so many down the line, 
I had an order from a client Theo- 
dosia Burr — I will say — State no. 
1—for the Burr Coat-of-Arms on can- 
vas ready to work in needlepoint. Liv- 
ing in State no. 2, I was surprised 
and interested a few months later, to 
see in the local paper, that Mrs. S. 
was going to State no. 1 to help her 
niece, Theodosia Burr, prepare for her 
nuptials, to occur two months hence. 
Knowing Mrs. S. slightly, more by 
reputation than acquaintance, though 
she knew about me, I wrote her a 
friendly note, telling her I knew her 
niece Theodosia was very much inter- 
ested in the Burr Coat-of-Arms, and 
I was just suggesting that if any of 
her friends or relatives asked of her 
some fine gift they might present, I 
was sure that she would be more than 
pleased to receive her Coat reproduced 
in some 'way—other than needlepoint. 

A little later, I wrote my client, 
Theodosia, congratulating her upon 
her approaching wedding, and hoped 
she would write me about it when 
she could find time. She answered 
in unexpected short order, saying she 
had no intention of marrying, and 
wondering how I came by such news! 
“That it must have been another 
Theodosia.” When, later, I had oc- 
casion to study the Burr family more, 
decided a dozen Theodosias could have 
been married in State no. 1 or no. 2, 
at the same time! 

Among my numerous friends is a 
fine Burr family, and they have made 
it possible for me to make quite a 
definite study of two of the branches.

CREST CORNER 


Many times in this little informal 
corner of my column, I have urged 
you to sit down and write some of 
the intimate happenings in your fam- 
ily life—the customs, the traditions, 
the favorite pastimes, the personal 
characteristics, the important dates 
and why, the kind of clothes you wear, 
the kind of household equipment you 
= of transportation, etc., etc., 
etc. 

Perhaps I have never seen a better 
example of this than a notebook which 
a client brought recently for me to 
copy onto the paper we are using in 
the family notebook being compiled. 
She grants me the privilege of culling 
from it for your benefit. These things 
that we wish to remember, and that 
we know will be most interesting for 
the next generations are so easily and 
cleverly interwoven, that we hardly 
realize the setting is not that of today. 
The writer was born in 1840. 
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Phone UN. 4-6400 
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For your interest and pleasure, 
then, here are quotations from the 
MEMOIRS, wording not changed, 
much omitted. 

“Grandfather Pliny Moore gave 
Nodiah and Amasa education at Mid- 
dlebury college. Father was a trustee 
of Middlebury, and sent his son Ben- 
jamin there. Benjamin died of ty- 
phoid fever in his senior year, during 
his summer vacation. 

“Grandfather Moore sent his daugh- 
ters to Montreal to school, and the 
boys went there to learn French. 
Father also studied at Andover, and 
could rattle off Greek as well as 
French. He knew the whole book of 
Acts in Greek. Read a Fourth of 
July oration he wrote. It is just as 
appropriate in this day as then. 

“The youngest daughter Mathilda, 
was sent to Litchfrield to school. She 
lived with the family of Lyman 
Beecher, when Henry Ward Beecher 
was a little boy, and was very inti- 
mate with his oldest sister Catherine. 

“The Christmas tree seemed to me 
a perfectly wonderful thing. It as- 
sembled the whole family from Platts- 
burg, Champlain, Chazey and Chat- 
ham. At the Nye Christmas tree 
there were 70 members of the family 
present. The tree was very large and 
beautiful and set in the hall. Before 
the tree, there was a little play given 
by the young people in the upper 
hall. After the distribution of the 
presents there was a Christmas feast. 
At home we always hung up our stock- 
ings. 

“Your father (J. W. M.), drew 
beautifully. He got it from his father, 
and Christe and Helen have it too. 

“There were always games after 
the Christmas tree, and Uncle Nodiah 
was always in the midst of the chil- 
dren. The children always begged at 
the end, for the song of Miles Scrog- 
gin’s Ghost which commenced ‘As 
Polly was sitting by her bedpost, 
what should she see but Miles Scrog- 
gin’s ghost,’ and ended in a _ blood 
curdling shriek. After a time Aunt 
Caroline disapproved of this undigni- 
fied behavior and Uncle Nodiah was 
forbidden to sing that song to our 
great sorrow. 

“There are many recollections in 
my mind of wrinkled faces. One of 
Dr. Benjamin Mooers, named for 
grandfather, and a cousin of my 
mother, who was brought up with her 
and afterward married, I think, a 
sister of M. K. Platt. Dr. Mooers 
was an examining surgeon, and on 
one occasion I remember his coming 
in with a long face and depressed 
manner; ‘I’ve never been so insulted 
in my life. Some men came to be 
examined and offered a bribe to get 
them off the draft!’ (Civil War). 

“My father and mother first lived 
in Champlain with his father and 
Tom was born there. But they moved 
to Plattsburg on the request of Gen- 
eral Mooers (of the Revolution) when 
his wife died, and all the other chil- 
dren were born in the Mooers house, 
and father and mother died there. 
(All the children were listed in order, 
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the writer saying she was number 7, 
so it was Charlotte.) 

“When I was a little girl, in the 
morning Father, whose bedroom was 
downstairs came into the hall and 
called the roll. Each one had to ans- 
wer to his name, then Father shaved 


and when we were all dressed we 
were all expected to go down to fam-’ 


ily prayers. Each one read two verses 
from the Bible—and that is where I 
think we learned to read. Then we 
had breakfast and in winter I can 
see the breakfast table with Mother 
at the end of the table behind the 
tall silver coffee pot and the many, 
many blue and white willow pattern 
cups and saucers. I never remember 
to have seen on the table any china 
but that of the old fashioned willow 
oattern and when I afterward sat 
down to tables where white china was 
used the table looked bare to me. 


“All the shirts were made and all 
the clothes were made in the house 
without sewing-machines, which nec- 
essitated a seamstress most of the 
time. Things had to be done very 
fastidiously, the linen shirt bosom 
stitches had to be done by counting 
two threads back and two forward 
and shirts were made by the dozen 
too. 


“My father could always appreciate 

a good joke though it might be on 
hieneatt, He taught all the boys in 
the neighborhood including his own, to 
swim; always ready to join in their 
games. He used to take them deer 
hunting at Chauteguey where Grand- 
father Mooers owned much land. 

“We always had a great deal of 
company, always some one staying in 
the house. Court week we expected 
Uncle Hubbel from Chazey to come 
and put his horse in the barn, as a 
matter of course. 

“We had dinner in the middle of 
the day. The pies and bread were 
baked in a brick oven and were put 
in rows on the top shelf of a big pan- 
try, and I well remember seeing my 
brother Pliny slip a pie off its plate, 
slip that plate under another plate 
and fly outside to his companions fol- 
lowed by the cook! We had all the 
northern fruits but no peaches nor 
oranges—quantities of walnuts and 
butternuts, and some ice cream. It 
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was made of custard into which they 
put lots of eggs. 

“Back of the main house they had 
the outside kitchen and well and a 
passage and woodhouse, and back of 
that was the carriage house, under it 
the icehouse, and above it the store 
room, behind which was a hay loft. 
Beyond was a smoke house, the chick- 
en houses, pig pens, the barn, cow 
sheds and over that another hay loft. 
We had a great many plums, pears 
and apples, and great baskets were 
sent to people who had none. 

“On Sunday we went to Church, the 
old church which was built before the 
Battle of Plattsburg, and the British 
put their horses in it. (War of 1812). 
Had square pews, and two large iron 
stoves on each side in the front and 
two in the back, to heat it. Mother 
had a foot stool with live coals in it 
to warm her feet. (She tells of the 
4 services each Sunday). 

“My mother’s mother was Hannah 
Platt, the oldest daughter of Nathaniel 
Platt. Hannah’s youngest was sister 
Maria who married Mr. Man, father 
of Cousin Sue McCullock, then Fred- 
erick Halsey, then Isaac Platt. Dur- 
ing the administration of Johnson, 
Laura Man and I had been invited to 
visit at Cousin Sue McCullock’s whose 
husband was Sec. of the Treasury, ap- 
pointed by Pres. Lincoln, and present 
when he died. One evening we were 
all invited informally to spend the 
evening at the White House. Mrs. 
Johnson was ill, but her sister, Mrs. 
Patterson and her two daughters en- 
tertained us. 

There was a rumor that Jefferson 
Davis was treated with unnecessary 
harshness and not properly fed while 
in confinement at Fortress Monroe. 
Mr. McCullock was sent down to en- 
quire into the matter. He took us and 
his daughter Lulu with him in a 
cutter ‘The Wanderer,’ belonging to 
the Treasury Dept., and while there 
I saw Jefferson Davis between two 
guards taking his daily constitu- 
tional. Mr. McCullock adjusted things 
satisfactorily; and later when they 
lived in London, he was in banking 
business there, Lulu, who had been a 
pet of Abraham Lincoln became one 
of Jeff Davis.’ Lulu is now Mrs. Yale. 

“We played backgammon, and were 
very fond of chess, jackstraws and 
dominos, but never cards—they were 
taboo by the church, as well as danc- 
ing. 

“We sometimes lay our faults and 
virtues to our ancestors, but if we 
ever allow ourselves to be unkind or 
inconsiderate or discourteous, we need 
not lay it to my Father and Mother, 
because they were not so, at all.” 

Pages and pages more of this, some 
that would interest you, and some 
that would not; but I think you see 
now what I mean—the next genera- 
tions of the Moores, whether in direct 
line, or cousin, nieces or nephews— 
are going to find in this story, exactly 
what they want to know about the 
family in the middle of the 19th cen- 
tury—the relationship of different 
ones whose autographed pictures they 
have and wondered who they were. 
And they are going to find that be-

sides the wonderful farm life, they 
were familiar with the large cities
